THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


At the Board’s organizational meeting, following the Annual Town 
Election in March, George V. Brown, Jr. was elected Chairman. Other Board 
members are George F. McNeilly, Sumner Z. Kaplan, Morton R. Godine 
and Robert C. Cochrane, Jr. Richard ‘I. Leary, who succeeded Arthur A. 
O’Shea as Executive Secretary on January 1, 1969, was appointed to serve 
in this capacity for the ensuing year. 


The format of this year’s Annual Report of the Selectmen has been 
altered somewhat so as to place greater emphasis on the Board’s programs, 
goals and priorities for the coming year while also presenting a progress re- 
port on those projects and issues which were of major importance during 
1969. In this way, it is hoped that interested citizens will be fully informed 
as to the basis of their governing body’s program for action during the 
next twelve months. In order to present a more cohesive administrative and 
fiscal report, the Selectmen’s and the Executive Secretary’s annual reports 
are for the first time contained in one document. 


Several significant changes in the Board’s operations occurred during 
1969. Acting on the recommendation of the Committee on Town Organi- 
zation and Structure that adequate publicity be given to the manner in which 
policy decisions are reached, the closed portion of Selectmen’s meetings are 
now restricted to those matters which are of a confidential nature only; in 
addition, considerable time is spent by the Board’s administrative staff each 
week in discussing with representatives of the press items of current con- 
cern. In furtherance of the practice which has evolved over recent years, 
many matters not requiring formal Board action are being handled by the 
Executive Secretary with a view to increasing the time available to the 
Selectmen to consider long and medium range policies, as well as to give 
attention to matters of a priority nature. These conferences cover a wide 
range of ‘Town needs, and, by publicizing the decisions taken, a greater 
awareness of the manner in which important issues are resolved should be 
fostered. Further delegation of routine matters, such as the issuance of cer- 
tain licenses, certificates of incorporation, Police Department disciplinary 
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actions, etc., is presently under consideration and the necessary legislation 
to accomplish these changes will be prepared in the near future. It is felt 
that these steps, and other contemplated improvements in the functions of 
the ‘Town’s chief administrative agency, will result in increased efficiency in 
the operation of the Board of Selectmen and, concomitantly, in the govern- 
ment of the ‘Town. 


NEW TOWN AGENCIES 


Youth Resources Council 


At the Annual Town Meeting in March, the sum of $25,000 was appro- 
priated to establish a Youth Services Program. ‘The recommendation to es- 
tablish such a program, and to appoint a full-time Director, was the “top- 
most priority item” of the Selectmen’s Committee on Youth Problems that 
had been named a year earlier under the chairmanship of Dr. William J. Bar- 
num. Additionally, the Committee recommended the appointment of an 
Advisory Committee to assist the Director in developing and sustaining full 
coordination and communication between the Selectmen and all agencies 
and groups in the community who relate to youth. The Selectmen subse- 
quently named twenty-four representatives of private and public agencies 
and three citizens to serve on the Youth Resources Council. 


Following an intensive recruitment program, the Executive Committee 
of the Youth Resources Council recommended the appointment of Dr. 
James A. Stewart, a professor of education at Boston University with twenty 
years experience as a teacher, counselor, psychologist, and administrator, to 
the position of Director of the Youth Resources Council. The charge to the © 
new Director, who commenced employment on September 1, was to coor- 
dinate the efforts of all community groups dealing either directly or in- 
directly with youth concerns. In addition, he was to develop new youth 
programs to meet known or anticipated needs that were not being totally 
served by established agencies, such as the schools, public health, welfare, 
or the courts. An illustrative need was the developing drug problem which 
was of importance to many agencies, but not the specific charge of any single 
group. One of the earliest responsibilities therefor of the Director of Youth 
Resources is to determine the areas of omission and overlap in existing 
community services for youth, and to suggest corrective steps. 


Since the Director’s appointment in September, the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Youth Resources Council has met on a regular basis to advise 
him in his multiple assignments relating to such diverse youth concerns as 
a drop-in center, a comprehensive day care service, a jobs for youth pro- 
gram, and a drug education and control service. 


The Youth Resources Council is currently sponsoring the formation of 
a 4-C (coordinated community child care) committee. Informed expectation 
is that within three years all Federal assistance for children, whether its 
sources be Health, Education and Welfare; the Labor Department; the 
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National Institute of Mental Health; the Office of Economic Opportunity, 
or Housing and Urban Development, will be channeled from regional offices 
to this one local funding source. By becoming the administrative body of 
the Brookline 4+-C Committee, the Youth Resources Council can assist 
Town groups to secure their fair share of Federal funding and can also re- 
ceive a considerable portion of its annual budget for the administrative and 
evaluative services offered to the participating units. 


Once again, the Town of Brookline is pioneering in a vital social area 
and other communities will benefit from its initiative. In this era of appro- 
priate concern for soil, air and water, the richest resource in the community, 
namely youth, must also be conserved. 


Rent Review and Grievance Board 


Although the Rent Review and Grievance Board was originally estab- 
lished in September, 1968, it was not until the Special Town Meeting of 
June 24, 1969 that a formal designation of powers and duties relating to un- 
fair and unreasonable rental practices in the Town was extended to the 
Board. Following this affirmative action by the Town Meeting, the Select- 
men appointed the following to serve as members of the Rent Review and 
Grievance Board:

On September 19, after approval of the by-law without modification by 
the Attorney General, the Board’s powers became effective retroactively to 
June 24. This broad grant of authority grew out of the Selectmen’s concern 
that something more than a complaint receiving and recommending body 
was required to deal with the minority of landlords who had been in the 
process of attempting to increase rents beyond reasonable amounts. Thus, 
a rather formal but flexible method was devised whereby the present Board 
is empowered to issue orders following a hearing, as well as issue a com- 
plaint on its own motion whenever it has reason to believe that any land- 
lord has been or is engaged in an unfair and unreasonable rental practice. 
These orders may be effective for up to one year, and, under the terms of 
the by-law, it is unlawful for a landlord to evict a tenant because of a com- 
plaint filed with the Rent Review and Grievance Board. 


At the same time, the by-law recommended by the Selectmen and adop- 
ted by the Town Meeting makes allowance for periods of serious inflation 
and their subsequent effect on the Town’s tax rate, salaries of employees in 
the various trades, and other operating costs which must be borne by the 
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property owners. In this way the legitimate demands of the housing industry 
in Brookline can be accommodated without the imposition of a “rental 
straight jacket.” 

The Selectmen gave lengthy consideration to the question of exemp- 
ting new construction from the provisions of the by-law and luxury accom- 
modations beyond a certain rental level. It was finally determined that the 
housing shortage in Brookline, and the acute rental stress experienced by 
tenants, does not apply in these areas nor in those apartment properties 
whose rental levels are fixed by virtue of their having been constructed un- 
der Federal or State financing laws and regulations. 

In rejecting proposals for rigid rent control, the Board concluded that 
for Brookline to set up a rent control law on an isolated basis would lead to 
an even more restricted supply of dwelling units in the long run, with even 
higher rents. This would be so for two primary reasons. First, the financial 
institutions which lend the money to builders and developers to construct 
apartment buildings would start loaning their money elsewhere. This was 
the experience in New York City, where almost all such money went into 
uncontrolled luxury apartments. Secondly, solvent owners of apartments 
placed under rent controls would be hesitant to make improvements or to 
maintain excellent conditions if they were uncertain that they would recoup 
their investments. The result eventually, as New York discovered, would be 
abandoned buildings and an even tighter supply of dwelling units. 


Despite legal challenges and a basic test case bearing on the constitu- 
tionality of the Town by-law which will be heard by the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court in March, the record of the Rent Review and Grievance 
Board to date is certainly an auspicious one. Following the June, 1969 
Special Town Meeting, a total of 36 cases affecting 268 rental units were 
heard; in 13 cases, involving 45 apartment units, the landlords complied with 
the Board’s order; in 11 cases, affecting 11 units, the Board found that the 
rents were not unfair and unreasonable; in two cases, affecting 17 units, the 
Board ordered repairs and the landlord complied; in one case, affecting 31 
units, the Board ordered that the tax clauses be reapportioned and there 
was compliance; in two cases, representing 74 units, the Board set average 
rents, and although one of these cases is still under investigation there appears 
to be full compliance; in two cases, involving two apartment units, the ten- 
ants left because in one instance they could not even afford the rent the 
Board set, and in another the tenant said she had to leave because she said 
the manager was unpleasant. One landlord, where 55 units were involved, 
attempted to enjoin the enforcement of the Board’s order. The landlord 
to date has been unsuccessful in obtaining the injunction and the tenants 
are still paying the reduced rents. 


An important part of the Board’s activities to date, in addition to the 
hearings held, has been the furnishing of advice to tenants on housing prob- 
lems in general. This advice, involving specific questions rather than actual 
complaints, dealt with tenants’ legal rights and objections and the methods 
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for correcting code violations in apartments. With regard to the latter 
activity, it is important to note that the Executive Director and Counsel to 
the Rent Review and Gnevance Board also serves as an Administrative Assis- 
tant on the Selectmen’s staff with specific repsonsibilities in the area of 
code enforcement. 

The 1969 budget of the Rent Review and Grievance Board included 
the sum of $15,000 for the purpose of surveying rents and conditions through- 
out the Town to determine whether rental housing accommodations should 
be regulated. ‘The Dorr Research Corporation of Boston is currently con- 
ducting this comprehensive study of ‘Town rental accommodations and the 
data obtained as a result thereof will be available before March 1. 


The rental situation in Brookline continues to be of critical concern to 
every citizen of the Town and although the success of the Rent Review and 
Grievance Board to date would indicate that this is the best approach at 
this time to the problem of rising rents where an acute housing shortage 
exists, the Selectmen are mindful of the various proposals being advanced 
at the State level for local option rent control and will follow the progress of 
such legislation with keen interest. 


COMMITTEE ON URBAN RESPONSIBILITIES 


It will be recalled that in the fall of 1968 a Special ‘Town Meeting auth- 
orized the Selectmen to appoint a committee of local officials and citizens 
to be known as the Selectmen’s Committee on Urban Responsibilities for 
the purpose of implementing those general recommendations of the Kerner 
Commission Report that may pertain to the Town. Operating under the 
chairmanships of Robert C. Cochrane, Jr., Bernard R. Milton, and Maurice 
F. Childs, the Committee organized into four working subcommittees on ‘ 
jobs, housing, education and finance which then proceeded to formulate a 
specific action program in each of these areas. The efforts of the several 
people involved in the discussion meetings of the various subcommittees 
culminated in the submission to the Selectmen on December 15, 1969, of 
the Committee’s final report. 


The major recommendation of the report was that the Town of Brook- 
line establish a human relations commission composed of voluntary citizens, 
with an Executive Director and staff to be appointed by the Selectmen to 
implement the recommendations of the Committee. A form of by-law to 
accomplish this objective was presented for the Board’s consideration, and, 
following review by Town Counsel, it is expected that the proposal will be 
placed before a Town Meeting in 1970. 


A major responsibility of the human relations commission would be the 
adoption and supervision of such affirmative action guidelines relative to 
employment practices and contracts as reasonably pertain to the work of 
each department of the ‘Town. In this connection, a second by-law proposed 
by the Committee deals with criteria to be utilized in awarding contracts to 
the lowest “responsible and eligible bidder.” In addition to the usual stan- 
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dards employed under central purchasing, eligibility for award would also 
depend on compliance with Federal acts and Massachusetts statutes relative 
to non-discrimination in employment and certification by the bidder that he 
will pursue an affirmative course of action with respect to employment 
practices. 


The Town is indeed indebted to the many committee members and the 
staff who functioned during the course of the study under the direction of 
David S. Grogan for quantifying the factors of discrimination currently pre- 
vailing in Brookline. The enthusiastic support of their recommendations by 
all the townspeople is essential if the Committee’s objectives and goals are to 
be attained. ‘The Selectmen have accorded priority status to the implemen- 
tation of the COUR report during the coming year. 


ENVIRONMENTAL CONTROL 
Air Pollution 


Much has been said and written in recent months concerning the im- 
perative need to institute measures at the national, state and local levels 
aimed at regulating pollution of the earth’s atmosphere. The Federal Air- 
Quality Act of 1967, which calls for combined Federal, State and local efforts 
to curtail air contamination through fifty-seven air-quality regions that cross 
present political boundaries, is just going into effect, but at this point no one 
is sure just how vigorous the Federal Government will be if the states fail to 
take maximum advantage of the law’s provisions. 


In Massachusetts, the Department of Public Health has formed six air 
pollution control districts although only two now are operating—Boston and 
Springfield. Fiscal support for the necessary inspectors and engineers at the © 
State level is sadly lacking when one considers that for its air pollution con- 
trol services the State assesses the thirty cities and towns in the Metropolitan 
area a total of $138,000, which represents 10¢ per resident for air pollution 
control. Another vital current need with respect to enforcement procedures 
is the enactment of laws which would: enable air pollution inspectors to 
issue warrants to gain access to property for the purpose of making inspec- 
tions; issue orders enforceable in courts against other public agencies; require 
notification and disclosure when fuel additives, often toxic, are used, and 
restrict open burning statewide and require approval for the design and use 
of any tvpe of incinerator. 


The Brookline Conservation Commission has taken the lead in our 
community in advancing concrete proposals which the Town must adopt if 
we are to make an effective contribution to the solution of the air pollution 
problem. Initially, the Conservation Commission recommended, and the 
Selectmen have taken steps to implement, a policy whereby high grade fuel 
oil with a low sulphur content will be used in the Town Hall and other pub- 
lic buildings—a clear indication that Brookline is concerned about air pollu- 
tion and is willing to do something about it despite the increased costs 
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involved. A second recommendation of the Conservation Commission dealt 
with the adoption of regulations by the Director of Public Health to control 
fly-ash emissions from private incinerators. Inasmuch as the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health is expected to take action along these lines in the not 
too distant future, it was concluded the proposed regulations should emanate 
from the Metropolitan Air Pollution Control District which includes Brook- 
line. In connection with new private incinerators, however, the consultants 
who are in the process of revising the ‘Town Building Code have been in- 
structed to consider including in the Code a provision that the construction 
of any private incinerators must be approved by the Metropolitan Air Pollu- 
tion Control District. 

The Conservation Commission is to be commended for its excellent 
work in the campaign against air pollution but their efforts to date are, of 
course, only a beginning. Air pollution from automotive and other exhaust 
fumes, and from incinerators, must eventually be curtailed or eliminated, 
and the objective of a Metropolitan area no longer shrouded in a haze of 
gases attained—hopefully in the coming decade. 


Underground Utilities 


The Board of Selectmen, through its Committee on Electric Utilities, 
actively participated in the Statewide effort which culminated in the passage 
of Chapter 884 of the Acts of 1969, legislation authorizing the gradual un- 
dergrounding of all overhead distribution lines in the Commonwealth. 
Brookline served as the catalyst during the legislative hearing process be- 
tween the State committee, which had been seeking such enabling legisla- 
tion since 1967, and all other communities in the State. The results of a 
study conducted by Dr. Alexander Kusko, a nationally known electrical con- 
sultant who participated in the framing of the bill, were forwarded to all 
local chief executive officers urging them to have a representative at the hear- 
ing before the Government Regulations Committee so as to give visual evi- 
dence of the broad support the legislation commanded. Following the pub- 
lic hearing, the Town kept communities throughout the Commonwealth 
abreast of developments as the bill progressed through the various legisla- 
tive committees. 

The measure finally enacted after several amendments enables any com- 
munity to direct its public utilities to set aside annually—for the purpose of 
progressively undergrounding all overhead wires—2% of the gross annual 
revenue the utilitv collects from the community. Most observers consider it 
to be an important first step in the eventual undergrounding of all overhead 
wires and associated structures. However, after careful study and considera- 
tion, the Selectmen’s Committee, which is chaired by Meyer Stern, recom- 
mended that action on a by-law implementing the provisions of the statute 
be deferred until some of the administrative problems and other apparent 
complications relating to the estimated financial impact on the consumer 
can be resolved. In the meantime, the Selectmen have requested the Plan- 
ning Board to review the legislation and schedule a public hearing on the 
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matter, with a view toward presenting an appropriate by-law at a future Town 
Meeting. 


Despite the temporary delay in launching a Townwide underground 
wiring program, there are indications that the utility companies will co- 
operate with the Town in 1970 to remove all overhead wires and poles on 
Beals Street and make the service there completely underground. With the 
John F. Kennedy birthplace, a national shrine, located on this important 
thoroughfare in the middle of the North Brookline Code Enforcement Area, 
modernization of lighting facilities would greatly enhance the attractiveness 
of Beals Street which will be completely reconstructed, in anv event, during 
the year. 


PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT 


Community Renewal Program 


The Community Renewal Program which is designed to define the 
renewal needs of Brookline for the next ten years, and to outline programs 
to prevent, arrest and eliminate deterioration and blight, was approved by 
the Selectmen following a public hearing on September 15, 1969. The final 
report documents in a general way the comprehensive analysis of the Town’s 
needs and resources which was developed during the course of numerous and 
detailed studies of a technical nature conducted over a six-year period. In 
addition to these definitive reports, the preparation of the Community Re- 
newal Program engendered hundreds of pages of statistics, maps and other 
specialized data. 


The proposed program is admittedly an ambitious one, but, in the 
Board’s judgment, it represents a sound statement of community needs and 
aspirations in renewal and a feasible means of achieving them over a reason- 
able length of time. In approving this document last fall, the Selectmen 
determined that it conformed with the comprehensive plan for the ‘Town 
and would be used as a guideline for implementing future policy decisions. 


The Selectmen look forward to a constructive review of the CRP pro- 
posals by Brookline’s officials and residents, since only through the genuine 
participation of the entire community—the Town government, private 
agencies and organizations and, most particularly, the citizens of Brookline, 
can its successful implementation be assured. 


Comprehensive Plan Revision 


In conjunction with the completion of the Community Renewal Pro- 
gram, the Planning Board during the year prepared a draft of the preliminary 
revision of the Comprehensive Plan which was first adopted in 1959. This 
review has included all aspects of the plan—land use and housing, circula- 
tion, community facilities and services, other aspects of the physical environ- 
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ment and processes of change and implementation. Major revisions in a 
Comprehensive Plan are necessary approximately every ten years as projects 
are carried to completion and new problems arise. The Community Renewal 
Program itself generated a large amount of new information and was influen- 
tial in changing the emphasis of Town goals and objectives. 


The tentative land development proposals, if adopted, would encourage 
the development of high density commercial and residential space in order 
to increase the Town’s tax base, a dire community need at the moment. 
Similar emphasis is accorded the provision of new housing for low and mod- 
erate income families and regulations in existing two and three-family areas 
would be strengthened in order to preserve and protect those areas for mod- 
erate income families. 


It is expected that zoning amendments reflecting the land development 
goals will be presented to Town Meeting some time in 1970, following 
schematic studies of a development program for the Coolidge Corner and 
Washington Square areas. Needless to say, an opportunity will be afforded 
for full public discussion of the Planning Board’s preliminary revision of the 
Comprehensive Plan prior to preparation and adoption of a final plan; the 
same procedure for public review as was utilized by the Planning Board 
prior to the adoption of the initial Comprehensive Plan will be followed. 


Urban Renewal Projects 


1969 marked the successful completion of the $22 million Brook House 
complex consisting of four luxury high-rise units containing 768 apartments, 
900 underground parking spaces, swimming pool, tennis courts, and com- 
mercial enterprises. 


In amending the Marsh urban renewal plan at the 1969 Annual Town 
Meeting, the Town took an important step towards the goal of increasing 
the number of moderate income apartments in the community. Shortly 
thereafter, the Redevelopment Authority presented to the public prelimin- 
ary plans for 230-unit moderate income housing development. When con- 
structed, it will represent the first moderate income housing air-rights 
development in the United States outside of New York City. In this con- 
nection, considerable time and effort was expended in 1969 by both the Re- 
development Authority and the Board of Selectmen in negotiating with the 
MBTA conccrning the design of the air-rights platform and its effect on an 
alternate route that the MBTA had proposed to connect the Riverside Line 
to a future underground Huntington Avenue subway. Late in the year a 
communication was received from Robert Wood, the new Chairman of the 
MBTA, indicating that the Authority would be able to proceed in large 
measure with the original air-rights plan. 

The outlines of the $5 million Combined Insurance Company office 
plaza complex are now beginning to take shape. Ground-breaking cere- 
monies were held early in 1969 and the development, which emphasizes a 
horizontal design around a large public plaza space upon which will be con- 
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structed a number of interesting shops and stores, is approximately one-half 
completed and will be finished toward the end of 1970. 


Developments at the national level have undoubtedly affected the fund- 
ing of the survey and planning application for the Cameron area which was 
filed with the Department of Housing and Urban Development in 1967. 
The Selectmen joined the Redevelopment Authority in urging Federal 
officials to expedite favorable action on this initial request as the orderly 
progression of renewal activities in the Town hinges in large measure on an 
early acquisition of the Cameron project area which contains approximately 
twenty-five acres of land and has long been acknowledged to be in need of 
renewal. 


The action of Congress in refusing to authorize forward funding for 
either urban renewal or model cities programs, and authorizing only $1.7 
billion for renewal in fiscal year 1971, does not brighten the prospects for 
early Federal approval of the Cameron application. 


Air-Rights Developments 


In the revitalization of metropolitan areas the air-rights principle of 
construction is now commanding wide attention. Specifically, the use of 
air-rights above Government-owned real estate for dual-purpose structures, 
combining public facilities and residential or commercial structures, repre- 
sents a most productive area for Government and private teamwork. 


One of the most acute problems in Brookline is the growing scarcity of 
usable building sites and the consequent steep rise in land costs. The Board 
of Selectmen, therefore, has been anxious for some time to explore the 
feasibility of air-rights developments, particularly over the public off-street 
parking lots in the Coolidge Corner area. Accordingly, following discussions 
with the Planning Board, the Director of Traffic and Parking, and Town 
Counsel, the Board invited proposals for the development and leasing of air 
space over the two Centre Street parking lots, as well as those on Webster 
Street and Babcock Street. Many inquiries were received from interested 
architects, developers and realtors, and within the past few weeks proposals 
were submitted to the Selectmen for consideration. They included plans to 
construct apartments and offices over elevated commercial areas and parking 
structures, a proposal to erect a 350-room hotel with complete supporting 
facilities, supplemented by 50,000 s.f. of office space, and two projects com- 
bining elevated parking facilities and low and moderate income housing for 
elderly persons. 


During the next few months the Selectmen and the Planning Board 
will review these proposals in detail for the purpose of determining whether 
or not Town Meeting authorization to lease one or more of the air spaces 
over the off-street parking areas should be sought. 


_The Redevelopment Authority is continuing to explore the feasibility 
of constructing 600—800 units of moderate income housing over the MBTA 
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car barn area at Cleveland Circle and has filed an application for Federal 
funds with which to do the planning for such an air-rights development. One 
of the most attractive aspects of this proposal, as would be the case at Cool- 
idge Corner, is that the building on air-rights would not necessitate the 
relocation of any familics or businesses. 


The Selectmen fully recognize the near and long range benefits to be 
derived from Town participation in air-rights projects. In addition to the 
initial advantage of a more efficient use of available sites—an important con- 
sideration in urban renewal, the lease of air-rights to private developers opens 
a new source of revenue and returns to the tax rolls land that was formerly 
non-tax productive. 


CODE ENFORCEMENT PROGRAM 


Zoning By-law Amendments 


On March 25, 1969 the Town Meeting passed a series of amendments 
to the Zoning By-law, including amendments restricting the occupancy of 
apartments by groups of unrelated persons. Previously there had been a 
maximum limit of four unrelated persons per apartment. The new amend- 
ments reduced this limit to no more than two persons per apartment unless 
the apartment unit was rented prior to December 5, 1968 to the previously 
legal number of three or four unrelated persons. In order to continue the 
legal non-conforming use the owner of a building containing such a dwelling 
unit was required to file a registration statement with the Building Com- 
missioner on or before August 18, 1969. 


Town Meeting action, therefore, was one of the responses of the com- 
munity to the increasing problems associated with the large influx of young 
unrelated people living together in groups. These problems range from such 
nuisances as noisy parties, increased trash accumulations, and additional 
cars, to more serious effects upon community stability when increased rents 
and decreases in levels of property maintenance result in families moving 
out of certain areas of the Town. Through the zoning device, the Town is 
able to deal with the over-occupancy of land or buildings by too many 
people or an excessive number of cars. Indirectly, it also affects the type of 
occupancy. 


The Building Department was particularly active during 1969, and con- 
tinues to be so, in enforcing the new by-law amendment and initiating court 
prosecutions when necessary. As might be expected, evidence of illegal occu- 
pancy by unrelated persons has been difficult to secure and there is some 
indication that the new amendments are not being fully complied with. 
Night inspections are often required since entry and contact during the day 
are seldom productive. 


With reference to the registration process, there were 844 apartments 
claimed by owners as non-conforming with 105 registrations received after 
the deadline of August 18. The registrations have been indexed and filed in 
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the Building Department office and the validity of the data submitted by 
the property owners is under continual review and investigation by the 
inspection staff. 


North Brookline Neighborhood Improvement Program 


The North Brookline Federal Code Enforcement Program, which 
began in June of 1967, is rapidly nearing completion with over 1,400 struc- 
tures and 6,000 dwelling units inspected to date. Homes that have been 
found to be in violation of local code standards (65% of those inspected ) 
have for the most part been brought into compliance or the owners referred 
to the Neighborhood Improvement Site Office where qualified staff mem- 
bers discuss with them services, such as architectural consultation, rehabili- 
tation, and financial and legal assistance. Fifty-two home owners in the Fed- 
eral code area have already taken advantage of the low interest 3% loans 
available through the Neighborhood Improvement Program and the total 
dollar value of property rehabilitation completed or under way is in excess of 
$225,000. An additional $130,000 has been expended on home improvements 
financed through private lending institutions. 


Concurrently with the rehabilitation of homes, the Town, with the aid 
of the Federal Government’s two-thirds share, has invested approximately 
$1,100,000 in the Federal code area consisting of the following public im- 
provements: new streets, sidewalks, curbs and gutters, trafhce signals, and 
trees. In the area of road construction alone, the Engineering Division of the 
Public Works Department has prepared plans and supervised construction 
of nine contracts, totaling $922,500, with the following streets scheduled 
for reconstruction in 1970: 


Littell Road Marion Street 
Alton Place Naples Road 
Stearns Road Osborne Road 
Harvard Avenue Manchester Road 
Auburn Strect Winslow Road 
Harris Street Beals Street 
Vernon Street Gibbs Street 


The Town’s organization for Code Enforcement has been materially 
improved since the inception of the Federally supported code compliance 
program. Thus, while it is expected that the North Brookline Program will be 
completed in late 1970, the Selectmen in the meantime propose to submit 
an application for a second code project area in order that this most produc- 
tive effort, which upgrades both neighborhood housing stock and _ public 
facilities, may be continued and expanded. 


Building Code Revision 


The Special Committee appointed by the Selectmen to review the 
Building Code, operating under the chairmanship of George Michelson, 
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has maintained reasonable progress in formulating the new Building Code 
as adapted from the National (B.O.C.A.) Model Code by the consultant 
firm of Simpson, Gumpertz & Heger, Inc. A first draft of the proposed Code 
was submitted to the Special Committee and circulated among appropriate 
Town officials for comment in September, 1969, and it is expected that the 
final code document will be presented at a Special ‘Town Meeting in 1970, 
thereby fulfilling the Town’s commitment under the Workable Program. 


In order to establish an ongoing procedure for the periodic review, 
evaluation and updating of the several Town codes, a permanent Codes Re- 
view Committee has been appointed by the Board of Selectmen and will 
report appropriate recommendations for any needed improvements to the 
Board. ‘The Codes Review Committee is comprised of Robert Kramer, an 
architect; Gerald Parker, Assistant Commissioner, State Department of 
Public Health; Eugene Eisenberg, an engineer; and the Building Commis- 
sioner, Director of Public Health, Director of Planning, and the Fire Chief. 


TRAFFIC CONTROL 


Since 1969 was the first full year of operation for the Department of 
Traffic and Parking, established under the provisions of Chapter 375 of the 
Acts of 1968, a great deal of the Department’s effort was necessarily devoted 
to identifying the major traffic problems in the Town and developing polli- 
cies, procedures and priorities for departmental activities, as well as working 
relationships with other ‘l’own departments and various state and regional 
agencies. Despite staff limitations, some progress was made in alleviating a 
few of the more vexatious traffic problems that have beset the ‘Town in 
recent years. 


North Brookline Area 


Acting in accordance with a directive from the Board of Selectmen, the 
Traffic Director undertook an intensive study of the potential for improving 
traffic circulation in the North Brookline area, consistent with the develop- 
ment of the land at the end of Lawton Street as a park. In order that the 
residents in the area might have an opportunity to fully review this matter 
with the ‘Town agencies charged with its study, the Council for Planning 
and Renewal sponsored a neighborhood meeting on May 20 which was 
attended by approximately 75 residents and at which alternative solutions 
were discussed. ‘lhe views of the area residents, therefore, were given careful 
consideration when the responsible Town agencies prepared new traffic 
circulation plans early in the fall. A second public meeting was held at the 
Devotion School on October 23 for the purpose of presenting detailed alter- 
native plans, but the attendance at this meeting was rather small and a con- 
sensus of neighborhood opinion could not be obtained; however, a plan 
reflecting the best judgment of the Planning, Trafic, and Public Works 
Departments was implemented on a trial basis early in 1970. 


32 BROOKLINE TOWN REPORT 


Brookline Village Study 


In view of the effect which proposals under study by the Redevelopment 
Authority would have on traffic volume on the major streets adjacent to the 
Marsh Project and the proposed Village Renewal Program, a high priority 
has been accorded to the comprehensive transportation study in this area 
which was authorized by the 1969 Annual Town Meeting. The consultant's 
work, which began in late summer and concentrated during the first several 
weeks on the accumulation of trafic counts and other necessary data, is 
approximately 50% completed at this writing with analysis of the field data 
and final summarization tasks remaining to be performed. The consultant 
staff has conferred on several occasions with the Redevelopment Authority's 
consultant and final details for circulation are now being discussed; conse- 
quently, the Authority will have the benefit of the consultant’s recommen- 
dations when decisions are made relative to the designation of developers for 
the remaining Marsh area commercial parcels. ‘These determinations, based 
upon a sound evaluation of the potential capacity of the transportation sys- 
tem in the Village area, will provide the optimum level of future develop- 
ment at this important gateway to the Town. 


Inner Belt — Tasks A & B 


The Town, represented by the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, 
the Planning Director, and the Traffic Director, participated in two regional 
studies relating to the Inner Belt. ‘The first study, ‘Task “A”, is a projection 
and assignment of 1990 traffic volumes in the region, with and without the 
construction of the Inner Belt. The communities affected, including Brook- 
line, submitted population and employment projections which formed the 
basis for the trafic projections arrived at by the consultant for the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Works. A draft of the consultant’s final report 
on ‘Task “‘A” was made available a short time ago for the Town’s review and 
comment and appropriate recommendations insofar as Brookline is con- 
cerned will be submitted to the State D.P.W. The Town also participated 
in the initial discussions of ‘Task “B”, a joint design team study of the Inner 
Belt and nearby development, which is expected to begin in the near future. 
The design team, consisting of engineers, architects, planners, economists, 
sociologists, and other professionals as needed, is expected to work closely 
with communities and local citizen groups affected by the Inner Belt. 


General Traffic Policy 


A substantial increase in the degree of citizen involvement in traffic 
matters became evident during the past six months and several public meet- 
ings of the Board were devoted to consideration of petitions from residents, 
particularly those living on heavily traveled through streets. In this regard, 
and in order to establish a basic policy with reference to the control of 
trafhe on residential streets, the Selectmen unanimously adopted the follow- 
ing motion: 
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Resolved, that it is the policy of the Town of Brookline that the 
maximum effort be made to preserve the residential character of 
the ‘Town and that wherever practicable there shall be excluded 
from streets and residential areas traffic which is not related to their 
residential character. 


In adopting this policy statement the primary purpose of the Selectmen is to 
assure the safety of Brookline’s pedestrian and vehicular citizens. This can 
be best accomplished through progressive and practical regulations, citizen 
training, and a rededication to strict enforcement. 


HOUSING STUDY COMMITTEE 


Citizens of the Town may recall that the Selectmen proposed to the 
1969 Annual ‘Town Meeting the appointment of a committee which would 
concern itself with the development of a comprehensive plan by which the 
Town, by use of existing Federal and State programs, supplemented as appro- 
priate by new ‘Town by-laws, could maintain and hopefully increase the 
stock of decent low and moderate income housing in Brookline. At that time 
the Moderator ruled that the proposed vote was not within the scope of the 
article and, therefore, no action was taken. Shortly thereafter the Selectmen, 
on their own initiative, established such a committee and appointed the 
following to serve as members:

The main purpose of the Committee, in supplementation of the activ- 
ities of the Rent Review and Grievance Board which has broad powers to 
investigate and regulate rents, is to prevent a diminution in the already 
limited supply of rental housing in Brookline, particularly for low and 
moderate income groups. In this connection, the rental survey now under 
way should provide a substantial amount of information concerning the 
rental housing market in Brookline to the Housing Committee. Meeting on 
a regular basis since its formation last spring, the Committee has discussed 
such matters as the applicability of systems housing; the suitability of high- 
rise apartments for families; Federal and State programs of particular rele- 
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vancy to Brookline; comparative financing of condominium and coopera- 
tives as opposed to conventional rental units; the needs of private developers 
in the ‘Town, and housing objectives in general. 


Legislation which may facilitate the construction of low and moderate 
income housing was adopted during the past year (Chapter 774 of the Acts 
of 1969). Under the provisions of this act a special agency, a non-profit 
organization, or a limited dividend group, could apply to the Board of 
Appeals for a permit to build low and moderate income housing even 
though the proposal might not conform fully with local building and 
zoning regulations. After analyzing the present number of subsidized low 
and moderate income housing units in Brookline and the amount of land 
occupied thereby, it appears that the new statute is applicable to the Town. 
Although the scarcity of available land will be a key factor in the law’s im- 
plementation, the Housing Study Committee will undoubtedly give it care- 
ful consideration in the development of its recommendations which will be 
submitted shortly. 


PROTECTIVE SERVICES STUDY COMMITTEE 
The 1969 Annual ‘Town Meeting, under Article 61, adopted the follow- 

ing vote: 
VOTED: That any committee appointed by the Selectmen to imple- 
ment the survey of the International Association of Chiefs of Police, 
Inc., shall consider in the course of its deliberations the comparative 
cost of a public safety department as opposed to separate fire and police 
departments and shall consider the effect on salaries, crime rate and - 
fire loss involved in the establishment of a public safety department. 
Said committee may report from time to time to the Selectmen the re- 
sults of its investigation and study and its recommendations, if any, 
together with drafts of proposals necessary to carry its recommendations 
into effect by filing the same with the Selectmen. Said committee shall 
file its final report not later than the last Wednesday of December, 1970. 


With regard to the Committee referred to in the above vote, the Select- 
men appointed the following to undertake this project which is of para- 
mount importance to the future well-being of the ‘Town:

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While the deadline for filing the Committee’s report seemed far dis- 
tant at the time of its formation in May, 1969, the complexity, magnitude, 
and scope of the assignment assured a full work program over the 18-month 
period. ‘Thus the Committee has been meeting every two weeks since June 
and has made considerable progress in reviewing the recommendations of 
the IACP survey. Early in its deliberations, the Committee agreed to con- 
sider the Police survey report in its entirety and gain a better insight into the 
operations of both the Police and Fire Departments before focusing atten- 
tion on the question of establishing a Department of Public Safety. 

The Selectmen are very pleased to report that this Commitee, com- 
posed of dedicated citizens of the highest caliber, has approached its respon- 
sibilities with dispatch and in a manner that assures results which will en- 
hance the proficiency of the Town’s protective services for years to come. 


COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 


Following the Annual Town Meeting, at which for the first time in 
many years the recommendations of the Personnel Board and the Board of 
Selectmen with respect to the general salary increase were not adopted, the 
two Boards conferred at length on the Town’s organization for collective 
bargaining and related matters. While all agreed that the continuation of 
the Personnel Board was essential to the proper administration of various 
provisions of the Classification and Salary Grade Plan and the presentation 
of recommendations to the ‘fown Meeting, it was clearly evident that in 
order to properly fulfill its responsibilities in the collective bargaining process 
the Personnel Board would not only need additional staff assistance but the 
ability to retain expert legal counsel whose services would be available during 
the actual negotiations with employee groups. Accordingly, the Selectmen 
late in June authorized the employment of a second professional staff mem- 
ber in the Personnel Office as well as an additional clerical assistant, and 
reafhrmed their intention to provide legal assistance to the Personnel Board 
during collective bargaining negotiations on a per diem basis. ‘Mhese arrange- 
ments will serve the dual purpose of ensuring that more manhours are avail- 
able for the preparation for collective bargaining as well as the time-consum- 
ing bargaining process itself, and permitting the Personnel Board to utilize 
its time more profitably in establishing policy guidelines and exercising gen- 
eral supervision and control over labor negotiations. 

In addition to the improvements in staff functions referred to above, 
the Personnel Board has instituted a joint committee system whereby mem- 
bers of the Board will meet regularly throughout the year with representa- 
tives of the several employee groups to discuss issues and problems in 
advance of the collective bargaining period. 

After last year’s experience, it is heartening to note that amicable agree- 
ments were reached with the respective bargaining units for 1970 when the 
Town Meeting will be requested to approve a general salary increase of 
5.5% and an increase in the Town’s share of the group insurance premium 
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from 50% to 75%. The good faith and understanding exhibited by all em- 
ployee representatives in collective bargaining sessions during the past year 
would seem to indicate that a harmonious collective bargaining relationship 
is developing between the ‘Town and its employees. 


NEW METHOD OF COLLECTING REFUSE 


With the problem of waste disposal becoming a critical nationwide 
problem, the Board of Selectmen has taken under active consideration a 
proposal to replace the traditional refuse and garbage containers with the 
so-called “system of tomorrow’, featuring the use of a disposable weather- 
proof paper sack. Early last fall the Selectmen, on the recommendation of 
the Commissioner of Public Works and in cooperation with the St. Regis 
Paper Company, initiated a pilot program involving some 500 households 
in the Fisher Hill area in order to evaluate this new method of refuse collec- 
tion and disposal, a function which represents one of the most costly items 
in the Public Works budget. Although the trial period terminated just re- 
cently, the general neighborhood response has been most favorable and the 
system seems to be regarded by householders as more efficient, sanitary, and 
in all respects superior to the former collection methods. 


From a cost standpoint, the pilot project has demonstrated that sub- 
stantial savings can be realized and increased efficiency in the collection 
system achieved, since the disposable sack system allows the collection crews 
to collect more solid waste refuse. Formerly, the Sanitation Division operated 
three refuse vehicles on each route; one to pick up garbage at the rear of 
homes; one to collect burnable refuse at the curb, and one to remove non- 
burnable materials in metal receptacles at the curbside. Under the proposed 
program everything is placed in one container; thus the operation is obviously 
more efficient because one vehicle can accomplish what three are now re- 
quired to do. ‘This will be particularly important in the future because it is 
predicted that solid waste refuse will double in quantity within the next ten 
years. Aesthetically, the disposable containers eliminate the unsightliness of 
‘Town streets lined with refuse barrels of varying tvpes on rubbish collection 
day. 


Upon receipt of a comprehensive report from the Commissioner of 
Public Works, the Selectmen will determine whether or not the refuse 
sack system or a comparable collection method should be adopted on a 
permanent basis in Brookline.

Ellen S. Heller was appointed as a member of the Planning Board to 
replace Francis W. Capper; Dr. James Faulkner replaced Henry W. Minot 
who resigned from the Tree Planting Committee for reasons of health; 
William B. Hickey, formerly Chairman of the Park and Recreation Com- 
mission, was appointed a Registrar of Voters in replacement of the late Dr. 
James A. Hennessey; Richard J. Bertman succeeded William R. Firth as a 
member of the Conservation Commission; and Russell Ambach became a 
member of the Board of Appeals upon the death on March 14 of Maurice ip 
Lowenberg.

Complying with the vote of Town Meeting, I respectfully submit this 
report on the activities of the Executive Secretary. 


Perhaps the most significant element among the several factors which 
accelerated the pace of the constantly rising cost of our local government 
during the past year was the increase in the cost of borrowing funds for 
capital enterprises as well as to finance the day-to-day operations of town 
government pending receipt of property tax income. The situation was not 
peculiar to Brookline, which can boast of a triple-A credit rating, the highest 
obtainable, but was prevalent nationwide as interest rates on state and local 
bonds reached historic highs. 


According to the Bond Buyer’s Index of twenty municipal bonds, that 
index exceeded 6.00 percent for the first time since its compilation; in fact, 
it was over the 6.00 percent level for 19 of the last 20 weeks of 1969, record- 
ing its highest level on December 18, when it reached 6.90 percent. Many 
governmental agencies were unable to sell their bonds in 1969, e.g. the City 
of Peabody rejected all bids for a $16 million bond issue when the lowest bid 
offered called for a 7.2 percent coupon rate — parallel situations were com- - 
mon elsewhere, perhaps most vividly illustrated by the inability of California, 
the largest State of the Union, to borrow needed funds because of interest 
rate legal limitations, and in New York City which was required to reduce 
the average length of its bond issues by half so as to be able to stay within 
its 6 percent legal limitation. 


Thus, as part of the whole problem of chronic inflation which leads the 
list of ailments which afflict local government today, municipalities are 
presently faced with great difficulties in acquiring funds for capital needs 
through the borrowing process. A 5 percent tax exempt interest return is no 
longer attractive. The funds which are available and the people controlling 
those funds are demanding more — a 10 percent, 12 percent, even 15 percent 
return is becoming commonplace; and if it is not obtainable by way of con- 
ventional interest rate in the private sector, the lender now demands “a 
piece of the action.” Faced with this competition and tremendous demand 
for a limited supply of funds, one may fairly ask: how are local governmental 
units across the country going to successfully compete for funds for needed 
capital improvements? The immediate future, most certainly, does not 
appear to offer much comfort by way of lower interest rates. 


It is heartening to realize that both fiscal and monetary action is being 
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taken at the national level in a strong attempt to contain the inflationary 
spiral. Let us hope that such action will be sustained long enough and force- 
fully enough to assure success, for surely it is the erosion of the dollar that is 
the greatest of all of the problems affecting local government finance today. 
On our part, it behooves us to scrutinize very carefully all Capital Budget 
items to the end that such projects are not necessarily designs for spending 
but that they reflect what is actually needed by the Town, the cost of which 
is still within the economy of the Town, or, in other words, our ability to pay. 


Local Aid Fund — A Diminishing Revenue Source 


In recognition of the rising cost of local government in Massachusetts, 
the General Court, in 1966, enacted a limited 3 percent sales tax and created 
the Local Aid Fund. Eighty percent of the sales tax revenue was earmarked 
for educational assistance in an effort to equalize educational opportunities 
in the Commonwealth’s 351 cities and towns. Then, in 1967, the General 
Court enacted legislation which relieved cities and towns of the responsi- 
bility for administering public welfare programs. The transition from local 
to state administration of public welfare and medical assistance programs 
became effective July 1, 1968. 


Despite these actions by the Commonwealth, total unearmarked distri- 
butions to cities and towns through the Local Aid Fund decreased in 1968 
and were substantially less in 1969. This instability in the system of state 
financial aid to municipalities is caused primarily by the fact that all public 
welfare and medical assistance programs are still financed from the Local Aid 
Fund. As the cost of these programs rises faster than the Local Aid Fund 
revenues grow, distributions to the cities and towns must decrease with a 
consequent impact on the principal source of municipal revenue, the local 
property tax. 


Brookline, as well as some of the other so-called “rich” communities, has 
already reflected in its 1969 tax rate, which increased $7.50, this major shift 
in the apportionment of state aid. The Town received $800,000 less in Local 
Aid Fund receipts in 1969 than in 1968 and, looking forward to a tax rate for 
1970, we are virtually assured of receiving over $1 million less in state aid 
than we received last year. The plight of the older suburban communities 
will be further aggravated this year due to the fact that the complex school 
aid formula which was written into the original 1966 sales tax legislation now 
requires full funding — thus not only all sales tax receipts, but a considerable 
portion of state income tax revenue, will be channeled into educational 
programs. Small wonder that the Massachusetts League of Cities and ‘Towns 
and other organizations of municipal officials have emphatically pointed out 
that a serious fiscal crisis does indeed exist for the Commonwealth’s 35] 
cities and towns. 


MBTA Expansion Plans and the Deficit Assessment 
The Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority recently proposed 
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legislation which would authorize that agency to increase its bonding limit 
by $300 million in order to adequately finance a program of large-scale im- 
provements and expansion of public transportation in the Boston area. 
Basically, the program is divided into two aspects. Approximately $200 mil- 
lion is proposed for rapid transit line extensions which would not directly 
affect Brookline, and the remaining $100 million is to improve facilities and 
equipment on existing lines, particularly the Green Line which serves Brook- 
line. The major items of cost in this $100 million segment of particular inter- 
est to the Town are the purchase of 130 air-conditioned cars for the Riverside 
line, the upgrading of the Riverside track and roadbed, and substantially 
improved and modernized signal and communications equipment for the 
Riverside line. Inasmuch as this portion of the MBTA system has received 
very little attention over the years in terms of improved facilities or main- 
tenance, and in the interest of strengthening the mass transit system in 
general so as to reduce to some extent the pervasive trafhe problems in the 
Town, the Selectmen recently endorsed the bonding legislation and urged 
the Massachusetts League of Cities and Towns to support the bill as well. 


While all would agree with the desirability of implementing the pro- 
gram outlined above, one disturbing aspect is that no additional tax revenue 
is being proposed to finance the long-term debt and interest charges. In the 
absence of such specific provision, it must be assumed that these costs will 
be reflected in future operating budgets of the MBTA and, consequently, in 
the assessments levied on member cities and towns in the MBTA District. 
Brookline’s share of this assessment (3.4%) in 1969 totaled $1,066,785, and 
recent projections indicate that it may approach $1,600,000 in 1970. This 
accelerating trend is one of the Town’s major fiscal concerns at the present. 
time, particularly when one notes that the amount of our deficit assessment 
as recently as 1965 was $696,860. 


Local Fiscal Problems 


In Massachusetts, with some of the highest property taxes in the nation, 
everyone will agree that real property is very much overtaxed. Real property 
taxes have been the main source of local government revenue since the turn 
of the century and while it might be expected, with a highly inflationary 
economy, that property taxes would rise by 6 to 7 percent a year, the acute 
state aid problem referred to above and increased assessments for the 
MBTA, Norfolk County and the various MDC systems have compounded 
the rate of increase in the property tax levy. 


This general situation was further aggravated in Brookline by the fact 
that as of January 1, 1969 there was no “free cash” available to offset the 
projected tax rate increase of $7.50. The lateness in mailing the 1968 real 
estate bills following the comprehensive Revaluation Program resulted in 
the relatively large sum of $1,174,343 remaining as uncollected taxes on 
December 31, 1968, thus more than offsetting our Surplus Revenue as of 
that date. During the past year the ‘T'reasurer’s Office has collected a con- 
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siderable portion of this sum, and it is reflected in our January 1, 1970 “free 
cash” figure of $502,579, which would have been substantially higher were 
it not for the fact that $1,192,816 in 1969 real estate taxes remained uncol- 
lected on December 31, 1969. ‘This rather disappointing tax collection experi- 
ence of the past two years is mainly attributable to some of the larger cases 
involving tax appeals which followed the townwide reassessment program. 
The amount of uncollected taxes for 1968 and 1969 may be compared with 
1965 when uncollected taxes amounted to $304,000; 1966 — $270,000, and 
in 1967 — $344,000. 


Local spending increased by $1,600,000 in 1969, the major elements of 
which were reflected in the School Budget which totalled $8,168,000 or an 
increase of $890,000 over the 1968 appropriation, and in the cost ($821,000) 
of the 12 percent salary adjustment which was voted by the Town Meeting 
for all Civil Service employees and those under the Town’s Classification and 
Pay Plan. The continuing upward trend in the annual expenditures of the 
Brookline School Department once again places our school system at the 
highest level in the State with respect to per-pupil cost: $1,138. The latest 
figures for the metropolitan area are as follows:

The net amount to be raised on the tax levy in 1969 was $3.5 million 
over 1968. Were it not for the addition of $6.6 million in assessed valuations 
and the absence of a local public welfare budget, a tax rate in excess of $50 
would have been a certainty. 


A New Fiscal Year for Cities and Towns 


Chapter 849 of the Acts of 1969, legislation sponsored by the League of 
Cities and Towns and endorsed by Brookline, represents the first detailed 
and comprehensive approach to changing the fiscal year of local govern- 
mental units; its passage crowned the efforts of many municipal officials 
and legislators over a period of several years. ‘The transition from the present 
calendar fiscal year to a July 1 - June 30 fiscal year, when effective, will 
provide the following advantages: 1) it will virtually eliminate borrowing 
in anticipation of property taxes, a practice which cost cities and towns in 
the State in excess of $7 million for the year 1969; 2)single school years will 
be included in the same fiscal period for the first time, as will snow removal 
costs for each winter, 3) it will permit implementation of revenue and pro- 
gram budgeting techniques and pave the way for modernization of the State’s 
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60-vear old system of municipal accounts; and 4) it will require all lending 
institutions holding property taxes in escrow to turn these funds over to 
cities and towns twice, instead of once, each year. 

During the July 1 - June 30 fiscal years, property taxes will be paid in two 
installments: one on October 1 and the other on April 1. All special charges 
and betterment assessments will be due annually with the October payment. 
The timing of ‘Town Meeting will remain the same under the new system 
but, due to the change in dates, all local budgets will be adopted prior to, 
rather than after, the beginning of the fiscal year. 

Since the enactment of this landmark legislation it has become apparent 
that some adjustments and perfecting amendments will be necessary before 
the act can take effect. Onginally the transition was scheduled to be accomp- 
lished by an 18-month fiscal period beginning January 1, 1971 and financed 
by two property tax payments — one for 12 months due October 1, 1971, 
and another for 6 months due April 1, 1972. It now appears that a further 
delay of one year, which would make the transitional year January 1, 1972 - 
June 30, 1973, will be requested at the current session of the Legislature. 


Computerization of Town Government 


The Town continues to move forward in the field of electronic data 
processing, having added real estate and personal property billing to the 
IBM 360 Model 20 System in 1969. Previous applications converted to the 
computer on a carefully staged basis were: 1) appropriation accounting 
which included check writing for bills payable, treasury warrants, recording 
purchase orders, and a monthly appropriation status report; 2) the entire 
payroll process including attendance reports, teachers’ retirement reports 
and W-2 forms, and 3) water billing. Priorities are being established with 
respect to the future conversion of other functions, e.g. preparation of street 
lists and voter lists, a program-type budget, property record data and long- 
range planning projects. In this connection, I should like to take this oppor- 
tunity to acknowledge the invaluable assistance rendered by Mr. John R. 
Lake of the Advisory Committee, an expert on computer utilization, who 
has constantly advised us on ways and means of achieving the maximum 
potential from the IBM installation. 


In preparing their budgets for 1970, department heads were requested 
to give careful consideration to the particular objectives, programs and 
activities for which funds were being sought in anticipation of transition to 
the Program Budget for 1971. With the total Town budget now exceeding 
$25 million, a line-by-line review of each department’s requested appropria- 
tions is a time-consuming and relatively unrevealing annual experience. 
Development of a program or activity budget will retain all of the basic 
supporting data now available to the reviewing authorities but will group 
amounts by objectives e.g. juvenile delinquency control, street cleaning, 
environmental sanitation, fire prevention, etc. Such a budget will deal pri- 
marily with things to be done, with broad planning, and total program 
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costs. It will enable the Selectmen to make decisions on policies and pro- 
grams and thus be better able to fulfill their public responsibility. It is for 
purposes of policy formulation that computers have their greatest potential. 


Without question, there has been a change in emphasis in the nature 
of municipal management from that of mere servant of public wants to 
“controller of community development” and this new role may be character- 
ized by: 1) the struggle to stay ahead of critical problems; 2) the attempt to 
prevent the occurrence of potentially critical problems, and 3) the effort to 
guide the development of the physical and human resources of the com- 
munity. Some of these trends have been in the making for many years, and 
they have one thing in common. They suggest that more data will have to be 
gathered, and that duplication in data gathering will have to be eliminated. 
These trends also make it imperative that the data gathered be compatible 
with new techniques of data processing and analysis. In sum, there is an 
emerging data processing problem which cannot be avoided. 


During the year we were unable to make as much progress as usual in 
connection with research and analysis programs due to staff vacancies and 
the necessity of exercising general administrative supervision over the North 
Brookline Code Enforcement Program. Considerable attention will be 
focused during 1970, however, upon innovations and revised methods to in- 
sure maximum efficiency in departmental operations and on conducting 
administrative studies of various services with a view to reducing annual costs 
which have risen appreciably in recent years. Also, perhaps in conjunction 
with a Special Committee which may be appointed by the Selectmen, a 
comprehensive review of all town fees and charges for licenses, permits and 
services will be undertaken in order to place these regular municipal func- 
tions and activities on as self-sustaining a basis as possible. 


An important staff responsibility which will be continued during 1970 
relates to the work of the Selectmen’s Committee on Protective Services and 
its detailed review of the Police Department survey report. The Committee’s 
bi-weekly meetings have already produced voluminous material which will 
necessarily have to be consolidated, edited, and organized into a manageable 
format for publication as the Committee’s final report. 


Periodic meetings are held with Department Heads for the purpose of 
assuring a uniform approach to such matters as purchasing procedures, inter- 
pretations of the Classification and Pay Plan, overtime scheduling and pay- 
ments, disposal of old records, control of capital expenditures and adminis- 
trative problems which are common to more than one department. 


The preliminary screening of the budget by the Executive Secretary, 
one of his most important functions, has resulted in substantial savings each 
year and has, it is hoped, proved of valuable assistance to the Selectmen and 
the Advisory Committee. Once the tax rate is established after Town Meet- 
ing, the budget control process is still exercised to insure that the Town 
obtains full value for every dollar expended.

ForTy-THIRD ARTICLE. — ‘To see if the Town will accept and allow 
the widening of Pearl Street on its Westerly side Northerly from Wash- 
ington Street, as laid out by the Selectmen in the document dated Decem- 
ber 30, 1968 and as shown on a plan by Leo D. Picardi, Commissioner of 
Public Works, dated December 11, 1968, on file, respectively, in the 
‘Town Clerk’s Office. No awards are made, the Brookline Redevelopment 
Authority, owner of land over which the widening has been laid out in 
consideration of the laying out and acceptance by the Town waive all 
claims to land, grade and other damages. 


ForTy-FouRTH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will vote to dis- 
continue as a public way a part or parts of Pearl Street from a point on the 
Easterly side of said Pearl Street approximately 212 feet North of Wash- 
ington Street to the extension of the Westerly sideline of Emerald Street 
and from the extension of the Easterly sideline of Emerald Street to the 
Northwest side of Brookline Avenue, taken and laid out by the ‘Town and 
accepted as a public way on September 18, 1871, as shown on a plan 
entitled, “Plan of Discontinuance of portions of Pearl Street, Brookline, 
Mass.”, dated January 6, 1969, by Leo D. Picardi, Commissioner of Public 
Works on file in the office of the Engineering Division of the Department

Forty-FIFTH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) to be expended 
by the Board of Selectmen for the services of a traffic consultant for the 
following purposes: 


1. To delineate existing traffic circulation problems in the Brookline Village and 
surrounding areas and develop, in conjunction with the urban design consultant 
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retained by the Brookline Redevelopment Authority, a long-range plan for solving 
these problems. 


2. ‘To analyze in stages (existing, intermediate and ultimate) the capacity of the 
transportation system to adequately service proposed redevelopment of the Brook- 
line Village Area. This would, of course, include development and/or analysis of 
plans to improve the major routes and connecting roadways in the study area. In 
addition, it would consider other elements, such_as parking needs, and public trans- 
portation capabilities with a goal of defining the optimum development density of 
the areas to be considered for redevelopment.

Street to Cypress Street, including all streets and intersections within 
that area and all intersections along the boundary of the area.

. To add to Section 4.30 a new accessory use No. 51-A as follows, which shall be 


“No” in S & SC districts and “SP” in all other districts: 

51-A. Within a dwelling unit in L,G,O, or I districts, or in dwelling units of 
more than 2,000 square feet of gross floor area in T’ and M districts, the renting 
of not more than three rooms as a lodging without separate cooking facilities to 
not more than three lodgers; in the case of a dwelling unit occupied by un- 
related persons, the sum of lodgers and other unrelated persons shall not ex- 
ceed the limits defined for a family in Section 2.09(b). 


. To amend Section 4.30 accessory use No. 54 to read as follows, which shall be 


“Yes’’ in all districts: 


54. A private garage or parking area for not more than two non-commercial 
motor vehicles accessory to a single-family dwelling on a lot with an area less 
than 5,000 sq. ft; for not more than three non-commercial motor vehicles 
accessory to a single-family dwelling on a lot with an area of at least 5,000 sq. ft. 
but less than 10,000 sq. ft; for not more than four non-commercial motor 
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vehicles accessory to a single-family dwelling on a lot with an area of at least 
10,000 sq. ft. or accessory to a permitted non-residential use in any residence 
district; for not more than two non-commercial motor vehicles for each dwelling 
unit provided for on the lot accessory to two-family or multi-family dwellings in 
SC, ‘T’, and M districts; and for not more than 10 vehicles in other districts.

access to the park by residents of Brookline and Boston;

Firty-THIRD ARTICLE. — To see if the ‘Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) for the purpose of hiring 
two additional detached social workers and providing suitable offices for 
the same.

England Telephone and Telegraph Company to install the 3-digit univer- 
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sal emergency telephone number “911”, in accord with the recommenda- 
tions of the Bell System, the FBI, and the Presidents Commission on 
Law Enforcement and Administration. 


Firty-FirtH ArtIcLE. — ‘To see if the ‘Town will accept the pro- 
visions of Chapter 83, Section 12, of the General Laws, which Section 
reads as follows: 


12. Repair of Private Drain, 

If a city council or a town accepts this section or has accepted corresponding pro- 
visions of the earlier laws, the board of health may require the owner or occupant 
of an estate which drains into a private drain in a public or private way to put such 
drain in good repair and condition. If he fails to comply with said order within ten 
days of notice thereof, he shall be punished by a fine of not more than twenty 
dollars for every day during which such failure continues. 


Firty-stxtH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will amend Article IV, 
as amended, of the ‘Town By-Laws as amended: 


a) By adding the following paragraph to Section 6 thereto: — 


Except as otherwise provided by law, in the event the Selectmen should declare a 
special emergency involving the health and safety of the people or their property, 
purchases of said items as may be designated by the Selectmen in writing may be 
made during such emergency without complying with the foregoing requirements 
of this section relating to advertising for proposals. 


b) By adding the following Section 7 thereto:— 

Section 7. ‘The town may join the commonwealth in purchasing in quantity various 
items, materials, supplies, or equipment, or authorize the commonwealth to make 
such purchases in its behalf, pursuant to the provisions of G.L. c. 7 s. 22A as now: 
or hereafter amended. Such purchases shall not be subject to the requirements 
of section 6 of this Article. 


FIFTY-SEVENTH ARTICLE. — ‘l’o see if the Town will amend Article 
XV-C of the ‘Town By-Laws in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
40, Section 8B of the General Laws to read as follows: 


ARTICLE XV-C 
Council on Aging 


Section 1. There is hereby established a Council on Aging for the purpose 
of coordinating or carrying out programs designed to meet the local problems of 
the aging. Said Council shall cooperate with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Commission on Aging and shall be cognizant of all State and federal legislation 
concering funding, information exchange, and program planning which exist for 
better community programming for the elderly. 


Section 2. The Council on Aging shall consist of Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, Chairman of the Park and Recreation Commission, Chairman of the 
Housing Authority, Director of Public Health, Superintendent of Schools, or their 
respective representatives, and in addition not less than three nor more than 
seven citizens of the ‘Town who shall be appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The

citizen members shall hold office at the pleasure of the Board of Selectmen. The 
Chairman of the Council on Aging shall be designated from time to time by the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Section 3. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the citizen membership of the 
Council, by reason of death, resignation, inability to act or for any other reason, the 
vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the Board of Selectmen from a list of 
names furnished by the Council, or on their own motion. 


Section 4. The members of the Council shall serve without compensation. The 
Council shall have the power and authority to engage or employ any clerical or 
other assistance which it may require for the discharge of its duties, but not in 
excess of the sum or sums which may from time to time be appropriated for the 
use of said Council. 


Section 5. The Council on Aging shall submit an Annual Report to the 
Board of Selectmen with a copy of that Report directed to the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts Commission on Aging, through the Community Service Division 
of the Department of Community Affairs. 


Section 6. The Council shall be known as Council on Aging. 


Firry-EIcHTH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will instruct the 
Moderator to appoint a committee on Town revenue needs and ways of 
meeting them consisting of twelve persons, residents of the Town and 
broadly representative of the interest of its inhabitants, no member of 
which shall be an officer or employee of the Town, said committee to 
study the spending requirements and revenue needs of the ‘l’own for the 
ensuing ten years and to develop a plan or alternative plans for the future 
financing of ‘Town operations and capital undertakings, by taxation, special 
assessments or betterments, fees, service charges, borrowing or otherwise, 
which in its opinion will best promote the financial well-being of the 
Town, including in such studies a review of the present and potential 
use of service charges and other non-tax sources of revenue now available 
to the Town, a consideration of desirable alternative sources requiring 
legislative authorization, and the revenue and cost implications of existing 
and possible future land use policies in the ‘Town including air rights, 
said committee to report its findings and recommendations to the Moder- 
ator, Selectmen and Town Meeting within eighteen months of this Meet- 
ing, together with any proposed town votes or petitions to the Legis- 
lature, a summary of said report and recommendations to be printed and 
mailed to Town Meeting members, and to appropriate $10,000 for the 
employment of expert assistance and other necessary expenses, or take any 
other action with respect thereto. : 


Firry-nintu Articte. — To see if the Town will enact the following 
By-Law: 


No Town Meeting Member shall act as agent or attorney, otherwise than in 
the proper discharge of his official duties, in behalf of anyone other than the town 
in connection with any matter in which a vote of the town meeting is required. 


or will take any other action with respect thereto. 
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SIxTIETH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will enact a By-Law estab- 
lishing a legal department which shall be staffed by an attorney, who shall 
devote his full time to the legal affairs of the town and who shall be pro- 
hibited from engaging in the practice of law in behalf of anyone other 
than the Town, and such clerical assistants as shall be required, or will 
take any other action with respect thereto. 


SIxTy-FIRST ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will enact a By-Law 
establishing a department of public safety or will take any other action 
with respect thereto. 


SIXTY-SECOND ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will enact the By- 
Law, which is afhxed hereto, regulating certain rental housing accomoda- 
tions within the ‘Town and the rents therefor, or will any other action 
with respect thereto. 


RENT REGULATION BY-LAW 


Section 1. Declaration of emergency. 


The Town of Brookline, acting by and through its town meeting, finds and 
declares that a serious public emergency exists with respect to the housing of a sub- 
stantial number of the citizens in this Town, which has resulted from a sub- 
stantial shortage of rental housing accommodations; that unless residential rents 
are regulated and controlled, such emergency and inflationary pressures resulting 
therefrom will produce serious threats to the public health, safety and general 
welfare of the citizens of this ‘Town. 


Section 2. Definitions. 


(a) Person. “Person” includes an individual, corporation, partnership, associa- 
tion or any other organized group of persons or legal successor, representative or 
agent of the foregoing. 


(b) Landlord. “Landlord” includes an owner, lessor, sub-lessor, assignee, or 
other person receiving or entitled to receive rent for the use or occupancy of any 
housing accommodations, or an agent of any of the foregoing. 


(c) Tenant. “Tenant” includes a subtenant, lessee, sub-lessee, or other person 
entitled to the possession, use or occupancy of any housing accommodations. 


(d) Rent. “Rent” means the consideration, including any bonus, benefit, or 
gratuity demanded or received for or in connection with the use or occupancy of 
housing accommodations or the transfer of a lease of such accommodations. 


(e) Services. “Services” includes repairs, decorating and maintenance, the 
furnishing of light, heat, hot and cold water, elevator service, storage and laundry 
facilities or privileges, janitor service, removal of refuse and any other privilege or 
facility connected with the use or occupancy of housing accommodations. 


(f) Housing Accommodations. “Housing accommodations” means any build- 
ing, structure, or part thereof, or land appurtenant thereto, or any other property 
rented or offered for rent for living or dwelling purposes, together with any 
privileges, services, furnishings, furniture and facilities connected with the use or 
occupancy of such property. 
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(g) Controlled Housing Accommodations. “Controlled housing accommoda- 


tions” means all housing accommodations except the following: 
(1) Any boarding or lodging house, club-house, fraternity house or hotel as 
defined in Article II of the Zoning By-law. 
(2) Any hospital, convent, monastery, asylum, public institution or college or 
school dormitory operated exclusively for charitable or educational purposes on 
a non-profit basis. 
(3) Any housing accommodations owned and operated by the United States 
or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts or any instrumentality thereof, the 
Brookline Housing Authority, the Brookline Redevelopment Authority, or the 
Town of Brookline. 
(4) Any housing accommodations contained in a single building or structure 
that is occupied for living or dwelling purposes by no more than three families 
(as “family” is defined in Article Il of the Zoning By-Law), provided that 
one or more members of said families is the owner of the building or structure. 
(5) Any housing accommodations that were never occupied by a tenant prior 
to January 1, 1968. 
(h) Maximum Rent 
(1) “Maximum rent” for any controlled housing accommodations that were 
occupied by a tenant on January 1, 1968, means the rent charged therefor on 
said date. 
(2) “Maximum rent” for any controlled housing accommodations that were 
not occupied by a tenant on January 1, 1968 but were occupied by a tenant on 
some date prior thereto means the rent charged in the period preceding January 
1, 1968 during which the housing accommodations were last occupied by a 
tenant. 
(1) Minimum Services. 
(1) “Minimum Services” for any controlled housing accommodations that 
were occupied by a tenant on January 1, 1968 means all of the services pro- 
vided by the landlord to the tenant on said date. 
(2) “Minimum services” for any controlled housing accommodations that 
were not occupied by a tenant on January 1, 1968 but were occupied by a 
tenant on some date prior thereto means all of the services provided by the 
landlord to the tenant in the period preceding January 1, 1968 during which 
the housing accommodations were last occupied by a tenant. 


Section 3. Creation Duties and Powers of Rent Board 


(a) There is hereby created a rent board consisting of five members who shall 
be appointed by the board of selectmen and who may be removed by the board of 
selectmen when in its judgment the public interest so requires. ‘Three of said mem- 
bers shall be representatives of the public interest; one member shall be representa- 
tive of landlords and the remaining member shall be representative of tenants. No 
person holding a public office in the town other than town meeting member and 
no salaried employee of the town shall be eligible for appointment. ‘The members 
shall elect one of the three representatives of the public interest to serve as chair- 
man of the rent board. 


(b) The members of the rent board shall receive no compensation for their 
services, but shall be reimbursed by the town for necessary expenses incurred in the 
performance of their duties. The rent board may employ and fix the salaries of 
such assistants and clerical aid as it deems necessary, with the approval of the board 
of selectmen. Such assistants and clerical aid may be removed at the pleasure of 
the rent board subject to the provisions of law thereto pertaining. 
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(c) The rent board shall have the power to investigate apparent or reported 
violations of this by-law, make studies, conduct hearings, adopt, alter and repeal 
tules and regulations, issue orders, specify requirements and take any other action 
which it deems necessary or desirable to the administration and enforcement of this 
by-law or regulation, order or requirement thereunder and which it is not prohibited 
by law from taking. For such purposes the rent board may require any person who 
rents or offers for rent or acts as a broker or an agent for the rental of any housing 
accommodations to furnish any information required by it under oath, to make 
reports and to produce records and other documents. 


(d) The rent board shall have the power to intervene in any suit or action 
wherein a party relies for grounds of relief or defense upon this by-law or any regula- 
tion, order or requirement thereunder 


(ce) The rent board shall have the power to enforce this by-law or any regula- 
tion, order or requirement thereunder in any manner not prohibited by law, in- 
cluding legal and equitable actions in any court of the Commonwealth. 


Section 4. _ Registration. 


Within 60 days after the date this article becomes effective, or within 30 days 
after the property is first rented, whichever is the later, every landlord of controlled 
housing accommodations rented or offered for rent shall file in triplicate a verified 
written statement on the form provided therefor to be known as a registration 
statement. The statement shall identify each dwelling unit, and specify the mini- 
mum services and the maximum rent for such dwelling unit and shall contain such 
other information as the rent board shall require. The original shall remain on file 
with the rent board and it shall cause one copy to be delivered to the tenant and 
one copy, stamped to indicate that it is a correct copy of the original, to be 
returned to the landlord. In any subsequent change of tenancy the landlord shall 
exhibit to the new tenant his stamped copy of the registration statement, and shall 
obtain the tenant’s signature and the date thereof, on the back of such statement. 
Within five days after renting to a new tenant, the landlord shall file a notice on, 
the form provided therefor, on which he shall obtain the tenant’s signature stating 
that there has been a change in tenancy, that the stamped copy of the registration 
statement has been exhibited to the new tenant and that the rent for such accom- 
modations is in conformity therewith. 


Whenever the maximum rent is changed by order of the rent board, the 
landlord shall deliver his stamped copy of the registration statement to the rent 
board office for appropriate action reflecting such change. 


Section 5. Adjustment of Maximum Rent or Minimum Services. 


(a) Any landlord or tenant of any controlled housing accommodations may 
file a verified written petition with the rent board for an increase, decrease or other 
adjustment in the maximum rent or minimum services of such housing accom- 
modations. It shall allege that an adjustment of the maximum rent or minimum 
services is necessary to remove hardships, correct other inequities or otherwise 
effectuate the purposes and provisions of this by-law and shall specify the facts 
constituting said hardships, inequities, or other problems stated therein. 


(b) Upon the receipt of such a petition, or upon its own initiative, the rent 
board shall forthwith call a public hearing which shall be held not more than 
thirty days after said call and shall give written notice of the time, date, place and 
purpose of such hearing to the board of selectmen and by publication in a news- 
paper of general circulation in the town not less than fifteen days prior to the date 
of such hearing. 
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(c) At any hearing conducted by the rent board all interested persons shall be 
given a reasonable opportunity to be heard and shall have the right to be repre- 
sented by counsel. For the purposes of such hearing, any person may be requested 
or permitted by the rent board to attend, testify and produce books and papers. 


(d) After conducting such hearing and considering all relevant evidence, the 
rent board shall issue an order regarding the adjustment of the maximum rent and 
minimum services of the housing accommodations that were the subject to the 
hearing. ‘The rent board shall make no adjustments of the maximum rent or mini- 
mum services of any controlled housing accommodations unless and until it con- 
ducts a public hearing as provided herein, The rent board shall not increase the 
maximum rent of any controlled housing accommodations unless and until the 
landlord thereof certifies in writing and under oath to the rent board that he is 
providing the minimum services therefor and will continue to provide said mini- 
mum services until such time as they may be adjusted by the rent board, and sub- 
mits certificates of compliance from appropriate town agencies certifying that such 
housing accommodations are in compliance with applicable health, safety, building 
and zoning laws, regulations and by-laws. 


(e) In deciding whether an adjustment of the maximum rent or minimum 
services of any housing accommodations is necessary to remove hardships, correct 
other inequities or further effectuate the purposes and provisions of this by-law, the 
rent board shall give due weight to the principle of establishing and maintaining 
rents for controlled housing accommodations at levels which will yield to landlords 
a fair return from such housing accommodations; and shall give due consideration 
to the following, among other relevant factors: 


(1) increases or decreases in property taxes; 
(2) unavoidable increases in operating and maintenance expenses; 


(3) major capital improvement of the housing accommodations as distin- 
guished from ordinary repair, replacement and maintenance; 


(4) increases or decreases in living space, furniture, furnishings or equipment; 


(5) substantial deterioration of the housing accommodations, other than 
ordinary wear and tear; 


(6) failure to perform ordinary repair, replacement or maintenance; 


(7) the experiences of rent control boards in New York City and other 
communities that presently have or have had a system of rent control; 


(8) and the suggestions of economists, bankers, real estate boards, and similar 
persons with a knowledge of the financing and management of real estate. 


(f) The rent board shall at least once annually review any increase in the 
real property tax rate of the Town and any increase in an appropriate price or cost 
index published by an agency of the United States. If the rent board finds that 
there have been increases in such rate or index, it may issue an order or ruling 
authorizing every landlord of controlled house accommodations to increase rents 
on such accommodations by a percentage which fairly reflects the increase in such 
rate or index. Upon the issuance by the rent board of such an order or ruling, 
maximum rents may be increased by a percentage not exceeding such percentage 
without the filing and approval of the petition otherwise required under the preced- 
ing subsections of this section, 


Section 6. Prohibition and Penalty 


(a) Regardless of any contract, lease or other obligation heretofore or here- 
after entered into, it shall be unlawful for any person: 
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(1) To demand, accept or receive any rent for the use or occupancy of any 
controlled housing accommodations in excess of the maximum rent; to fail 
or neglect to furnish the minimum services in any controlled housing 
accommodations; or otherwise to do or omit to do any act, in violation 
of this by-law or any regulation, order or requirement thereunder or to 
offer, solicit, attempt or agree to do any of the foregoing. 


(2) To deprive or attempt to deprive, by coercion, fraud or duress, any person 
of the benefits of this by-law or any regulation, order or requirement 
thereunder. 


(3) To evade any provision of this by-law or any regulation, order or require- 
ment thereunder, either directly or indirectly, in connection with the 
renting or leasing or the transfer of a lease or the recovery of possession 
of housing accommodations, by way of absolute or conditional sale, sale 
with purchase money or other form of mortgage or sale with option to 
purchase, or by modification of the practices relating to payment of 
commissions or other charges, or by modification of the services furnished 
with housing accommodations, or by tying agreements, or otherwise. 


(4) To remove or attempt to remove from any housing accommodations the 
tenant or occupant thereof or to refuse to renew the lease or agreement 
for the use of such accommodations, because such tenant or occupant has 
taken, or proposes to take, action authorized or required by this by-law or 
any regulation, order or requirement thereunder. 


(b) Any agreement by a tenant to waive the benefit of any provision of this 
by-law or of any regulation, order or requirement thereunder, shall be void. 


(c) Any agent, broker or other authorized representative who violates any 
provision of this by-law shall be presumed to be acting within the scope of his 
authority or with the subsequent ratification of his principal. 


(d) Any person who violates any provision of this by-law, or any regulation, 
order or requirement thereunder, or who makes any statement or entry false in any 
material respect in any document or report required under this by-law or any regula- 
tion, order or requirement thereunder, shall be fined not more than fifty dollars for 
each offense. 


Section 7. Miscellaneous 


(a) Nothing in this by-law shall be construed to require any person to offer 
any housing accommodations for rent. 


(b) Nothing in this by-law shall be interpreted or construed to authorize the 
prohibition, in the case of any rental agreement hereafter, entered into, or the de- 
mand or collection of a security deposit, if said deposit does not exceed the rent 
for one month in addition to the otherwise authorized collection of rent in advance. 


(c) If any provision of this by-law or the application of such provision to any 
person or circumstances shall be held invalid, the validity of the remainder of this 
by-law and the applicability of such provision to other persons or circumstances 
shall not be affected thereby. 


(d) The selectmen shall insert in the warrant for the annual town meeting 
for 1971 an article presenting the question of whether this By-law shall be repealed 
as of the end of June, 1971. 


SIxTy-THIRD ARTICLE. — ‘To hear and act upon the reports of Town 


Officers and Committees. 
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SIXTY-FOURTH ARTICLE. — ‘To see if the ‘Town will authorize taking 
a sum of money voted for the appropriations heretofore made at this meet- 
ing and not voted to be borrowed, from any available funds in the treasury, 
and will authorize the Assessors to use free cash in the treasury in any 
available funds to that amount in the determination of the 1969 tax rate. 


SIXTY-FIFTH ARTICLE. — ‘To appropriate and raise by borrowing or 
to appropriate from other available funds, such sums of money as may be 
necessary for all or any of the purposes mentioned in the foregoing ar- 
ticles. 


Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your doings thereon, 
to the Selectmen seven days at least before the day of said meeting.

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ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, MARCH 25, 1969 


Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen, served according to law 
upon the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline by a Constable of said 
Town, and written notices sent by the ‘Town Clerk at least seven days 
before the day of the meeting to the ‘Town Meeting Members qualified to 
act in Town Meetings in Brookline under the provisions of Chapter +3A 
of the General Laws, as amended, accepted by the Town of Brookline, 
March 10, 1942, the Town Meeting Members, so qualified, met at the 
High School Auditorium in said Town on Tuesday, the twenty-fifth day 
of March, 1969 at half past seven in the evening. 


Lists of duly qualified Town Meeting Members were used at the 
entrances to the meeting place and were in charge of Edward Fahey, 
Edward Kelly, Jeremiah Mullins and Robert Breen, checkers, who where 
sworn to the faithful discharge of their duties by the ‘Town clerk. ‘The 
lists contained the names of two hundred seventy (270) Town Meeting 
Members qualified to participate in and vote in Town Meetings in Brook- 
line. 


No ‘Town Meeting Member was allowed within the rail until his 
name had been checked on the list. 


At forty-five minutes past seven o’clock the checkers reported that 
one hundred eighty-three (183) names of ‘Town Meeting Members had 
been checked, or more than one half of all Town Meeting Members 
qualified, and the Town Clerk reported a quorum was present. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Benjamin A. 
Trustman. 


The first verse of “The Star Spangled Banner” was sung by the 
audience accompanied at the piano by Mrs. Marguerite Madden. 


Invocation by Reverend Walter R. VanHoek of the United Parish in 
Brookline. 


The Moderator requested the ‘Town Meeting Members to remain 
standing in respect to those members and former members who died 
since the last annual ‘Town Meeting.

Mr. George V. Brown, Jr., Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, 
addressed the meeting. 


Mr. Harold Kaitz, Chairman of the Advisory Committee addressed 
the meeting. 


On motion of Sumner Z. Kaplan it was: 


Voted: That Articles 21, 22, 23, 24, 25 and 26 be the first, second 
third, fourth, fifth and sixth Articles in order of business on Thursday, 
March 27, 1969, after completing any Article then under consideration, 
and that Article 62 be the first order of business on Monday, March 31, 
1969, after completing any Article then under consideration. 


The above vote was adopted by a hands vote. 


First Artice. To see if the ‘Town will vote that the number of Mea- 
surers of Wood and Bark be two, to be appointed by the Selectmen.

At the Recessed Meeting held on March 27, 1969, on motion of 
John W. Kickham to substitute for the vote at the bottom of page 22 
of the Warrant, Section 1, the following: 
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That the maximum and flat rate wages of all employees in the 
Classification and Pay Plans be increased by 12% effective April 1, 1969, 
it was: 


Voted: ‘To amend the Classification and Pay Plans as follows: 


1, ‘hat the maximum and flat rate wages of all employees in the Classification and 
Pay Plans be increased by 12% effective April 1, 1969; 


2. ‘That the new salary maximum and flat rates be rounded off to the next higher 
half dollar; 


3. ‘That the new salary minimum be established four steps below the new maximum 
for each grade except for Grade P-2, Patrolman, and Grade F-1, Fire Alarm 
Operator, Firefighter, which minimum shall be established two equal steps of 
$7.50 each below the new maximum, except that the steps shall be $2.00 each 
for men hired prior to April 1, 1969; 


4. That comparable adjustments be made in the pay rates for the miscellaneous 
positions which are in the Classification Plan but are not included in the F, G, 
P, and L Classifications, 


On motion of Morton R. Godine it was: 


Voted: ‘Vo amend the Classification and Pay Plans by adding the 
following sentence to the last paragraph of the section entitled “Additional 
Compensation — Certain Classifications.” 


This provision shall not be applicable when vacancies are filled by 
detailing employees to assignments where no additional compensation 
is involved. 


On motion of Morton R. Godine, it was unanimously: 


Voted: To amend the Classification and Pay Plans by deleting the 
Section entitled “Step Rate Increases” and substituting in place thereof 
the following: 


STEP RATE INCREASES 


Step rate increases between the minimum and maximum base salaries shall 
be by four equal steps, unless otherwise designated in the Pay plan, and except 
in the cases of the Grade P-2, Patrolman, and Grade F-1, Firefighter and Fire Alarm 
Operator, which minimum shall be established two equal steps below the new 
maximum, effective April 1 of each year and payable to employees who were 
permanently or provisionally employed on December 1 of the previous year. 


In computing length of service for step increases for a new employee who, 
after having served as a temporary employee without interruption of service, is 
given permanent or provisional appointment in the same position, wage credit 
shall be given for said prior service effective on the following April 1 provided 
said employee was permanently or provisionally employed on December 1 of the 
previous year, 
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On motion of Morton R. Godine, it was unanimously: 


Voted: ‘To amend the Classification and Pay Plans by deleting the 
Section entitled “Uniform Allowance” and substituting in place thereof 
the following: 


UNIFORM ALLOWANCE 


New members of the Police Force and new members of the Fire Force shall 
receive a complete uniform at no expense to themselves at the time of their 
appointment. 


Annually thereafter, an allowance for expenditure on uniforms shall be ex- 
tended to the members of the Police Force at the rate of one hundred dollars 
($100.00) per annum and to the members of the Fire Force at the rate of seventy- 
five dollars ($75.00) per annum. Appropriations for uniforms shall be under the 
control of the Chief of Police with respect to members of the Police Force, and 
of the Fire Chief, subject to the approval of the Commissioner, with respect to 
members of the Fire Force. All expenditures shall be made by these respective 
officers in connection with which appropriate records are to be kept. 


On motion of Morton R. Godine, it was unanimously: 


Voted: To amend the Classification and Pay Plans by deleting from 
the General Provisions the Sections entitled “‘T'emporary Promotions” and 
“Temporary ‘Transfers.” 


On motion of Morton R. Godine, it was: 


Voted: ‘To amend the Classification and Pay Plan by changing the 
title of that section in the General Provisions pertaining to vacations 
entitled “Permanent Employees” to “Permanent and Provisional Em- 
ployees” and by deleting from that section the second part entitled 
“Length of Vacation” and the last part entitled ““T’emporary or Provisional 
Employees” and substituting in place thereof the following sections: 


2. Length of Vacation 


All persons, except emergency or temporary employees, who have acquired va- 
cation status as indicated below shall be credited as of June 30th with earned 
vacation leave with pay not to exceed the following schedule: 


For less than seven months’ service, one work day for each full calendar 
month employed. 


For seven full calendar months’ service, but less than five years’ service as 
of June 30 of the 5th year, two calendar weeks. 


For five years’ service, but less than ten years’ service as of June 30 of the 
10th year, three calendar weeks. 


For at least ten years’ service, as of June 30 of the 10th year, four calendar 
weeks. 


In computing earned vacation leave, credit shall be given for all tem- 
porary service with the ‘Town prior to the date of the initial permanent or 
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provisional appointment provided that such prior service was continuous 
and uninterrupted up to the date of permanent or provisional appointment. 


TEMPORARY EMPLOYEES 


All full-time temporary employees who have worked continuously for 
nine (9) full calendar months during the vacation year ending June 30 
of the current year shall be given two calendar weeks’ vacation with pay. 


On motion of Morton R. Godine, it was unanimously: 


Voted: ‘l’o amend the Classification and Pay Plans by adding the fol- 
lowing sections to the Sick Leave Provisions: 


15. Provisional Employees 
For purposes of sick leave, provisional employees shall be treated as permanent 
employees. 

16. ‘Temporary Employees 
All temporary employees shall be entitled to sick leave after six full months 
of continuous service with the Town, such sick leave to be computed from 
the first day of such continuous service. 


On motion of Morton R. Godine, it was unanimously: 


Voted: ‘To amend the Classification and Pay Plans by adding the 
figure “14%” from the 3rd line of Section 4 of the Sick Leave Provisions 
and substituting in place thereof the figure “1”. 


On motion of Morton R. Godine, it was unanimously: 


Voted: ‘To amend the Classification and Pay Plans by adding the 
following section to the Sick Leave Provisions: 


17. Records 

Sick Leave may not be granted unless adequate records of individual em- 
ployees accrued and used sick leave are maintained in each department. Such 
records must be in a form approved by the Personnel Board and must be 
available to the Board of Selectmen, the Personnel Board and the Adminis- 
trative Assistant to the Executive Secretary-Personnel upon request. 

In addition to sick leave, the records shall show time off for all other rea- 
sons such as vacations, suspensions, military leave, leaves of absence, on 
the job accidents, etc. 


The records shall be reviewed periodically by Department Heads for in- 
formation and such action as may be necessary. 


On motion of Morton R. Godine, it was unanimously: 


Voted: To amend the Classification and Pay Plans by deleting Section 
10 of the Provisions entitled “Work Schedules, Overtime and Holiday 
Pay ‘Treatment,” and substituting in place thereof the following: 


10. Holiday Pay for Provisional and ‘Temporary Employees 
Provisional employees shall be treated as permanent employees for purposes 
of holiday pay. Temporary employees must work on their last scheduled work 
day before a holiday and on their first scheduled work day after a holiday in 
order to be eligible for holiday pay. 
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On motion of Morton R. Godine, it was: 


Voted: ‘To amend the Classification and Pay Plans by deleting the 
Provision entitled “Firefighters Work Schedule and Overtime” from the 
General Provisions and substituting in place thereof the following: 


FIREFIGHTERS WORK SCHEDULE AND OVERTIME 


Effective April 1, 1969, Firefighters shall work an average of 44 hours per 
week. If a Firefighter works one-half hour beyond his regular tour, he shall be 
paid at time and one-half for all authorized time worked retroactive to the end 
of his regular tour. Firefighters shall be compensated at time and one-half for 
authorized time worked when they are called in on an unscheduled day. Such 
overtime pay for the first two hours worked in excess of 44 in any payroll week 
between April 1, 1969 and April 1, 1970, shall not apply to any firefighter who 
is relieved of two day tours of duty and two night tours of duty within a twelve 
week period. 


On motion of Morton R. Godine, it was unanimously: 


Voted: ‘To amend the Classification and Pay Plan by deleting the 
Provision entitled “Police Officers Work Schedule and Overtime” from 
the General Provisions and substituting in place thereof the following: 


POLICE OFFICERS WORK SCHEDULE AND OVERTIME

In accordance with the vote passed at the Recessed Annual ‘Town 
Meeting March 27, 1969, the Town Meeting Members met at the High 
School Auditorium on Monday, March 31, 1969 at eight o’clock in the 
evening. 


No ‘Town Meeting Member was allowed within the rail until his 
name had been checked on the list. 


At five minutes after eight o’clock the checkers reported that one 
hundred fifty-seven (157) names of Town Meeting Members had been 
checked, or more than one-half of all Town Meeting Members qualified, 
and the Town Clerk reported a quorum was present. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator Benjamin A. 
Trustman. 


At the request of the Moderator the Town Clerk swore to the faith- 
ful performance of their duties all ‘Town Meeting Members not hereto- 
fore sworn. 


SIXTY-SECOND ARTICLE. To see if the Town will enact the By-Law, 
which is affixed hereto, regulating certain rental housing accommodations 
within the ‘Town and the rents therefor, or will take any other action with 
respect thereto. 


RENT REGULATION BY-LAW 


Section 1. Declaration of emergency. The Town of Brookline, acting by and 
through its town meeting, finds and declares that a serious public emergency 
exists with respect to the housing of a substantial number of the citizens in this 
Town, which has resulted from a substantial shortage of rental housing accom- 
modations; that unless residential rents are regulated and controlled, such emer- 
gency and the inflationary pressures resulting therefrom will produce serious threats 
to the public health, safety and general welfare of the citizens of this ‘Town. 


Section 2. Definitions. 


(a) Person. “Person” includes an individual, corporation, partnership, associa- 
tion or any other organized group of persons or legal successor, representative or 
agent of the foregoing. 


(b) Landlord. “Landlord” includes an owner, lessor, sub-lessor, assignee, 
or other person receiving or entitled to receive rent for the use or occupancy of 
any housing accommodations, or an agent of any of the foregoing. 


(c) Tenant. “Tenant” includes a subtenant, lessee, sub-lessee, or other 
person entitled to the possession, use or occupancy of any housing accommodations. 


(d) Rent. “Rent” means the consideration, including any bonus, benefit, or 
gratuity demanded or received for or in connection with the use or occupancy of 
housing accommodations or the transfer of a lease of such accommodations. 
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(e) Services. “Services” includes repairs, decorating and maintenance, the 
furnishing of light, heat, hot and cold water, elevator service, storage and 
laundry facilities or privileges, janitor service, removal of refuse and any other 


privilege or facility connected with the use or occupancy of housing accommo- 
dations. 


(f) Housing Accommodations. ‘Housing accommodations” means any build- 
ing, structure, or part thereof, or land appurtenant thereto, or any other pro- 
perty rented or offered for rent for living or dwelling purposes, together with any 
privileges, services, furnishings, furniture and facilities connected with the use or 
occupancy of such property. 


_ (g) Controlled Housing Accommodations. “Controlled housmg accommoda- 
tions” means all housing accommodations except the following: 


(1) Any boarding or lodging house, club-house, fraternity house or hotel 
as defined in Article II of the Zoning B-Law. 


(2) Any hospital, convent, monastery, asylum, public institution or 
college or school dormitory operated exclusively for charitable or educational 
purposes on a non-profit basis. 


(3) Any housing accommodations owned and operated by the United 
States or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts or any instrumentality thereof, 
the Brookline Housing Authority, the Brookline Redevelopment Authority, or 
the Town of Brookline. 


(4) Any housing accommodations contained in a single building or 
structure that is occupied for living or dwelling purposes by no more than three 
families (as “family” is defined in Article II of the Zoning By-Law) provided 
that one or more members of said families is the owner of the building or structure. 


(5) Any housing accommodations that were never occupied by a tenant 
prior to January 1, 1968. 


(h) Maximum Rent. 


(1) “Maximum rent” for any controlled housing accommodations that 
were occupied by a tenant on January 1, 1968, means the rent charged therefor 
on said date. 


(2) “Maximum rent” for any controlled housing accommodations that 
were not occupied by a tenant on January 1, 1968 but were occupied by a tenant 
on some date prior thereto means the rent charged in the period preceding January 
1, 1968 during which the housing accommodations were last occupied by a tenant. 


(i) Minimum Services. 
(1) “Minimum services” for any controlled housing accommodations 


that were occupied by a tenant on January 1, 1968 means all of the services 
provided by the landlord to the tenant on said date. 


(2) “Minimum services” for any controlled housing accommodations 
that were not occupied by a tenant on January 1, 1968 but were occupied by a 
tenant on some date prior thereto means all of the services provided by the land- 
lord to the tenant in the period preceding January 1, 1968 during which the 
housing accommodations were last occupied by a tenant. 


Section 3. Creation, Duties and Powers of Rent Board. 


(a) There is hereby created a rent board consisting of five members who 
shall be appointed by the board of selectmen and who may be removed by the 
board of selectmen when in its judgment the public interest so requires. ‘Three 
of said members shall be representatives of the public interest; one member shall 
be representative of landlords and the remaining member shall be representative 
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of tenants. No person holding a public office in the town other than a town 
meeting member and no salaried employee of the town shall be eligible for 
appointment. ‘he members shall elect one of the three representatives of the public 
interest to serve as chairman of the rent board. 


(b) The members of the rent board shall receive no compensation for their 
services, but shall be reimbursed by the town for necessary expenses incurred in 
the performance of their duties. The rent board may employ and fix the salaries 
of such assistants and clerical aid as it deems necessary, with the approval of 
the board of selectmen. Such assistants and clerical aid may be removed at the 
pleasure of the rent board subject to the provisions of law thereto pertaining. 


(c) The rent board shall have the power to investigate apparent or reported 
violations of this by-law, make studies, conduct hearings, adopt, alter and repeal 
tules and regulations, issue orders, specify requirements and take any other action 
which it deems necessary or desirable to the administration and enforcement of 
this by-law or regulation, order or requirement thereunder and which it is not 
prohibited by law from taking. For such purposes the rent board may require 
any person who rents or offers for rent or acts as a broker or an agent for the 
rental of any housing accommodations to furnish any information required by it 
under oath, to make reports and to produce records and other documents. 


(d) The rent board shall have the power to intervene in any suit or action 
wherein a party relies for grounds of relief or defense upon this by-law or any 
regulation, order or requirement thereunder. 


(e) The rent board shall have the power to enforce this by-law or any 
regulation, order or requirement thereunder in any manner not prohibited by law, 
including legal and equitable actions in any court of the Commonwealth. 


Section 4. Registration...Within 60 days after the date this article becomes effec- 
tive, or within 30 days after the property is first rented, whichever is the later, every 
landlord of controlled housing accommodations rented or offered for rent shall 
file in triplicate a verified written statement on the form provided therefor to be 
known as a registration statement. The statement shall identify each dwelling unit, 
and specify the minimum services and the maximum rent for such dwelling unit 
and shall contain such other information as the rent board shall require. ‘The 
original shall remain on file with the rent board and it shall cause one copy 
to be delivered to the tenant and one copy, stamped to indicate that it is a correct 
copy of the original, to be returned to the landlord. In any subsequent change 
of tenancy the landlord shall exhibit to the new tenant his stamped copy of 
the registration statement, and shall obtain the tenant’s signature and the 
date thereof, on the back of such statement. Within five days after renting 
to a new tenant, the landlord shall file a notice on the form provided therefor, 
on which he shall obtain the tenant’s signature stating that there has been a 
change in tenancy, that the stamped copy of the registration statement has been 
exhibited to the new tenant and that the rent for such accommodations is in 
conformity therewith. 


Whenever the maximum rent is changed by order of the rent board, the 
landlord shall deliver his stamped copy of the registration statement to the rent 
board office for appropriate action reflecting such change. 


Section 5. Adjustment of Maximum Rent or Minimum Services. 


(a) Any landlord or tenant of any controlled housing accommodations may 
file a verified written petition with the rent board for an increase, decrease or 
other adjustment in the maximum rent or minimum services of such housing 
accommodations. It shall allege that an adjustment of the maximum rent or 
minimum services is necessary to remove hardships, correct other inequities or 
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otherwise effectuate the purposes and provisions of these by-law and shall specify 
the facts constituting said hardships, inequities, or other problems stated therein. 


(b) Upon the receipt of such a petition, or upon its own initiative, the 
rent board shall forthwith call a public hearing which shall be held not more 
than thirty days after said call and shall give written notice of the time, date, 
place and purpose of such hearing to the board of selectmen and by publication 
in a newspaper of general circulation in the town not less than fifteen days prior 
to the date of such hearing. 


(c) At any hearing conducted by the rent board all interested persons shall 
be given a reasonable opportunity to be heard and shall have the right to be 
represented by counsel. For the purposes of such hearing, any person may be 
requested or permitted by the rent board to attend, testify and produce books and 
papers. 


(d) After conducting such hearing and considering all relevant evidence, 
the rent board shall issue an order regarding the adjustment of the maximum 
rent and minimum services of the housing accommodations that were the subject 
to the hearing. The rent board shall make no adjustments of the maximum rent 
or minimum services of any controlled housing accommodations unless and until 
it conducts a public hearing as provided herein. ‘The rent board shall not increase 
the maximum rent of any controlled housing accommodations unless and until 
the landlord thereof certifies in writing and under oath to the rent board that he 
is providing the minimum services therefor and will continue to provide said 
minimum services until such time as they may be adjusted by the rent board, and 
submits certificates of compliance from appropriate town agencies certifying that 
such housing accommodations are in compliance with applicable health, safety, 
building and zoning laws, regulations and by-laws. 


(e) In deciding whether an adjustment of the maximum rent or minimum 
services of any housing accommodations is necessary to remove hardships, correct 
other inequities or further effectuate the purposes and provisions of this by-law, 
the rent board shall give due weight to the principle of establishing and main- 
taining rents for controlled housing accommodations at levels which will yield 
to landlords a fair return from such housing accommodations; and shall give due 
consideration to the following, among other relevant factors: 


(1) increases or decreases in property taxes; 

(2) unavoidable increases in operating and maintenance expenses; 

(3) major capital improvement of the housing accommodations as 
distinguished from ordinary repair, replacement and maintenance; 

(4) increases or decreases in living space, furniture, furnishings or 
equipment; 

(5) substantial deterioration of the housing accommodations, other 
than ordinary wear and tear; 

(6) failure to perform ordinary repair, replacement or maintenance; 

(7) the experiences of rent control boards in New York City and other 
communities that presently have or have had a system of rent control; 

(8) and the suggestions of economists, bankers; real estate boards, and 
similar persons with a knowledge of the financing and management of real estate. 


(f) The rent board shall at least once annually review any increase in the 
real property tax rate of the ‘Town and any increase in an appropriate price or 
cost index published by an agency of the United States. If the rent board finds 
that there have been increases in such rate or index, it may issue an order or 
tuling authorizing every landlord of controlled house accommodations to increase 
rents on such accommodations by a percentage which fairly reflects the increase 
in such rate or index. Upon the issuance by the rent board of such an order or 
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ruling, maximum rents may be increased by a percentage not exceeding such per- 
centage without the filing and approval of the petition otherwise required under 
the preceding subsections of this section. 


Section 6. Prohibitions and Penalty. 


(a) Regardless of any contract, lease or other obligation heretofore or here- 
after entered into, it shall be unlawful for any person: 

(1) To demand, accept or receive any rent for use or occupancy 
of any controlled housing accommodations in excess of the maximum rent; to 
fail or neglect to furnish the minimum services in any controlled housing accom- 
modations; or otherwise to do or omit to do any act, in violation of this by-law 
or any regulation, order or requirement thereunder or to offer, solicit, attempt or 
agree to do any of the foregoing. 

(2) To deprive or attempt to deprive, by coercion, fraud or duress, any 
person of the benefits of this by-law or any regulation, order or requirement 
thereunder. 

(3) To evade any provision of this by-law or any regulation, order or 
requirement thereunder, either directly or indirectly, in connection with the renting 
or leasing or the transfer of a lease or the recovery of possession of housing accom- 
modations, by way of absolute or conditional sale, sale with purchase money 
or other form of mortgage or sale with option to purchase, or by modification of 
the practices relating to payment of commissions or other charges, or by modifi- 
cations of the services furnished with housing accommodations, or by tying 
agreement, or otherwise. 

(4) To remove or attempt to remove from any housing accommoda- 
tions the tenant or occupant thereof or to refuse to renew the lease or agreement 
for the use of such accommodations, because such tenant or occupant has taken, 
or proposes to take, action authorized or required by this by-law or any regulation, 
order or requirement thereunder. 


(b) Any agreement by a tenant to waive the benefit of any provision of 
this by-law or of any regulation, order or requirement thereunder, shall be void. 


(c) Any agent, broker or other authorized representative who violates any 
provision of this by-law shall be presumed to be acting within the scope of his 
authority or with the subsequent ratification of his principal. 


(d) Any person who violates any provision of this by-law, or of any 
regulation, order or requirement thereunder, or who makes any statement or entry 
false in any material respect in any document or report required under this 
by-law or any regulation, order or requirement thereunder, shall be fined not 
more than fifty dollars for each offense. 


Section 7. Miscellaneous. 


(a) Nothing in this by-law shall be construed to require any person to 
offer any housing accommodations for rent. 


(b) Nothing in this by-law shall be interpeted or construed to authorize the 
prohibition, in the case of any rental agreement hereafter entered into, of the 
demand or collection of a security deposit, if said deposit does not exceed the 
rent for one month in addition to the otherwise authorized collection of rent in 
advance. 


(c) If any provision of this by-law or the application of such provision to 
any person or circumstances shall be held invalid, the validity of the remainder 
of this by-law and the applicability of such provision to other persons or circum- 
stances shall not be effected thereby. 
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(d) ‘The selectmen shall insert in the warrant for the annual town meeting 
for 1971 an article presenting the question of whether this by-law shall be repealed 
as of the end of June, 1971.

as most recently amended, to raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred 
seventy-four thousand and fifty-seven dollars ($274,057) for the purpose 
of defraying such part of the development, acquisition and operating costs 
of the Marsh Urban Renewal Project of the Town of Brookline, Massa- 
chusetts as will not be met by loans, contributions or grants from the 
Federal Government or otherwise. 


On motion of Harold Kaitz, it was unanimously: 


Voted: That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the 
Selectmen, and with the approval of the Emergency Finance Board, to 
borrow the sum of two hundred seventy thousand dollars ($270,000) of 
the amount appropriated by the preceding vote for the purpose of de- 
fraying such part of the development, acquisition and operating costs of 
the Marsh Redevelopment Project in the Town of Brookline, Massachu- 
setts, as will not be met by loans, contributions or grants from the Federal 
Government, or otherwise. Bonds or notes shall be issued therefor, signed 
by the Treasurer and countersigned by a majority, at least, of the Select-

and offspring. Persons who do not qualify as “related persons” shall be 
deemed “unrelated persons” 
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. To amend Section 4.30 principal use No. 6 by inserting the following words 
after the word “item” therein: 
“divided into dwelling units each occupied by not more than one family,”

51-A. Within a dwelling unit in L,G,O, or I districts, or in dwelling units 
of more than 2,000 square feet of gross floor area in T and M districts, the 
renting of not more than three rooms as a lodging without separate cooking 
facilities to not more than three lodgers; in the case of a dwelling unit 
occupied by unrelated persons, the sum of lodgers and other unrelated persons 
shall not exceed the limits defined for a family in Section 2.09 (b). 


. To amend Section 4.30 accessory use No. 54 to read as follows, which shall 
be “Yes” in all districts: 


54.: A private garage or parking area for not more than two non-commercial 
motor vehicles accessory to a single-family dwelling on a lot with an area 
less than 5,000 sq. ft.; for not more than three non-commercial motor 
vehicles accessory to a single-family dwelling on a lot with an area of at least 
5,000 sq. ft. but less than 10,000 sq. ft.; for not more than four non-commer- 
cial motor vehicles accessory to a single-family dwelling on a lot with an area of 
at least 10,000 sq. ft. or accessory to a permitted non-residential use in any 
residence district; for not more than two-non-commercial motor vehicles for 
each dwelling unit provided for on the lot accessory to two-family or multi- 
family dwellings in SC, T, and M districts; and for not more than 10 vehicles 
in other districts.

Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the citizen membership of the 
Council, by reason of death, resignation, inability to act or for any other reason 
the vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the Board of Selectmen from a list 
of names furnished by the Council, or on their own motion. 


Section 4. ‘The members of the Council shall serve without compensation. ‘The 
Council shall have the power and authority to engage or employ any clerical or 
other assistance which it may require for the discharge of its duties, but not in 
excess of the sum or sums which may from time to time be appropriated for the 
use of said Council. 

Section 5. The Council on Aging shall submit an Annual Report to the Board 
of Selectmen with a copy of that report directed to the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Commission on Aging, through the Community Service Division 
of the Department of Community Affairs. 


Section 6. ‘The Council shall be known as Council on Aging. 


FirTy-EIGHTH ARTICLE. To see if the Town will instruct the Moderator 
to appoint a committee on ‘Town revenue needs and ways of meeting 
them consisting of twelve persons, residents of the Town and _ broadly 
representative of the interest of its inhabitants, no member of which shall 
be an officer or employee of the ‘Town, said committee to study the spend- 
ing requirements and revenue needs of the ‘Town for the ensuing ten 
years and to develop a plan or alternative plans for the future financing 
of ‘Town operations and capital undertakings, by taxation, special assess- 
ments or betterments, fees, service charges, borrowing or otherwise, which 
in its opinion will best promote the financial well-being of the Town, in- 
cluding in such studies a review of the present and potential use of service 
charges and other non-tax sources of revenue now available to the Town, 
a consideration of desirable alternative sources requiring legislative autho- 
rization, and the revenue and cost implications of existing and possible 
future land use policies in the ‘Town including air rights, said committee 
to report its findings and recommendations to the Moderator, Selectmen’ 
and ‘Town Meeting within eighteen months of this Meeting, together 
with any proposed town votes or petitions to the Legislature, a summary 
of said report and recommendations to be printed and mailed to Town 
Meeting Members, and to appropriate $10,000 for the employment of 
expert assistance and other necessary expenses, or take any other action 
with respect thereto. 


A motion by Ralph P. Rudnick for the adoption of this Article was 
defeated. 


Firry-NINTH ARTICLE. 'l’o see if the Town will enact the following By- 
Law: 


No Town Meeting Member shall act as agent or attorney, otherwise than in 
the proper discharge of his official duties, in behalf of anyone other than the 
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town in connection with any matter in which a vote of the town meeting is 
required. 


or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


No motion was offered and no action was taken under this Article. 


SIXTIETH ARTICLE. T’o see if the Town will enact a By-Law establishing 
a legal department which shall be staffed by an attorney, who shall devote 
his full time to the legal affairs of the town and who shall be prohibited 
from engaging in the practice of law in behalf of anyone other than the 
‘Town, and such clerical assistants as shall be required, or will take any 
other action with respect thereto. 


A motion by Allan Sidd for the adoption of this Article was defeated. 


SIXTY-FIRST ARTICLE. To see if the Town will enact a By-Law estab- 
lishing a department of public saftey or will take any other action with 
respect thereto.

First ArticLteE. — To see if the Town will vote to amend Article I-A 
(Town Meeting Members At Large) of the By-Laws by adding at the 
end thereto the following: 


(15) Chairman of the Advisory Committee 


SECOND ArTICLE. — To see if the Town will find and declare that 
a serious public emergency exists with respect to the housing of a sub- 
stantial number of citizens of the town due to a substantial shortage of 
low and moderate income rental housing accommodations: that unless 
a rent review and grievance board is established to investigate and hear 
complaints of unfair and unreasonable rental practices by landlords of 
housing accommodations and said board is empowered to order such 
practices to cease and desist and to make such other orders as it may deem 
just and proper, which may include an order that the landlord not de- 
mand, accept or receive rent for the use or occupation of specified housing 
accommodations in excess of an amount which it shall determine to be 
fair and reasonable under the circumstances, such emergency and the 
inflationary pressures resulting therefrom will produce serious threats to 
the public health, safety and general welfare of the citizens of the town; 
and will adopt the following By-Law establishing a rent review and griev- 
ance board with certain powers and duties relating to unfair and unreason- 
able rental practices; or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


ARTICLE XXV 


Unfair and Unreasonable Rental Practices in Housing Accommodations. 


Section 1. Declaration of Emergency. 


The Town of Brookline, acting by and through its town meeting, finds and 
declares that a serious public emergency exists with respect to the housing of a 
substantial number of citizens of the town due to a substantial shortage of low and 
moderate income rental housing accommodations; that unless a rent review and 
grievance board is established to investigate and hear complaints of unfair and 
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unreasonable rental practices by landlords of housing accommodations and said 
board is empowered to order such practices to cease and desist and to make such 
orders as it may deem just and proper, which may include an order that the land- 
lord not demand, accept or receive rent for the use or occupation of specified 
housing accommodations in excess of an amount which it shall determine to be fair 
and reasonable under the circumstances, such emergency and the inflationary 
pressures resulting therefrom will produce serious threats to the public health, 
safety and general welfare of the citizens of the town. 


Section 2. Definitions. 


(a) Person. “Person” includes an individual, corporation, partnership, associa- 
tion or any other organized group of persons, a legal successor or representative of 
the foregoing, 

(b) Landlord. “Landlord” includes an owner, lessor, sub-lessor, assignee, 
or other person receiving or entitled to receive rent for the use or occupancy of any 
housing accommodations, or an agent of any of the foregoing. 

(c) Tenant. ‘“Tenant” includes a subtenant, lessee, sub-lessee, or other 
person entitled to the possession, use or occupancy of any housing accommodations. 

(d) Rent. “Rent”? means the consideration, including any bonus, benefit, 
or gratuity, demanded or received for or in connection with the use or occupancy 
of housing accommodations or the transfer of a lease of such accommodations. 

(e) Services. “Services” includes repairs, decorating and maintenance, the 
furnishing of light, heat, hot and cold water, elevator service, storage and laundry 
facilities or privileges, janitor service, removal of refuse and any other privilege or 
facility connected with the use or occupancy of housing accommodations. 

(f) Housing Accommodations. “Housing accommodations” means any build- 


- ing, structure, or part thereof, or land appurtenant thereto, or any other property 


rented or offered for rent for living or dwelling purposes, together with any services, 
furnishings and furniture connected with the use or occupancy of such property. 

(g) Unfair and Unreasonable Rental Practice. An unfair and unreasonable 
rental practice shall exist whenever a landlord demands, accepts, or receives any 
rent for the use or occupancy of any housing accommodations within the town that 
is excessive under the circumstances. The circumstances to be considered in decid- 
ing if a rent is excessive include, but are not limited to, the quality of the housing 
accommodations, the costs, including taxes, actually incurred by the landlord in 
maintaining and improving the housing accommodations, the yielding of a fair 
net operating income to the landlord, and the rents prevailing in the town for 
comparable housing accommodations in comparable locations. 

(h) Board. “Board”? means the rent review and grievance board established 
pursuant to this article. 

(i) Luxury Accommodations. “Luxury accommodations’ means housing 
accommodations (1) which contain no more than one bedroom and rent at a gross 
monthly rate of more than $250; (2) which contain no more than two bedrooms 
and rent at a gross monthly rate of more than $325; and (3) which contain no less 
than three bedrooms and rent at a gross monthly rate of more than $375. 


Section 3. Creation, Powers and Duties of the Board. 


(a) There is hereby created a Rent Review and Grievance Board of seven 
members to be appointed by the Board of Selectmen. One member shall be the 
Town assessor, one member shall be the ‘Town Building Commissioner, three of 
said members shall be representatives of the public interest, one member shall be the 
representative of landlords, and one member shall be representative of tenants. 
The members shall elect one of the three representatives of the public interest to 
serve as chairman of the Board. The appointments shall be for such terms as the 
Selectmen shall determine. A member may be removed by the Selectmen when in 
their judgment the public interest so requires. Vacancies shall be filled by appoint- 
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ment of the Selectmen. Members of the Rent Review and Grievance Board shall 
receive no compensation for their services as such but shall be reimbursed by 
the town for necessary expenses in the performance of their duties. The Board 
may, within the limits of the amounts appropriated therefor, employ and _ fix 
the compensation of such assistants and clerical aid as it deems necessary with 
the approval of the Board of Selectmen, and it may remove them, and may make 
such expenditures as may be necessary effectively to execute its purpose. 


(b) The Board shall have the power and duty to receive, investigate and pass 
upon complaints of unfair and unreasonable rental practices as herein defined. It 
shall have the power to conduct hearings, issue orders as provided for herein and 
take any other action which it deems necessary or desirable to the administration 
and enforcement of this by-law or any order thereunder which it is not prohibited 
by law from taking. 


(c) The Board may review any proposed rent increase submitted to it by a 
landlord which affects any housing accommodations in the town, and may advise 
the landlord as to whether or not it considers such increase fair and reasonable. 
Such an advisory opinion by the Board shall not, however, preclude a tenant who 
feels himself aggrieved by the rent increase from filing a complaint with the 
Board pursuant to section 4. 


(d) ‘The Board shall have the power to intervene in any suit or action 
wherein a party relies for grounds of relief or defense upon this by-law or any 
order made pursuant to it. 


(e) The Board shall have the power to make studies, conduct hearings, and 
issue findings and recommendations on matters relating to rent levels for housing 
accommodations in the Town. 


Section 4. Proceedings in Case of an Alleged Unfair and 
Unreasonable Rental Practice. 


(a) Any tenant claiming to be aggrieved by an alleged unfair and unreasonable 
rental practice may make, sign, and file with the Board a complaint in wniting 
which shall state the name and address of the landlord alleged to have committed 
such practice and which shall set forth the particulars thereof and shall contain 
such other information as may be required by the Board. The Board, whenever it 
has reason to believe that any landlord has been or is engaging in such a practice, 
may issue a complaint on its own motion. Any complaint filed pursuant to this 
section must be so filed within six months after the alleged unfair and unreasonable 
rental practice occurred. 


(b) After the filing of the complaint, the Board’s staff shall undertake 
promptly an investigation in connection therewith. The Board chairman may 
appoint a Board member to supervise the investigation. ‘he investigation may in- 
clude discussions with the tenant, with the landlord, and with any other person 
having information or knowledge relevant to the circumstances of the case. If the 
staff and/or the Board member so designated shall decide either that the allegations 
of the complaint are not credible or that there appears to be insufficient basis for 
concluding that the rental practice complained of is unfair and unreasonable or that 
the parties have conciliated their differences, a written report stating such conclu- 
sion and the reasons underlying it shall be presented to the full Board. The Board 
shall then decide whether to affirm the conclusion of the report and dismiss the 
complaint or to reject the conclusion of the report and to schedule the case for 
hearing. If the staff and/or the Board member so designated shall decide that a 
hearing should be held, a written report stating such conclusion and the reasons 
underlying it shall be presented to the full Board which shall schedule the case for 


hearing. 
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(c) When a case is scheduled for hearing before the full Board, the Board 
shall serve notice of the time and place of the hearing upon the tenant and the 
landlord at least seven days in advance of the hearing date and, in the case of the 
landlord, the notice shall include a copy of the complaint. The landlord may file a 
written answer to the complaint at any time prior to the beginning of the hearing. 
Both tenant and landlord may present their own cases at the hearing or may be 
represented by counsel. The Board shall not be bound by the strict rules of evidence 


prevailing in courts of law or equity. The testimony taken at the hearing shall be 
under oath or affirmation. 


(d) If, upon all of the evidence at the hearing, the Board shall find that a 
landlord has engaged in an unfair and unreasonable rental practice, the Board shall 
state its findings and conclusions and shall issue and serve upon the landlord an 
order requiring him to cease and desist from such unfair and unreasonable rental 
practice and/or containing such other provisions as the Board may deem appro- 
priate. ‘The order may require that the landlord not demand, accept, or receive any 
rent for the use or occupancy of specified housing accommodations in excess of an 
amount which the Board shall determine to be fair and reasonable under the cir- 
cumstances; and may specify what housing conditions shall be corrected or 
remedied, and what services shall be furnished to the tenant at the rental so deter- 
mined. Such order may be issued to operate prospectively for a period not exceeding 
one year and shall be binding on all successor landlords of the housing accom- 
modations affected who have notice thereof. ‘The landlord shall provide his successor 
landlord of the housing accommodations with written notice of the Board’s order 
at or prior to the time his interest in the housing accommodations is transferred. 


(e) If, upon all of the evidence at the hearing, the Board shall find that the 
landlord has not engaged in an unfair and unreasonable rental practice, the Board 
shall state its findings and conclusions and shall issue and cause to be served on the 
parties an order dismissing the complaint. 


(f) The Board shall establish its own rules to regulate its proceedings and 
actions taken pursuant to the provisions of this by-law. 


(g) Any order issued by the Board may be modified, amended, or rescinded 
by the Board upon written request of either party affected by the order, after due 
notice is served upon the other party and an opportunity for a hearing is provided: 
or upon motion of the Board after due notice is served upon all parties and an 
opportunity for a hearing is provided. 


(h) Service of a notice or an order under this section is sufficient if made in 
hand to the person being served or if mailed, postage prepaid, by certified or 
registered mail, return receipt requested, to the tenant or landlord at his last known 
address. 


Section 5. Exempt Housing Accommodations. 


The provisions of this article shall not apply to hotel, tourist houses, non- 
housekeeping furnished accommodations, hospitals, convents, monasteries, asylums, 
public institutions or college or school dormitories, or to any institution operated 
exclusively for charitable or educational purposes on a non-profit basis; or to 
housing accommodations owned and operated by the U.S. or the Comm. of Mass. 


or any instrumentality thereof, the Brookline Housing Authority, the Brookline 
Redevelopment Authority or the Town of Brookline; or to housing accommoda- 
tions having the maximum rent for each unit thereof controlled in order to comply 
with the conditions of Federal or State legislation or regulations thereunder; or to 
luxury accommodations; or to housing accommodations, the construction of which 
was completed on or after the effective date of this by-law. 
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Section 6. Prohibitions and Penalty. 


(a) Regardless of any contract, lease or other obligation heretofore or here- 
after entered into, it shall be unlawful for any person: 


(1) To violate any provision of an order of the Board issued pursuant to 
Section 4. 

(2) To deprive or attempt to deprive, by coercion, fraud, duress or other 
illegal means, any person of the benefits of this by-law or of any order of 
the Board thereunder. 


(3) To remove or attempt to remove from any housing accommodations the 
tenant. or occupant thereof or to refuse to renew the lease or the agree- 
ment for the use of such accommodations, because such tenant, or occu- 
pant has taken, or proposes to take, action authorized by this by-law or 
any order of the Board thereunder. 

(4) In the case of a landlord subject to an order of the Board, to fail to 
provide written notice to any successor landlord of the Board’s order. 

(5) ‘To evade any provision of this by-law or any order of the Board there- 
under, either directly or indirectly, in connection with the renting or 
leasing or the transfer of a lease or the recovery of possession of housing 
accommodations by way of absolute or conditional sale, sale with pur- 
chase money or other form of mortagage or sale with option to purchase, 
or by modification of the practices relating to payment of commissions 
or other charges, or by modifications of the services furnished with 
housing accommodations, or by tying agreement, or otherwise. 


(b) Any person who commits an unlawful act described in paragraph (a) of 
this Section 6, or any person who shall wilfully resist, prevent, impede or interfere 
with the Board or any of its members or representatives in the performance of 
duty under this article shall be punished for each offense by a fine of not more 
than fifty dollars. 

(c) The Board may pursue whatever equitable remedies are available to it to 
require a landlord to comply with an order of the Board to which he is subject, 
and may take any such action in the name of the town. 

(d) Any agreement by a tenant to waive the benefit of any provision of this 
by-law or any order of the Board thereunder, shall be void. 


Section 7. Referral to Other Town Agencies. 

Nothing in this by-law shall be construed to prevent the Board from reporting 
the case to any one or more of the Assessing Department, the Building Department, 
the Director of Public Health (Housing Code Section), and the Administrative 
Assistant to the Executive Secretary - Legal Code Enforcement for such further 
action as any such department or said Director or Administrative Assistant may 
deem appropriate. 


Section 8. Repeal Procedure 

The Selectmen shall insert in the warrant for the annual town meeting for 
1971, and, unless repealed prior thereto, in the warrant for the annual town meet- 
ing in every second year thereafter, an article presenting the question whether this 
by-law shall be repealed as of the end of June of that year. 


Section 9. Invalidity in Part. 

If any provision of the article or the application thereof to any person or 
circumstance, shall, for any reason be held invalid, the remainder of this article or 
the application of such provision to persons or circumstances other than those to 
which it is held invalid shall not be affected thereby. 
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Tuirp Articte. — To see if the Town will, if a By-Law is adopted 
pursuant to the preceding article, provide that all persons who are mem- 
bers of the existing Rent Review and Grievance Board shall continue to 
hold office and be members of the Rent Review and Grievance Board 
created pursuant to Article XXV of the Town By-Laws, rescind the vote 
establishing said Board adopted at the Special Town Meeting called for 
September 18, 1968, and transfer all unexpended and unencumbered 
funds appropriated for the account of the old Board to the Rent Review 
and Grievance Board created under said Article XXV; or will take any 
other action with respect thereto. 


FourtH Articte. — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of forty-three thousand four hundred ninety dollars ($43,490), 
to be expended by the School Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Selectmen, for adjustments in the salaries of the employees of the 
School Committee, subject to the Civil Service Law (G.L., c. 31), or will 
take any action with respect thereto. 


FirtH ArticLe. — To see if the Town will vote to transfer the sum 
of twenty-five thousand eight hundred forty-seven and twenty-four hun- 
dredths dollars ($25,847.24), representing the unexpended balance of an 
appropriation for the purpose of effecting certain school building changes 
to meet the requirements of the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Safety, voted under Article 27 of the Annual Town Meeting for 1967, 
to the School Committee for the purpose of: 


Installation of fire alarm systems 


in various schools, $16,300.00 
Repair and modernization of school 
buildings, 9,547.24 


or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


SixTH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will call upon the Board of 
Selectmen to set aside Wednesday, October 8, 1969 as a day of remem- 
brance to honor the members of the American armed forces who have 
died in the war in Viet Nam, and further request that a copy of this reso- 
lution be forwarded by the Executive Secretary of the Board to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, the Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
the President of the Senate, Senators Edward Brooke and Edward Ken- 
nedy and Representative ‘Thomas P. O’Neill, with the further request 
that they bend every effort toward an end to that war, an end to the 
death of American young men, and the immediate withdrawal of all mem- 
bers of our armed forces from Viet Nam.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, JUNE 24, 1969 


Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen, served according to law 
upon the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline by a Constable of said 
‘Town, and written notice sent by the Town Clerk at least seven days 
before the day of the meeting to the Town Meeting Members qualified 
to act in Town Meetings in Brookline under the provisions of Chapter 
43A of the General Laws, as amended, accepted by the ‘Town of Brookline, 
March 10, 1942, the Town Meeting Members, so qualified, met at the 
High School Auditorium in said ‘Town on Tuesday, the twenty-fourth 
day of June, 1969 at half past seven in the evening. 


List of duly qualified ‘Town Meeting Members were used at the 
entrances to the meeting place and were in charge of Edward Fahey, 
Edward Kelly, Jeremiah Mullins and Joseph Sullivan, checkers, who were 
swom to the faithful performance of their duties by the Town Clerk. 
The lists contained the names of two hundred sixty nine (269) ‘Town 
Meeting Members qualified to participate in and vote in Town Meetings 
in Brookline. 


No Town Meeting Member was allowed within the rail until his 
name had been checked on the list.

— To see if the Town will find and declare that a 
serious public emergency exists with respect to the housing of a substan- 
tial number of citizens of the town due to a substantial shortage of low 
and moderate income rental housing accommodations; that unless a rent 
review and grievance board is established to investigate and hear com- 
plaints of unfair and unreasonable rental practices by landlords of housing 
accommodations and said board is empowered to order such practices 
to cease and desist and to make such other orders as it may deem just and 
proper, which may include an order that the landlord not demand, accept 
or receive rent for the use or occupation of specified housing accommoda-

ARTICLE XXV. Unfair and Unreasonable Rental Practices in 
Housing Accommodation. 


Section 1: Declaration of Emergency 


The Town of Brookline, acting by and through its town meeting, finds and 
declares that a serious public emergency exists with respect to the housing of a 
substantial number of citizens of the town due to a substantial shortage of low and 
moderate income rental housing accommodations; that unless a rent review and 
grievance board is established to investigate and hear complaints of unfair and 
unreasonable rental practices by landlords of housing accommodations and said 
board is empowered to order such practices to cease and desist and to make such 
other orders as it may deem just and proper, which may include an order that the 
landlord not demand, accept or receive rent for the use or occupation of specified 
housing accommodations in excess of an amount which it shall determine to be fair 
and reasonable under the circumstances, such emergency and the inflationary 
pressures resulting therefrom will produce serious threats to the public health, 
safety and general welfare of the citizens of the town. 

Section 2. Definitions 

(a) Person. “Person” includes an individual, corporation, partnership, associa- 
tion or any other organized group of persons, a legal successor or representative of 
the foregoing. 

(b) Landlord. “Landlord” includes an owner, lessor, sub-lessor, assignee, or 
other person receiving or entitled to receive rent for the use or occupancy of any 
housing accommodations, or an agent of any of the foregoing. 

(c) Tenant. “Tenant” includes a subtenant, lessee, sub-lessee, or other person 
entitled to the possession, use or occupancy of any housing accommodations. 
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(d) Rent. “Rent” means the consideration, including any bonus, benefit, or 
gratuity demanded or received for or in connection with the use or occupancy of 
housing accommodations or the transfer of a lease of such accommodations. 


(e) Services. “Services” includes repairs, decorating and maintenance, the 
furnishing of light, heat, hot and cold water, elevator service, storage and laundry 
facilities or privileges, janitor service, removal of refuse and any other privilege or 
facility connected with the use or occupancy of housing accommodations. 


(f) Housing Accommodations. “Housing accommodations” means any build- 
ing, structure, or part thereof, or land appurtenant thereto, or any other property 
rented or offered for rent for living or dwelling purposes, together with any services, 
furnishings and furniture connected with the use or occupancy of such property. 


(g) Unfair and Unreasonable Rental Practice. An unfair and unreasonable 
rental practice shall exist whenever a landlord demands, accepts, or receives any 
rent for the use or occupancy of any housing accommodations within the town that 
is excessive under the circumstances. The circumstances to be considered in decid- 
ing if a rent is excessive include, but are not limited to, the quality of the housing 
accommodations, the costs, including taxes, actually incurred by the landlord in 
maintaining and improving the housing accommodations, the yielding of a fair net 
operating income to the landlord, and the rents prevailing in the town for com- 
parable housing accommodations in comparable locations. 


(h) Board. “Board” means the rent review and grievance board established 
pursuant to this article. 

(i) Luxury Accommodations. “Luxury accommodations” means housing ac- 
commodations (1) which contain no more than one bedroom and rent at a gross 
monthly rate of more than $250; (2) which contain no more than two bedrooms 
and rent at a gross monthly rate of more than $325; and (3) which contain no less 
than three bedrooms and rent at a gross monthly rate of more than $375, 


Section 3: | Creation, Powers and Duties of the Board. 


(a) There is hereby created a Rent Review and Grievance Board of seven 
members to be appointed by the Board of Selectmen. One member shall be the 
Town Assessor, one member shall be the Town Building Commissioner, three of 
said members shall be representatives of the public interest, one member shall be 
representative of landlords, and one member shall be representative of tenants. The 
members shall elect one of the three representatives of the public interest to serve 
as chairman of the Board. ‘The appointments shall be for such terms as the Select- 
men shall determine. A member may be removed by the Selectmen when in their 
judgment the public interest so requires. Vacancies shall be filled by appointment 
of the Selectmen. Members of the Rent Review and Grievance Board shall receive 
no compensation for their services as such but shall be reimbursed by the town for 
necessary expenses in the performance of their duties. The Board may, within the 
limits of the amounts appropriated therefor, employ and fix the compensation of 
such assistants and clerical aid as it deems necessary with the approval of the Board 
of Selectmen, and it may remove them, and may make such expenditures as may be 
necessary effectively to execute its purpose. 

(b) The Board shall have the power and duty to receive, investigate and pass 
upon complaints of unfair and unreasonable rental practices as herein defined. It 
shall have the power to conduct hearings, issue orders as provided for herein and 
take any other action which it deems necessary or desirable to the administration 
and enforcement of this by-law or any order thereunder which it is not prohibited 
by law from taking. 

(c) The Board may review any proposed rent increase submitted to it by a 
landlord which affects any housing accommodations in the town, and may advise 
the landlord as to whether or not it considers such increase fair and reasonable. 
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Such an advisory opinion by the Board shall not, however, preclude a tenant who 
feels himself aggrieved by the rent increase from filing a complaint with the Board 
pursuant to section 4. 


(d) The Board shall have the power to intervene in any suit or action wherein 
a party relies for grounds of relief or defense upon this by-law or any order made 
pursuant to it. 


(e) The Board shall have the power to make studies, conduct hearings, and 
issue findings and recommendations on matters relating to rent levels for housing 
accommodations in the ‘Town. 


Section 4: Proceedings in Case of an Alleged Unfair and Unreasonable Rental 
Practice. 


(a) Any tenant claiming to be aggrieved by an alleged unfair and unreasonable 
rental practice may make, sign, and file with the Board a complaint in writing 
which shall state the name and address of the landlord alleged to have committed 
such practice and which shall set forth the particulars thereof and shall contain 
such other information as may be required by the Board. ‘The Board, whenever it 
has reason to believe that any landlord has been or is engaging in such a practice, 
may issue a complaint on its own motion. Any complaint filed pursuant to this 
section must be so filed within six months after the alleged unfair and unreasonable 
rental practice occurred. 


(b) After the filing of the complaint, the Board’s staff shall undertake promptly 
an investigation in connection therewith. ‘The Board chairman may appoint a Board 
member to supervise the investigation. The investigation may include discussions 
with the tenant, with the landlord, and with any other person, having information 
or knowledge relevant to the circumstances of the case. If the staff and/or the 
Board member so designated shall decide either that the allegations of the complaint 
are not credible or that there appears to be insufficient basis for concluding that the 
rental practice complained of is unfair and unreasonable or that the parties have 
conciliated their differences, a written report stating such conclusion and the 
reasons underlying it shall be presented to the full Board. The Board shall then 
decide whether to affirm the conclusion of the report and dismiss the complaint or 
to reject the conclusion of the report and to schedule the case for hearing. If the 
staff and/or the Board member so designated shall decide that a hearing should be 
held, a written report stating such conclusion and the reasons underlying it shall be 
presented to the full Board which shall schedule the case for hearing. 


(c) When a case is scheduled for hearing before the full Board, the Board 
shall serve notice of the time and place of the hearing upon the tenant and the 
landlord at least seven days in advance of the hearing date and, in the case of the 
landlord, the notice shall include a copy of the complaint. ‘Vhe landlord may file a 
written answer to the complaint at any time prior to the beginning of the hearing. 
Both tenant and landlord may present their own cases at the hearing or may be 
represented by counsel. The Board shall not be bound by the strict rules of evidence 
prevailing in courts of law or equity. The testimony taken at the hearing shall be 
under oath or affirmation. 


(d) If, upon all of the evidence at the hearing, the Board shall find that a 
landlord has engaged in an unfair and unreasonable rental practice, the Board shall 
state its findings and conclusions and shall issue and serve upon the landlord an 
order requiring him to cease and desist from such unfair and unreasonable rental 
practice and/or containing such other provisions as the Board may deem appropri- 
ate. The order may require that the landlord not demand, accept, or receive any 
rent for the use or occupancy of specified housing accommodations in excess of an 
amount which the Board shall determine to be fair and reasonable under the cir- 
cumstances; and may specify what housing conditions shall be corrected or 
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remedied, and what services shall be furnished to the tenant at the rental so 
determined. Such order may be issued to operate prospectively for a period not 
exceeding one year and shall be binding on all successor landlords of the housing 
accommodations affected who have notice thereof. The landlord shall provide his 
successor landlord of the housing accommodations with written notice of the 
Board’s order at or prior to the time his interest in the housing accommodations is 
transferred. 


(e) If, upon all of the evidence at the hearing, the Board shall find that the 
landlord has not engaged in an unfair and unreasonable rental practice, the Board 
shall state its findings and conclusions and shall issue and cause to be served on 
the parties an order dismissing the complaint. 


(f) ‘The Board shall establish its own rules to regulate proceedings and 
actions taken pursuant to the provisions of this by-law. 


(g) Any order issued by the Board may be modified, amended, or rescinded 
by the Board upon written request or either party affected by the order, after due 
notice is served upon the other party and an opportunity for a hearing is provided; 
or upon motion of the Board after due notice is served upon all parties and an op- 
portunity for a hearing is provided. 


(h) Service of a notice or an order under this section is sufficient if made in 
hand to the person being served or if mailed, postage prepaid, by certified or 
registered mail, return receipt requested, to the tenant or landlord at his last known 
address. 


Section 5: | Exempt Housing Accommodations. 


The provisions of this article shall not apply to hotels, tourist houses, non- 
housekeeping furnished accommodations, hospitals, convents, monasteries, asylums, 
public institutions or college or school dormitories, or to any institution operated 
exclusively for charitable or educational purposes on a non-profit basis; or to 
housing accommodations owned and operated by the U.S. or the Comm. of Mass. 
or any instrumentality thereof, the Brookline Housing Authority, the Brookline 
Redevelopment Authority or the ‘Town of Brookline; or to housing accommodations 
having the maximum rent for each unit thereof controlled in order to comply with 
the conditions of Federal or State legislation or regulations thereunder; or to luxury 
accommodations; or to housing accommodations, the construction of which was 
completed on or after the effective date of this by-law. 


Section 6: Prohibitions and Penalty. 


(a) Regardless of any contract, lease or other obligation heretofore or here- 
after entered into, it shall be unlawful for any person: 


(1) To violate any provision of an order of the Board issued pursuant to 
Section 4. 

(2) To deprive or attempt to deprive, by coercion, fraud, duress or other 
illegal means, any person of the benefits of this by-law or of any order of 
the Board thereunder. 


(3) To remove or attempt to remove from any housing accommodations the 
tenant or occupant thereof or to refuse to renew the lease or the agree- 
ment for the use of such accommodations, because such tenant, or 
occupant has taken, or proposes to take, action authorized by this by-law 
or any order of the Board thereunder. 

(4) In the case of a landlord subject to an order of the Board, to fail to 
provide written notice to any successor landlord of the Board’s order. 

(5) To evade any provision of this by-law or any order of the Board there- 
under, either directly or indirectly, in connection with the renting or 
leasing or the transfer of a lease or the recovery of possession of housing

accommodations by way of absolute or conditional sale, sale with purchase 
money or other form of mortgage or sale with option to purchase, or by 
modification of the practices relating to payment of commissions or other 
charges, or by modification of the services furnished with housing accom- 
modations, or by tying agreement, or otherwise. 


(b) Any person who commits an unlawful act described in paragraph (a) 
of this Section 6, or any person who shall wilfully resist, prevent, impede or 
interfere with the Board or any of its members or representatives in the perfor- 
mance of duty under this article shall be punished for each offense by a fine of 
not more than fifty dollars. 


(c) The Board may pursue whatever equitable remedies are available to it 
to require a landlord to comply with an order of the Board to which he is subject, 
and may take any such action in the name of the town. 


(d) Any agreement by a tenant to waive the benefit of any provision of this 
by-law, or any order of the Board thereunder, shall be void. 
Section 7: Referral to Other Town Agencies. 

Nothing in this by-law shall be construed to prevent the Board from report- 
ing the case to any one or more of the Assessing Department, the Building De- 
partment, the Director of Public Health (Housing Code Section), and the 
Administrative Assistant to the Executive Secretary — Legal Code Enforcement 
for such further action as any such department or said Director or Administrative 
Assistant may deem appropriate. 

Section 8: Repeal Procedure. 

The Selectmen shall insert in the warrant for the annual town meeting for 
1971, and, unless repealed prior thereto, in the warrant for the annual town 
meeting in every second year thereafter, an article presenting the question whether 
this by-law shall be repealed as of the end of June of that year. 

Section 9: Invalidity in Part. 


If any provision of this article or the application thereof to any person or 
circumstance, shall, for any reason, be held invalid, the remainder of this article or 
the application of such provision to persons or circumstances other than those to 
which it is held invalid shall not be affected thereby.

The order may require that the landlord not demand, accept, or receive any 
rent for the use or occupancy of specified housing accommodations in excess of an 
amount which the Board shall determine to be fair and reasonable under the cir- 
cumstances; and may specify what housing conditions shall be corrected or 
remedied, and what services shall be furnished to the tenant at the rental so 
determined. ‘The Board’s order shall not require the landlord to demand, accept, 
or receive rent for specified housing accommodations that is less than the rent de- 
manded, accepted, or received for such housing accommodations on January 1, 1969. 
Such order may be issued to operate prospectively for a period not exceeding 
one year and shall be binding on all successor landlords of the housing accom- 
modations affected who have notice thereof. The landlord shall provide his 
successor landlord of the housing accommodations with written notice of the 
Board’s order at or prior to the time his interest in the housing accommodations is 
transferred. 

(e) If, upon all of the evidence at the hearing, the Board shall find that the 
landlord has not engaged in an unfair and unreasonable rental practice, the Board 
shall state its findings and conclusions and shall issue and cause to be served on 
the parties an order dismissing the complaint. 


(f) The Board shall establish its own rules to regulate its proceeding and 
actions taken pursuant to the provisions of this by-law. 
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(g) Any order issued by the Board may be modified, amended, or rescinded 
by the Board upon written request of either party affected by the order, after due 
notice is served upon the other party and an opportunity for a hearing is provided; 
or upon motion of the Board after due notice is served upon all parties and an op- 
portunity for a hearing is provided. 


(h) Service of a notice or an order under this section is sufficient if made in 
hand to the person being served or if mailed, postage prepaid, by certified or 
registered mail, return receipt requested, to the tenant or landlord at his last known 
address. 


Section 5: Exempt Housing Accommodations. 

The provisions of this article shall not apply to hotels, tourist houses, non- 
housekeeping furnished accommodations, hospitals, convents, monasteries, asylums, 
public institutions or college or school dormitories, or to any institution operated 
exclusively for charitable or educational purposes on a non-profit basis; or to 
housing accommodations owned and operated by the U.S. or the Comm. of Mass. 
or any instrumentality thereof, the Brookline Housing Authority, the Brookline 
Redevelopment Authority or the Town of Brookline; or to housing accommodations 
having the maximum rent for each unit thereof controlled in order to comply with 
the conditions of Federal or State Legislation or regulations thereunder; or to 
housing accommodations, the construction of which was completed on or after 
the effective date of this by-law. 


Section 6: Prohibitions and Penalty. 

(a) Regardless of any contract, lease or other obligation heretofore or here- 

after entered into, it shall be unlawful for any person: 

(1) To violate any provision of an order of the Board issued pursuant to 
Section 4. 

(2) To deprive or attempt to deprive, by coercion, fraud, duress or other 
illegal means, any person of the benefits of this by-law or of any order of 
the Board thereunder. 

(3) To remove or attempt to remove from any housing accommodations the 
tenant or occupant thereof or to refuse to renew the lease or the agree- 
ment for the use of such accommodations, because such tenant, or 
occupant has taken, or proposes to take, action authorized by this by-law 
or any order of the Board thereunder. 

(4) In the case of a landlord subject to an order of the Board, to fail to 
provide written notice to any successor landlord of the Board’s order. 


(5) To evade any provision of this by-law or any order of the Board there- 
under, either directly or indirectly, in connection with the renting or 
leasing or the transfer of a lease or the recovery of possession of housing 
accommodations by way of absolute or conditional sale, sale with purchase 
money or other form of mortgage or sale with option to purchase, or by 
modification of the practices relating to payment of commissions or other 
charges, or by modification of the services furnished with housing accom- 
modations, or by tying agreement, or otherwise. 

To fail to file with the Board at the time established by the Board, such 
information as the Board may require pursuant to Section 3 (f). 

(b) Any person who commits an unlawful act described in paragraph (a) 
of this Section 6, or any person who shall wilfully resist, prevent, impede or 
interfere with the Board or any of its members or representatives in the perfor- 
mance of duty under this article shall be punished for each offense by a fine of 
not more than fifty dollars. 
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(c) The Board may pursue whatever equitable remedies are available to it 
to require a landlord to comply with an order of the Board to which he is subject, 
and to require a landlord to file with the Board such information as the Board 
may require pursuant to Section 3 (f), and may take any such action in the name 
of the town. 

(d) Any agreement by a tenant to waive the benefit of any provision of this 
by-law or any order of the Board thereunder, shall be void. 

Section 7: Referral to Other Town Agencies. 

Nothing in this by-law shall be construed to prevent the Board from report- 
ing the case of any one or more of the Assessing Department, the Building De- 
partment, the Director of Public Health (Housing Code Section), and the 
Administrative Assistant to the Executive Secretary — Legal Code Enforcement 
for such further action as any such department or said Director or Administrative 
Assistant may deem appropriate. 

Section 8: | Repeal Procedure. 

The Selectmen shall insert in the warrant for the annual town meeting for 
1971, and, unless repealed prior thereto, in the warrant for the annual town 
meeting in every second year thereafter, an article presenting the question whether 
this by-law shall be repealed as of the end of June of that year. 

Section 9: Invalidity in Part. 

If any provision of this article or the application thereof to any person or 
circumstance, shall, for any reason, be held invalid, the remainder of this article or 
the application of such provision to persons or circumstances other than those to 
which it is held invalid shall not be affected thereby. 


THIRD ARTICLE. — ‘To see if the Town will, if a By-Law is adopted 
pursuant to the preceding Article, provided that all persons who are mem- 
bers of the existing Rent Review and Grievance Board shall continue to 
hold office and be members of the Rent Review and Grievance Board 
created pursuant to Article XXV of the Town By-Laws, rescind the vote 
establishing said Board adopted at the Special ‘Town Meeting called for 
September 18, 1968, and transfer all unexpended and unencumbered 
funds appropriated for the account of the old Board to the Rent Review 
and Grievance Board created under said Article XXV; or will take any 
other action with respect thereto. 


On motion of Sumner Z. Kaplan, it was: 


Voted: Upon the effective date of Article XXV of the Town By-Laws 
entitled Unfair and Unreasonable Rental Practices in Housing Accom- 
modations :— 


(a) All persons who are then members of the Rent Review and Grievance Board 
shall continue to hold office and be members of the Rent Review and Griev- 
ance Board created under said Article XXV, until their successors are ap- 
pointed and qualified, notwithstanding anything to the contrary therein 
contained. 


(b) The vote establishing the Rent Review and Grievance Board and defining its 


duties and powers passed under Articles 2 and 3 in the Warrant for the 
Special Town Meeting held September 18, 1968 be and it is hereby rescinded. 
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(c) All unexpended and unencumbered funds heretofore appropriated for the 
account of the Rent Review and Grievance Board established under said 
articles in the Warrant for the September 18, 1968 Special ‘Town Meeting 
be transferred to the account of the Rent Review and Grievance Board created 
under said Article XXV of the Town by-laws to be expended by said Board 
for the purposes provided for in said appropriation. 


Fourty ArticLeE. — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of forty-three thousand four hundred ninety dollars ($43,490), 
to be expended by the School Committee, with the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen, for adjustments in the salaries of the employees of 
the School Committee, subject to the Civil Service Law (G.L., c. 31), 
or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


On motion of Morton R. Godine, it was: 


Voted: ‘To raise and appropriate the sum of forty-three thousand, four 
hundred ninety dollars ($43,490) to be expended by the School Com- 
mittee, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, for adjustments in 
the salaries of the employees of the School Committee, subject to the 
Civil Service Law (G.L., c. 31). 


The above vote was taken by count, ninety-seven (97) voted in the 
affirmative and sixty-eight (68) voted in the negative.

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SixtH ARTICLE. — ‘To see if the ‘Town will call upon the Board of 
Selectmen to set aside Wednesday, October 8, 1969 as a day of remem- 
brance to honor the members of the American armed forces who have 
died in the war in Viet Nam, and further request that a copy of this 
resolution be forwarded by the Executive Secretary of the Board to the 
President of the United States, the Speaker of the House of Representa-

The lawns, trees and drives of both cemeteries were given their usual 
care and attention during the year. 


The work of resurfacing the drives with a seal coat was completed this 
year at a cost of $2,843.00. Approximately two thirds of the drives were done 
in 1967. 


A new seven horsepower leaf blower was purchased this year which saves 
considerable hand labor in the work of clearing leaves.

Mr. Aaron Gordon, Board Chairman for two consecutive years, com- 
pleted his term in 1969 and was unable to accept reappointment to the 
Board due to the pressure of personal business. Mr. Gordon gave very 
generously of his time and his talents and the Personnel Board is grateful 
to him for his many contributions to the Town’s personnel policies and 
programs. 


Mr. John A. Coffey was appointed to the vacancy on the Board for a 
three year term. 


Mr. Francis X. Flannery was unanimously elected as Chairman of the 
Board. 


‘The 1969 Annual ‘Town Meeting approved all of the Personnel Board’s 
recommendations for changes in the ‘Town’s personnel policies except that 
concerning the general increase which was effective April 1, 1969. ‘The Per- 
sonnel Board’s recommendation was for a 7% general increase. ‘Town Meet- 
ing, after lengthy debate, voted a 12% general increase. 


The workload of the Personnel Board continued to grow in 1969. Three 
additional collective bargaining units were certified by the Commonwealth 
in addition to the three that had already existed. ‘The workload will continue 
to grow as the Board intensifies its activity in its present functions while 
concurrently developing other personnel functions such as performance 
evaluation systems, manpower utilization studies, training needs and pro- 
gram development studies, etc., that ought to be administered or monitored 
by the ‘T'own’s central personnel administration body. In addition, the Board 
has set up a joint committee system whereby members of the Board will 
meet regularly on a scheduled basis throughout the year with representatives 
of the several employee groups to discuss and study problems or issues of 
interest to the employees or the ‘Town. 


In order to properly fulfill its responsibilities the Board requested and 
received authorization for additional staff assistance. ‘The Personnel Office 
staff was augmented on October 2, 1969 by the hiring of a Junior Clerk and 
Typist and on November 22, 1969 by the hiring of a Personnel Assistant. 
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In 1969 the Board reached amicable agreements with all collective bar- 
gaining units. The recommended general increase to be presented to the 
1970 Town Meeting is 5.5% coupled with an increase in the ‘Town’s share 
of the group insurance premium which is worth an additional 1.0% in 
compensation on a general basis. 


The Personnel Board is appreciative of the good faith and understand- 
ing exhibited by all employee representatives in collective bargaining ses- 
sions during the past year and is confident that a healthy collective bargain- 
ing relationship is growing between the ‘Town and its employees.

Mrs. Eleanor Myerson resigned in September and was replaced as 
chairman by Mrs. Hannah C. Levin. Mr. Bayard Henry resigned in October. 
In November the Moderator appointed Mr. Benjamin H. Lacy and Mr. 
James W. Noonan, each for a term expiring May 1, 1971. 


The Committee has been concerned with implementation of its pre- 
vious reports. Codification of all town laws, recommended in 1967, has 
been completed by Mrs. Barbara ‘Taubenhaus and Mr. Leonard Kopelman 
through the stage of compilation. Editing is expected to take another year. 

The Committee’s report of 1968 on the operations of the Board of 
Selectmen has been under continuing review. ‘The present Board of Select- 
men has accepted and acted upon recommendations to improve communi- 
cation among department heads and to make its goals and interim actions 
clearer in its annual report. It does not, however, agree with the Com- 
mittee’s recommendations on delegating authority for some types of licens- 
ing and for police personnel sick leaves and leaves of absence.

The Rent Review and Grievance Board came into existence by vote of 
the Town Meeting on September 18, 1968. The original appropriation was 
in the amount of $10,000.00. During 1968 an amount of $1,904.52 was spent. 
The rest was carried over to 1969 when an additional $5,000.00 was appro- 
priated. In November of 1968, Stephen M. Weiner was hired as Staff 
Assistant to the Board. In June of 1969, Mr. Weiner was replaced by Miss 
Beatrice Stevens. On June 24, 1969, the powers of the Board were expanded 
by the Town Meeting so that it could legally enforce its orders. On Septem- 
ber 19, 1969, after approval by the Attorney General, the powers became 
effective retroactively to June 24, 1969. In November of 1969 the Board 
hired a Counsel-Director and in December, a secretary. 


The following case by case summary of the Board’s actions is in two 
parts. One group of cases are those that came before the Board had power 
to enforce its orders and the other group came afterwards: 


Cases and Dispositions before the June 24, 1969 Town Meeting 
A total of 34 cases affecting 225 rental units were heard. 


In 11 cases affecting 20 units the Board ordered that the existing or 
increased rents be decreased. In three cases representing 5 units the land- 
lords refused to comply. 


In 10 cases affecting 85 units the Board found the existing or increased 
rents were not unfair and unreasonable. 


In 3 cases affecting 4 units, the Board declined jurisdiction. 


In one case affecting 7 units the Board ordered that repairs be made. 
Landlord partially complied. 


In one case affecting 76 units, the Board ordered that the tax escalator 
clauses be reapportioned. ‘The landlord complied. 


In 2 cases affecting 4 units the Board relieved parking tensions. 
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In 6 cases affecting 29 units where evictions were to take place the 
Board worked out satisfactory solutions as to 4 units. 
Cases and Dispositions after the June 24, 1969 Town Meeting 


A total of 36 cases affecting 268 rental units were heard. 


In 19 cases affecting 105 units, the Board ordered that the existing or 
increased rents be decreased. In 13 cases affecting 45 units the landlords 
complied with the Board’s order. In the other cases the following happened: 


1. One landlord where 55 units were involved, attempted to enjoin 
the enforcement of the Board’s order. The landlord to date has been unsuc- 
cessful in obtaining the injunction and the tenants are still paying the 
reduced rents. 


2. Ina suit brought by another landlord, because only one rental unit 
was involved, the Board and the tenant agreed that the difference between 
the amount the landlord demanded and the amount the Board set would be 
held in escrow pending a determination by the Supreme Court that the 
Board was constitutional. 


3. In another case involving one unit, the landlord avoided the Board’s 
order by obtaining a permit to divide the apartment and evicting the tenant. 


4. In another case involving legal action, eventual partial compliance 
was achieved in the District Court when the landlord attempted to evict 
the tenant. 


5. ‘There was one case involving one unit where the tenant left because 
he could not even afford the rent the Board set. 


6. In another, the tenant said she had to leave because the manager 
was unpleasant. 


In 11 cases affecting 11] units the Board found that the rents were not 
unfair and unreasonable. 


In 2 cases affecting 17 units the Board ordered repairs. ‘The landlord 
complied. 


In one case affecting 31 units, the Board ordered that the tax clauses 
be reapportioned. ‘There was compliance. 


In two cases affecting 74 units the Board set average rents. In one case 
representing 32 units there was compliance. In the other case representing 
42 units there appears to be compliance, but the matter is still under 
investigation. 


In one case affecting 30 units where evictions were to take place, the 
Board ordered the evictions rescinded and scheduled the case for hearing. 
The landlord rescinded the evictions but brought suit to enjoin the Board 
from holding the hearing. ‘The landlord was unsuccessful. 
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The lawsuit which is now before the Supreme Court and which will 
decide in March if the Board is Constitutional was brought by the Land- 
owner’s Association to enjoin the Board from sending out to the land- 
lords of 10 or more units rent information gathering forms, then compelling 
their return. The Board was enjoined from sending out the forms and thus 
has had to spend the $15,000.00 rent survey appropriation of the 1969 ‘Town 
Meeting. The Dorr Research Company was hired to conduct the survey and 
will be finished sometime in February. 


YOUTH RESOURCES COUNCIL 


Dr. JAMEs A. Stewart, Director 


The 1969 ‘Town Meeting voted a $25,000 appropriation to establish a 
youth services program. The recommendation to establish such a program 
and to appoint a full time director was the “topmost priority item” of the 
selectmen’s Committee on Youth Problems that had been named a year 
earlier under the chairmanship of William J. Barnum, M.D. 


In recommending the creation of the position of director of youth 
services, the committee had stated that he would be responsible to the beard 
of selectmen and would develop and sustain full coordination and com- 
munication between the selectmen and all agencies and groups in the com- 
munity who relate to youth. He would also secure information on develop- 
ments and trends in research and services to youth being carried out 
elsewhere in the country and determine their applicability to Brookline. 
And in addition to supervising the detached social worker program he would 
initiate such other programs of prevention, treatment, rehabilitation and 
protection as were needed to care for the children of the community. 


Additionally, the selectmen’s Committee on Youth Problems recom- 
mended the naming of an advisory committee to assist the director in his 
efforts. Subsequently, the selectmen named twenty-seven individuals, the 
majority of whom were representative of private or public agencies in the 
community to a Youth Resources Council. And, finally, the secondary 
schools and colleges in the community assisted the newly appointed director 
in establishing a twenty-five member Youth Advisory Council, made up of 
16 through 20-year olds. ‘The eight executive officers of the Youth Advisory 
Council now serve with full voting rights on the overall Youth Resources 
Council. 


Beginning in the summer of 1969, but especially since the director’s 
appointment in September, the Executive Committee of the Youth Re- 
sources Council has met on a regular basis, virtually on a weekly schedule, 
to advise the director in his multiple assignments related to such diverse 
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youth concerns as a drop-in center, a comprehensive day care service, a jobs 
for youth program, and a drug education and control service. 


The staff of the department now consists of a full-time director, youth 
worker, and a secretary. In addition, the selectrnen have authorized the ap- 
pointment of eight part-time professionals to assist the director in the con- 
duct of the newly established program. ‘The part-time professionals consist 
of a project initiator, a drug research assistant, a job employment assistant, 
a coordinator for the drop-in center and four part-time youth workers. 


In the months ahead, the department’s staff, assisted by the advisory 
councils, will translate the current plan into actual accomplishment. ‘They 
are now housed in a suite of offices leased by the ‘Town of Brookline at 320 
Washington Street. With the total cooperation of the elected officials of 
the town, the two advisory councils, the staff, and the public, this newly 
established town program has a promising future.

Members of the Department, including a Captain, 2 Lieutenants, 2 Ser- 
geants and Patrolmen attended miscellaneous seminars on Narcotics, Civil 
Disturbances, Community Relations, Police ‘Traffic Services. 


ADMINISTRATION 


William A. Charlton retired as Chief of Police on June 22nd, 1969 
after thirty-seven years’ of service. He was succeeded in that Office b 
Captain James C. Rourke who, prior to his appointment as Chief of Police, 
headed the Department’s Detective Division. Chief Rourke, a lifelong 
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resident of Brookline, has been a member of the Police Department for 
over twenty-five years and is a graduate of the F.B.I. National Academy. 

On October 10, 1969 the Police Department instituted a new work 
schedule consisting of three 8-hour shifts in order to provide for better 
patrol coverage. ‘This was implemented with a new day-off schedule known as 
the “Four and Two.” 


On December 22nd, 1969 the Police Department signed its first con- 
tract with the ‘Town of Brookline. ‘This was accomplished through collec- 
tive bargaining with the Personnel Board representing the Board of Select- 
men. 


PERSONNEL 


As part of an intensified in-service training program in 1969, the Police 
Department formed its first ‘T’actical Unit. This Unit, consisting of twenty- 
five officers, received special training in the handling of civil disorders and 
related subjects. 


UNIFORMS 


In the fall of 1969 the Police Department adopted a shoulder patch to 
be’ worn by all uniformed officers. The patch, inscribed “Brookline Mass. 
Police” with the ‘Town Seal is set in gold on a blue background. 


AUXILIARY POLICE DIVISION 


There was a general reorganization of the Auxiliary Police in 1969 
and several new members were recruited into this Division. As part of its 
training program, members of the Auxiliary Police have participated in a 
Crime Check Program in conjunction with the Police Department’s pre- 
ventive patrols. 
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DEPARTMENT OF TRAFFIC AND PARKING 


MicwHak L,. Burke, Director 


The Department of ‘Traffic and Parking began operation on December 
9, 1968 with the appointment of the present Director. Under the provi- 
sions of Chapter 375 of the Acts of 1968 which authorized establishment 
of the Department, the Director of Traffic and Parking is given exclusive 
authority to adopt, alter or repeal rules and regulations pertaining to vehicu- 
lar and pedestrian trafic on Town streets and in Town-controlled public 
off-street parking areas. In addition, the Director authorizes all traffic con- 
trol devices (signs, signals, pavement markings and parking meters) on 
‘Town-controlled streets. 


Since 1969 was the first full year of operation for the Department, a 
great deal of the Department’s effort was necessarily devoted to establishing 
policies, procedures and priorities for Departmental activities as well as 
working relationships with other ‘Town departments and various state and 
regional agencies. 


WORK WITH OTHER TOWN AGENCIES 
Public Works Department 


‘The Department has worked closely with the Public Works Depart- 
ment, particularly the Highway Division which is responsible for the instal- 
lation and maintenance of signs and pavement markings, and the Engineer- 
ing Division which has the prime responsibility for various highway engi- 
neering projects including road construction and traffic signal construction 
contracts. 


Planning Department 


The Department of Traffic and Parking and the Planning Department 
share mutual interest, and consequently, work in concert in many activities 
and Town projects. During 1969, the ‘Traffic and Parking Department 
worked in conjunction with the Planning Department in the following 
matters: 


— Review of proposed site plans and development of recommendations 
relative to requests for special permits or variances related to trafhe 
and parking for presentation to the Zoning Board of Appeals. 


— Review of plans related to new or improved ‘Town facilities, includ- 
ing the Cypress Street Playground and the High School, the proposed 
Central Garage, the new Pierce School and the proposed addition to 
the Main Library. 
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— Development and review of proposals related to trafhe circulation, 
_ public transportation, parking and zoning for the proposed 1970 
Comprehensive Plan Revision. 


— Representing the Town at briefings and policy meetings related to 
the proposed Inner Belt, the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Plan- 
ning Project and the Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority 
Master Plan and Central Area Subway System Study. 

— A joint study of the North Brookline Area. In accordance with a 
directive from the Board of Selectmen, this study was designed to 
determine ways to minimize through traffic and otherwise improve 
neighborhood amenities in the North Brookline Area bounded by 
Commonwealth Avenue, Harvard Street and Babcock Street. As a 
result of this study, a plan was developed which is scheduled to be 
put into operation on a trial basis early in 1970. If the trial opera- 
tion proves successful, the 1970 Annual Town Meeting will be 
requested to appropriate funds to permit making these changes per- 
manent. 


School Department 


In cooperation with the Police Department, the Department of Trafhe 
and Parking reviewed several requests from the School Department and 
Parent-Teacher Organizations for measures to increase school crossing 
protection at various locations. Included was a review of all major crossings 
in the Lawrence School District and development of recommendations for 
measures to increase safety at these locations. 


Police Department 


In addition to matters relating to school crossing safety, the Depart- 
ment of ‘Traffic and Parking and the Police Department worked together in 
several other areas of mutual concern such as speed and parking enforce- 
ment, parking meter maintenance and administration of hackney rules 
and regulations. 


OTHER DEPARTMENT ACTIVITIES 
Analysis of High-Accident Locations 


Highest priority was directed towards pinpointing and analyzing traffic 
operations and accident experience at the ‘Town’s high-accident locations. 
Based on 1968 traffic accident records maintained by the Police Depart- 
ment, twenty-four intersections where ten (10) or more accidents were 
recorded during the year were analyzed with the following results: 


— Seven locations were found to be at least partially under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Massachusetts Department of Public Works or the 
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Metropolitan District Commission. In these cases, accident infor- 
mation was forwarded to the responsible agency with a request for 
corrective action. | 


— Steps to reduce accident potential at eight other locations were initi- 
ated. Planned improvements range from minor changes in signal 
timing to complete reconstruction of the intersection. | 


— Of the remaining nine locations, two had previously been scheduled 
for operational improvements, four are under study by a consultant 
as part of the Brookline Village Traffic Study, and four are presently 
under study by the Department. | 


Coolidge Corner Traffic and Parking Study 


Recognizing the importance of the Coolidge Corner Area to the 
Town’s tax base as well as the severe congestion and accident potential 
which plague the area, a study to develop proposals for improvements was 
initiated in the summer of 1969. Utilizing temporary employees hired under 
the Code Enforcement Program, field data for the parking phase of the study 
was gathered during the summer months. Unfortunately, the project has 
not been completed due to lack of necessary staff and many other commit- 
ments. It is hoped, however, that it will be completed during 1970. One 
important goal of this study, incidentally, is the formulation of recom- 
mendations regarding possible development of air-rights over existing ‘Town 
owned off-street parking areas. 


Speed Zoning 


Field surveys necessary to establish speed zones were initiated by the 
Department along several Town streets. Requests for state approval have 
been submitted with respect to three streets while several more are expected 
to be submitted shortly. 


Hackney Administration 


In addition to other responsibilities directly related to traffic and 
parking, the Director is also responsible for administering hackney licensing 
within the Town. During 1969, the Town’s Rules and Regulations for the 
operation of vehicles for hire were revised and printed, and the following 
action was taken regarding hackney-related licenses: 


— Eleven renewal licenses to individuals or firms for the operation of 
Public Automobiles were issued covering eighteen vehicles. 


— Five renewal licenses to individuals or firms for the operation of 
School Vehicles were issued covering thirty-five vehicles. 
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— Two new licenses to individuals or firms for the operation of School 
Vehicles were issued covering four vehicles. 


— Three renewal licenses to individuals or firms for the operation of 
metered taxicabs were issued covering one hundred and two vehicles. 


— One new license application which would have allowed an individual 
to operate twenty-five metered taxicabs was denied. 


Traffic Rules and Regulations 


During 1969, the following changes were made in Town traffic regu- 
lations for the public safety, welfare and convenience: 


— New parking prohibitions were established at seven locations. 


— The meter fee was increased and a new time limit was established 
at one location (Beacon Street at the Post Office). 


— One new tow-zone was established. 


— Mandatory turns (Left Lane Must Turn Left) were established at 
three locations. 


— Two new one-way streets were established. 
— New “STOP” controls were established at six intersections. 


— Allowable fees for towing were raised in accordance with a statute 
revision. 


Of perhaps greater importance to the Town as a whole was the revision 
of penalties associated with various parking violations, so that penalties 
would more adequately reflect the seriousness of the violation. ‘This change 
resulted in thirteen (13) fines being increased, one (1) being reduced, and 
twelve (12) remaining the same. Perhaps the most significant of these 
changes was the increase of the fine for Double Parking from $5 to $15, 
which is an indication of the seriousness of this offense. While the prime 
purpose in revising the fine schedule was to more effectively discourage 
violations, an expected side effect will be increased revenue for the ‘Town 
through Court collections. 


Brookline Village Traffic Study 


One consideration of redevelopment planning in the Brookline Village 
Area is a desire to increase the Town’s tax base by maximizing new develop- 
ment intensity; however, the optimum level of future development will be 
limited by capacity of the Village Area’s transportation system. To assist 
the ‘Town in evaluating the potential capacity of this system, the 1969 
Annual ‘Town Meeting authorized funds for a transportation study by con- 
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sultants. Acordingly, the firm of Murray D. Segal was hired by the Selectmen 
on the recommendation of the ‘Traffic Director. Work on the study project 
began in late summer and the consultant’s report is due early in 1970. ‘The 
Director of Traffic and Parking has been responsible for general coordina- 
tion of the consultant’s activities with the various Town agencies involved. 


Financial Aid Programs 


A major effort was made by the Department to obtain financial assist- 
ance under two programs administered by the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Works: the Federal TOPICS (Traffic Operations Program to 
Increase Capacity and Safety) Program and the State Chapter 519 Program. 
Under the ‘TOPICS Program, Federal funds are available to pay up to 50 
percent of the cost of eligible projects on selected street systems in urban 
areas, while the Chapter 519 Program provides for re1mbursement by the 
State of up to 75 percent of the cost of projects aimed at improving high- 
accident locations. It is hoped that the majority of future ‘Town projects 
will be carried out under one of these two programs. 


Citizen Requests 


A major portion of the Department’s effort during 1969 was devoted 
to investigating locations, conditions and trafic regulations in response to 
written requests from citizens. It is estimated these activities accounted to 
somewhere between one-quarter to one-half of the Department’s time and 
efforts. 


Traffic Advisory Board 


Six meetings were held of the Traffic Advisory Board during the year 
to discuss various plans and proposals under consideration by the Traffic 
Department. ‘This Board, which consists of ‘Town officials and a citizen 
member who formerly comprised the Traffic Commission, gives valuable 
advice and assistance to the Department in traffic-related matters. 


Projects Underway 


In addition to the continuing activities and projects previously de- 
scribed, the Department had an end-of-year backlog of almost one hundred 
projects or requests for action which, in most instances, have not yet been 
completed due to insufficient staffing of the Department. It is hoped that 
the Department’s request for additional staff assistance included in the 
1970 budget request will be granted in order that the Department will be 
able to serve the ‘l’own more effectively and expeditiously. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Rosert W.'lT’AyLor, Commissioner 
Francis E. Focerty, Chief of Department 


During the year there were 2,280 alarms; 74 more than in 1968. Of 
the 2,280 alarms, 810 were bell alarms, compared with 2,206 in the preced- 
ing year and 1,470 were still alarms. There were 10 two-alarm fires, 5 three- 
alarm fires and 2 four-alarm fires. Among the alarms answered, 249 were 
from Boston Boxes and 16 from Newton Boxes. 


The Department responded to 26 emergencies, 142 less than in 1968, 
of which 152 were for the use of our resuscitators. 
The estimated fire loss was $1,024,304 or $201,443 more than in 1968. 


During the past year the Fire Prevention Division has been accelerated 
and expanded under the command of a Deputy Fire Chief and the results 
of this program have proven extremely satisfactory. 


Twenty-five members of the department are again enrolled in the 
Mass. Bay Community College at Watertown, Massachusetts. 


The ‘Training Program under the command of the ‘Training Officer 
has adopted many innovations in the field of firefighting and many more 
improvements are anticipated. 


As a result of shorter hours and the filling of vacancies, twenty-two 
new men have been instructed at the Training School, of which eleven com- 
pleted the full course and eleven completed the basic course. 


During 1969 the Wire Division placed in service 29,460 ft. of multi- 
conductor cable, 10 street boxes and 9 master boxes. Emergency Code/Phone 
boxes were installed this year in our business districts and we note an 
increase in their use by the citizens. During 1969 the majority of the mul- 
tiple alarm fires were received on Fire Department lines. 


INSPECTIONS 


There were 10,043 inspections made in 1969 compared with 9,825 
in 1968.

‘There were two civil cases in which the Building Department was 
involved. 


Code Enforcement continues to require a considerable part of the time 
of the Department along with the obtaining of evidence for enforcement 
of the unrelated persons Zoning Amendment. These activities, with inspec- 
tions for the Rent Review and Grievance Board are bringing about the 
necessity for some increase in the staff. 


In order to obtain evidence relative to unrelated persons, night inspec- 
tions are required since entry and contact in the daytime is seldom produc- 
tive. The registrations for claiming nonconformity of more than two unre- 
lated persons amounted to 840 with 105 registrations received after August 
18, 1969 (60 days after effective date). The registrations have been indexed 
and filed by the departmental office staff. ‘The unrelated persons’ amend- 
ment and the cases prosecuted have resulted in a trend of less rampant 
violations. 


There has been intense work done on revising the Building Code by the 
Consultant as a result of comments submitted by the Special Committee 
to Review the Building Code. It is expected a draft will be submitted suit- 
able to be presented for adoption in 1970. 


Lodging houses, convalescent homes and places of public assembly 
were inspected for conformance to safety requirements. 


‘The forty-two town owned buildings under jurisdiction of this depart- 
ment were maintained and repaired, 
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The Building Department rendered inspecting and clerical service to 
the Building Commission in connection with Coolidge Corner Library 
Additions and Alterations, and at present the restoration of the High School 
Library after the fire.

The Board of Examiners met eleven times during 1969. The eleven 
meetings consumed over 500 man-hours of work on the part of its mem- 
bers in the investigation and personal interview of 42 applicants. Of the 
applicants 38 received new licenses and of these, five received license certi- 
fications lower than that which had been requested. During the year 189 
licenses were renewed. 


In 1969, $847.00 was received in fees for licenses and a total of $490.00 
was reimbursed to the Board and to the Clerk.

The Health and Safety Committee continued to act as the advisory 
and inspectional agency of the Board of Selectmen in the licensing of 
lodging houses, open-air parking spaces, and other premises. It has also 
investigated and reported on health and safety matters referred to it by 
the Board of Selectmen or by citizen complaint. It has considered many 
problems involving joint responsibility by two or more of the departments 
represented. 


The major emphasis of this year’s activities was bringing about com- 
pliance with the new lodging house regulations of 1968 which became 
effective January 1, 1969. Most of the 81 licensees have met most of the 
required changes during the report year. Lt. William Stewart, the Health 
and Safety Committee agent, has reported that all 68 of the private lodging 
houses have installed the new emergency lighting required. ‘The 13 dormi- 
tories and other public buildings already had the required emergency light- 
ing. The major problem with which the Committee had the most complaints 
was the installation of fire locks for access rooms to fire escapes. Also there 
has been some delay in the installation of newly required electrical facilities, 
however, this has not been entirely the fault of the operators. Only two 
lodging houses were referred to the Board of Selectmen for hearing for 
non-compliance of management regulations throughout the year. All dormi- 
tories and fraternities complied with the installation of sprinklers and fire 
alarm systems. 


The Agent visited each of the 68 private lodging houses to bring them 
into compliance. In almost every instance follow-up visits were necessary. 
These ranged from one to 17. 


Each of the thirteen licenses for dormitories and fraternities covers 
from one to five structures. Each of these structures requires an average of 
four inspections twice a year. 
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Nineteen nursing and rest homes were covered during 1969. Each was 
visited an average of eight times. 


Bringing the 72 open-air parking areas into compliance with the regula- 
tions before licensure on May | occupied the major part of the Agent’s time 
during March and April.

Minahan, Director of the Sanitation Division and Richard A. Kirby, Direc- 
tor of the Highway Division. The Directors are to serve for the ensuing year 
under the Commissioner of Public Works, Leo D. Picardi.

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


Services were performed by the Engineering Division, in accordance 
with ‘Town By-Laws, for the following Departments and Commissions: 
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Assessors’ Department 


The yearly revision of the Assessors’ plans to show subdivision of 
property, changes in ownership and alterations to existing structures were 
processed. The cubical contents of all new construction were computed for 
the Assessors’ records. 


Building Department 


Field surveys were done on all new construction and alterations to 
existing buildings to verify their compliance with zoning by-law require- 
ments and decisions of the Board of Appeals. ‘The Division implements the 
requirements of the ‘Town drainlayers’ regulations by issuing permits for 
the installation and sewer and drain connections to buildings, the locations 
of which are on file in the Division’s records as well as pertinent data which 
is available to the property owners. Numerous plans for parking areas were 
reviewed to insure proper surface drainage as a prerequisite before issuance 
of a permit for their construction. 


Park and Recreation Departments 


The Engineering Division, at the request of the Park and Recreation 
Department, designs and prepares contracts and supervises construction for 


improvements to their facilities. The following ghia were processed 
during 1969: 


Driveway resurfacing and reconstruction of Park Service Yard at 
Netherlands Road. 


Resurfacing Lawrence School Playground. 
Reconstruction of Eliot Path at the Heath School. 
Fence erection and painting at various locations. 


Studies were made for park improvements at the following locations: 
Dwight Square, St. Marks Square, Sabine lot, and Amory Fieldhouse. 


Planning Board 


The Director of Engineering regularly attends meetings of the Planning 
Board to serve as liaison between the Planning Board and the Commissioner 
of Public Works. Numerous referrals to the Division from the Board were 
processed in their engineering aspects. During the year all divisional file 
information and related services were made available to the Board and its 
Resident Planners. 


Police Department 


Close liaison is maintained between the Police ‘Trafic Bureau and the 
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Division’s ‘Trafic Engineer in matters of traffic and parking control. Plans 
were prepared for the Police for court presentation, as required. 


Highway Division 


‘Typical services provided to the Highway Division in the course of the 
year include: Measurements made for the contract of street line painting, 
road patching, and sidewalk repairs; grades given for new curb and sidewalk 
installations, driveway openings, and other street maintenance work; tech- 
nical review and design of street lighting improvements and alterations, as 
well as other measurements, as required. 


Chapter 90 


The Engineering Division maintains the fiscal control of the Chapter 
90 Road program, it prepares preliminary estimates and compiles other data 
necessary for the Commissioner of Public Works in making his requests to 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Works for the allocation of funds. 


In this program, the preparation of contracts and the supervision of 
construction is a function of the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works under the direction of Mr. Kenneth Brown, District Engineer for 
District 8. The ‘Town works closely with the District Engineer’s office to 
provide an excellent program of street reconstruction and maintenance. 


This year a contract for the resurfacing and sidewalk reconstruction of 
Summit Avenue, Grove Street and Independence Drive was completed. 


Plans are complete, and it is expected that the reconstruction of Babcock 
Street will take place early in 1970. 


Requests have been submitted to the Massachusetts Commissioners of 
Public Works and the Norfolk County Commissioners for the reconstruc- 
tion of ‘l’appan Street and South Street. 


Chapter 616 


‘The remaining funds for Highway construction under this chapter were 
expended for street reconstruction in the Mass. E-3 Neighborhood Improve- 
ment Program. 


Town Clerk 


Laying out documents and record plans were prepared for land takings 
and water and sewer easements in various locations. 
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At the direction of the Board of Selectmen, the Division worked closely 
with the ‘Town Clerk to prepare a revised precinct map that would readjust 
and equalize the voting population of each precinct. 


Selectmen 


The Division, under the direction of the Commissioner of Public 
Works, coordinates and implements Federally Aided Public Improvements 
under the Mass. E-3 Neighborhood Improvements Program, and the WSI1- 
22-0177 Sewer and Drain Separation Program. 


The Sewer Program 


Prepared plans and supervised construction of a 300 foot sewer in 
Marion Street, and an 800 foot sewer in Griggs Road. Worked with the 
Town Consultants, Metcalf & Eddy, for sewer construction in Kent Street 
and in Bowker Street as well as coordinated and assisted in the design pro- 
gram for sewer and drain contracts in Harvard Street, Harvard Avenue, 
Auburn Street, Harris Street, Vernon Street, Beals Street, Gibbs Street, 
Perry Street, ‘Voxteth Street, Linden Street and Linden Place. 


Mass. E-3 Neighborhood Improvement Program 


Street reconstruction work under this program started in 1967 to date. 
Almost one million dollars has been expended on contracts for street im- 
provements and tree planting. ‘The Engineering Division prepares the plans . 
and specifications and supervised construction. Last summer work was 
started and completed on most of the following streets: Kenwood Street, 
Russell Street, Verndale Street, Mason Terrace, Short Street, Marion Street, 
Vernon Street, Park Street, Griggs Road, Griggs ‘Terrace, Coolidge Street, 
Thorndike Street and a part of Gibbs Street. Reconstruction of the Win- 
chester Path Walkways and Steps was completed this year and the Edison 
Company installed new lights. 


Brookline Redevelopment Authority 


Information was made available to the consultants for the Redevelop- 
ment Authority for their work in connection with the Marsh Redevelop- 
ment. 


Site plans for the Marsh Redevelopment Project, Hearthstone Build- 
ing were reviewed, 


School Department 


At the request of the Building Commissioner, a topographic plan was 
prepared of the new Pierce School Site. ‘The complete topography of the 
Library, ‘Town Hall and Health Center area was included as this area is 
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continually under study and subject to proposals of several departments and 
requests for bit portions of the same are continually being made. 


Land taking surveys and plans were made for the new Pierce School 
site, the Park School property and the School Street lot taken for parking 
purposes. 


Traffic and Parking 


‘The Commissioner of Public Works attended all the meetings of the 
Traffic Advisory Board. 


A contract was awarded for the Modification of ‘Traffic Control Signals 
at Beacon Street at Carlton Street, Carlton Street at Monmouth Street, 
Harvard Street at School Street and Aspinwall Avenue, Longwood Avenue 
and Kent Street and Pleasant Street at Freeman Street. 


Other Work 


‘The design and contract plans have been prepared for New ‘Traffic 
Control Signals at Beacon Street M.B.T.A. car stop (St. Mary’s Street), 
Mountfort Street at St. Mary’s Street and St. Paul Street at Freeman Street. 


Field surveys and plans are being prepared for the Modification of 
‘Trafic Control Signals at Beacon Street at Washington Street, Indepen- 
dence Drive at Russett Road, Chestnut Hill Avenue at Dean Road and 
Aspinwall Avenue at Kent Street. 


An interconnect cable was installed for the interconnection of the Park 
Drive Signals in Boston with the Beacon Street system in Brookline. 


Estimate for roadway reconstruction involved in the Modification of 
the Washington Square intersection. 


Various field surveys and drawings for State permits. 
Assisting in the moving and setting up of the ‘Trafic Counters. 


Design, estimating, coordinating and layout plans for the North Brook- 
line ‘Trafic Diversion Plan.

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HIGHWAY DIVISION 


The Highway Division performed under its regular services in connec- 
tion with various activities and functions under its jurisdiction, which are 
principally as follows: maintenance of roadways and sidewalks, sewers and 
drains, street cleaning, traffic control, street lighting, snow plowing and 
removal, and repair of all Town vehicles with the exception of Water, Park, 
Forestry and Fire Departments, and the garaging of all Highway vehicles.

The maintenance of existing traffic and street signs, meter posts, etc., 
was continued and on orders from the Trafic Advisory new signs and 
meter posts were erected and white line markings painted. ‘The painting of 
center lines and lane lines was done under the contract with the Safety Line 
Marking, Inc. Other roadway markings were done by our regular crews. 


During 1969 Brookline had approximately 74.5 inches of snowfall. The 
forecasting of storms and other unusual weather conditions was provided 
under the agreement with the Northeast Weather Service. 


The main streets are cleaned every day and all others once a week, ex- 
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cept when snow and ice conditions prevail. Four power sweepers, one flusher 
and six section men are used in this activity. Leaf removal is provided for 
with two suction-type removers supplemented by trucks and loaders for fall 
cleanup work. 


Cooperation with the Brookline Community Council was continued 
in the emptying and repairing of the 85 litter baskets located throughout the 
‘Town. 


Sewers and drains were rodded and cleaned on a regular schedule and 
blocks in main lines cleared. Catch basin cleaning was performed on a 
regular basis. 


The construction of driveway openings as petitioned for by property 
owners was performed by regular highway crews. This work included the 
removal of curbing when required, the installation of new curbing and the 
placing of asphalt or concrete aprons,

Highway Division statistics on the work accomplished during the year 
on sidewalks, street cleaning, snow removal, trafhc lines and signs, catch 
basins cleaned, permits issued, equipment owned and operated are available 
at the Public Works office for review by any interested persons. 


SANITATION DIVISION 


A low bid in the amount of $3,930 for a three month trial of a refuse 
bag system in the Fisher Hill section of Brookline was received from St. 
Regis Paper Company. The plan allowed for residents to dispose of burn- 
able and non-burnable waste materials as well as garbage in paper sacks 
instead of barrels. 
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‘The new system eliminates: garbage and refuse collection cans — a 
breeding ground for insects; litter associated with refuse collections; back 
door garbage collections and return trips to the curb with metal containers 
at the vehicle hopper. 


‘The study started on September 29, 1969 and ended on December 22, 
1969. ‘The results of the trial are presently being analyzed to determine the 
increased efficiency which is needed in the critical sanitary refuse collection 
area. As soon as the results of this study are available they will, along with a 
recommendation for appropriate action, be forwarded to the Board of 
Selectmen. 


Dumping space for non-burnable rubbish still remains critical. How- 
ever, if the new disposable sack system proves feasible and is adopted this 
crucial condition could be alleviated because the new method of collection 
provides for burning the non-burnable with burnable rubbish and garbage 
with the exception of large and bulky objects.

WATER DIVISION 


The functions of the former Water Advisory Board were carried out by 
the Commissioner of Public Works, Leo D. Picardi, and the Director of the 
Water Division, Paul ‘I’. Clancy. Regular meetings are scheduled on the last 
Thursday of each month. 


During the year warrants for the commitment of water rates, extension 
and maintenance charges were filed with the Town ‘Treasurer and Collector, 
Neil Nevergelt, as follows:

The regular maintenance and service programs were carried out as 
usual. An increase in the number of poor pressure complaints was again 
noted. ‘This is mainly due to rust accumulation in old service lines and addi- 
tional demands being placed on old undersized services. It was also noted 
that there was an increase in the number of service pipe leaks both in the 
streets and within private property lines. This increase is the result of 
deterioration of the older service pipes. In addition, an increase was logged 
of damage to fire hydrants mainly due to auto accidents. 


Contract work approved under Article 33 of the 1969 ‘Town Meeting 
for installation of new mains and appurtenances was designed and prepared 
for public bidding on two occasions. However, upon receipt of the bid 
prices, they were found to be extremely high compared with past work done 
and if awarded, would exceed the funds available. It was then deemed advis- 
able to recommend to the Board of Selectmen that the bids should be 
rejected and to readvertise in the early spring of 1970, hopefully to attract 
more favorable prices. 
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An abandoned 20-inch low service water main on Grove Street from 
the intersection of Newton Street to the West Roxbury Parkway was con- 
verted to high service and tied into a new 12-inch main installed from the 
Parkway to an existing 12-inch main in South Street was accomplished by 
Water Division forces. ‘The utilization of this previously abandoned 20-inch 
main resulted in a net savings of $110,000 to the ‘Town. 


This completed main now in service greatly increases the present and 
future fire demands for all of this area to the Boston line and is within keep- 
ing with the recommendations of our Consulting Engineers Water Study 
of 1964. 


Other work performed by the Water Division includes: 


(a) Installation of valves on six ungated hydrants, all located on 
heavily traveled streets in the Town. 

(b) Installation of three insertion valves on hydrants and main lines 
where mains could not be taken out of service. 

(c) Renewal of all of the Water Services from our main to the curb 
stop on Bowker and Kent Streets after installation of a new sewer 
and prior to the complete resurfacing of all these streets. 

(d) Installation of an alarm system in connection with our Tank and 
Reservoir telemeter receivers located at our Emerald Street shops 
to alert our personnel on all low and high water conditions in our 
storage facilities. 

(e) Draining and cleaning of our High Service Spheroidal Water Tank 
at Singletree Hill in accordance with the contract awarded to In- 
terstate Painting Company of Pennsylvania for a final inspection 
of the surfaces sandblasted and painted one year ago.

The establishment of a Planning Department by the ‘Town Meeting 
in March, 1968, has strengthened considerably the ability of the Board to 
fulfill its two primary functions: 


1. to prepare comprehensive plans and policies to guide the long range 
development of the ‘Town; 


2. to provide advice, information and coordination on an increasingly 
complex range of ‘Town development programs and problems, both 
immediate and long-range. 


Mr. John E. Woodward, Jr. was appointed Planning Director by the 
Board of Selectmen, effective July 1, 1968. With his staff, which includes 
two full-time and two part-time planners, he has been available to other 
department heads and ‘Town boards on a daily basis for technical assistance 
and the coordination essential to the orderly consideration and resolution 
of planning questions. Professor John 'T. Howard, whose firm provided 
the ‘Town planning services and staff from 1956 to 1968, has been retained 
as a consultant on an individual basis. 


The Planning Board recognizes the fulfillment of its role requires not 
only the cooperation and assistance of other ‘Town Departments, but also 
the understanding and support of an informed citizenry. ‘Uhe recommenda- 
tions of the Council for Planning and Renewal, as well as the ‘Taxpayers 
Association, the League of Women Voters, the Advisory Committee repre- 
sentative, and neighborhood groups have stimulated and encouraged the 
Planning Board in its discussions of revisions of the zoning by-law, methods 
of encouraging better building and site design, the creation of moderate 
income housing, and problems of appropriate densities, floor area ratios, 
and land use in general. ‘he neighborhood meetings sponsored by the 
Council for Planning and Renewal have been particularly helpful in the 
matters of the Central Garage, the Lawton Street Playground, and traffic 
patterns in North Brookline. 
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With increasing frequency, representatives of the Planning Board and 
staff have, both on their own initiative and in response to invitation, par- 
ticipated in conferences and meetings with other ‘Town Boards to make 
proposals and consider inter-related questions of schools, playgrounds, park- 
ing, parks, housing, renewal, etc. Since we believe that the participation of 
informed ‘Town Meeting members is important to rational and effective 
planning decisions, the Planning Board has recommended to the Board of 
Selectmen that notices of Board of Appeals hearings in cases involving sub- 
stantive issues of land use be sent to ‘Town Meeting members within the 
Precincts concerned. 


COMPREHENSIVE PLAN 


During the year, the Planning Board prepared a draft of the preliminary 
revision of the Comprehensive Plan, which was first adopted in 1959. Major 
revisions in a comprehensive plan are necessary approximately every ten 
years as achievements are made and as new problems arise. In particular, 
the Community Renewal Program, started in 1963 and completed in 1969, 
provided a large amount of new information and was influential in chang- 
ing the emphasis of the ‘Town’s goals and objectives. 


‘The revised land development proposals have put a strong emphasis 
both upon encouraging the development of high density commercial and 
residential space to strengthen the ‘l'own’s tax base and upon the provision 
of new housing for low and moderate income families. Zoning amendments 
reflecting the land development goals will be presented to ‘Town Meeting 
some time in 1970. Revised proposals for community facilities were drafted 
after consultation with the various ‘Town agencies. ‘he draft also includes 
new sections on environmental and other major urban problems. 


The Planning Board anticipates a period of public discussion of the 
preliminary revision of the Comprehensive Plan prior to preparation and 
adoption by the Board of a final plan. ‘This procedure was used by the 
Planning Board prior to the adoption of the initial Comprehensive Plan. 


ANNUAL IMPLEMENTATION ACTIVITIES 


The Board’s activities are influenced by the Comprehensive Plan. Its 
proposals are implemented by a number of major tools, including three 
involving the Planning Board directly: the Capital Improvements Program, 
the Zoning By-law, and the Subdivision Control Law. 


Capital Improvements Program 


The Capital Improvements Program is prepared annually covering a 
six-year period in cooperation with the Executive Secretary and other ‘Town 
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agencies. ‘he Program considers the recommendations set forth in the 
Comprehensive Plan and provides a detailed year-to-year schedule of proj- 
ects. The CIP report is distributed to Town Meeting Members and all 
other ‘Town agencies as well as civic groups and individuals. Current projects 
are voted on annually by the Town Meeting. In addition to the overall 
Capital Improvements Program, the Planning Board works closely with 
other Town agencies on their individual projects. ‘The major ones considered 
this year are discussed in subsequent parts of this report. 


Subdivision Control Law 


Under the state Subdivision Control Law, the Planning Board must 
approve all divisions of land where a new street is to be created. Subdivision 
review is intended to insure well-planned developments that will harmonize 
with the surrounding neighborhoods and that have adequate streets and 
other facilities. Revised subdivision regulations were adopted in 1968 and 
include a requirement for underground wiring. In 1969, the Board approved 
the final plat of the Forest Street subdivision. Also, the Board reviewed many 
plats which did not require subdivision approval. 


Zoning By-law 


The Zoning By-law is the principal instrument for maintaining and 
guiding the development of private land according to the land use policies 
set forth in the Comprehensive Plan. ‘This year several amendments to the 
By-law were voted by the 1969 ‘Town Meeting, including an amendment 
limiting to two the number of unrelated persons who may occupy an 
apartment or house. Regulations on the amount of usable open space and 
the number of cars parked on a lot were also tightened, particularly in 
single and two family districts, in order to prevent yards from being paved 
over to accommodate excessive numbers of cars. 


The Planning Department reviewed with the Building Department 
many applications for building permits for compliance with the Zoning 
By-law. Some of the proposals were also extensively reviewed by the 
Planning Board, particularly with reference to site layout, parking, circula 
tion and servicing. 


Of these applications, a record number of 67 went before the Board 
of Appeals: 16 required special permits only, 35 were for variances, and 
16 involved both variances and special permits. ‘The Planning Board sub- 
mitted reports on all these cases to the Board of Appeals to aid in judging 
the application and in determining special conditions and safeguards. 


Major cases reviewed included proposals for a 51 unit apartment at 80 
Pleasant Street, revised plans for a 101 unit apartment at 1501 Beacon 
Street Brandon Hall site), plans for a 195 unit motel at 800 Commonwealth 
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Avenue, three drive-in banks, a nursing home expansion on Summit Ave- 
nue, a medical office building at Putterham Circle, and a chronic hospital 
on Cypress Street at Brington Road. 


All requests for rehearsings before the Board of Appeals within a period 
of two years of the original denial must, by state statute, be approved by the 
Planning Board. In 1969 one such case came before the Planning Board and 
was allowed. 


AREA STUDIES 
Coolidge Corner 


As part of its Comprehensive Plan studies, the Board has been con- 
sidering the possibility of more intensive development at Coolidge Corner. 
As part of this study, the Planning Department assisted the Traffic Director 
in a development and parking study of the Coolidge Corner Area. The 
study was undertaken to ascertain the existing demand for parking spaces 
in the area with regard to land use, commercial and residential floor areas, 
and the projected parking demand and supply in the future. ‘The Board 
hopes to undertake an urban design study of the Coolidge Corner area 
in 1970. 


North Brookline 


A study involving the North Brookline neighborhood was undertaken 
jointly by the Planning Department, Department of Traffic and Parking and 
the Department of Public Works in order to limit the amount of through 
trafic in the neighborhood. Alternative schemes were proposed to the 
neighborhood, and a feasible solution was approved by the Board of Select- 
men. ‘This plan will be implemented on a trial basis in the coming months. 
A permanent solution is expected to evolve from the trial period. 


High School-Cypress Playground 


The need for improvement to Cypress Playground and expanded 
athletic facilities for the High School prompted a restudy of the area with 
regard to future space needs. An overall plan has been developed in co- 
operation with the Department of ‘Traffic and Parking, the Park and Recre- 
ation Division and the Department of Public Works. ‘lhe Park and Recre- 
ation Commission, Planning Board and School Committee have approved 
the concept. A more detailed study of staging and cost estimates will be 
undertaken in the coming year, involving proposals for the playground, 
parking, street changes, and future school needs. 


Brookline Village 


The Planning Board has participated in several studies concerning 
Brookline Village. ‘The ‘Town has engaged a consultant to study traffic 
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problems in the area. ‘The Redevelopment Authority has undertaken an 
urban design study to tie together development in the Marsh with the 
rest of the Village and to consider possibilities for the Kent-Station and 
Cameron areas. ‘Through its staff and consultants, the Board has been asked 
to coordinate the plans for the new Pierce School and the Main Library 
addition. 


COMMUNITY IMPROVEMENT AND HOUSING 


Community Renewal Program 


‘The Community Renewal Program is designed to define the renewal 
needs of Brookline for the next ten years and to outline programs to prevent, 
arrest, and eliminate deterioration and blight. ‘he final CRP report has 
been approved by the Selectmen and is being printed. The CRP, like the 
Comprehensive Plan, is a continuous process. ‘The Planning Board is repre- 
sented at the policy level on the CRP Steering Committee, and the Depart- 
ment is represented at the staff level on the ‘Technical Committee. 


Urban Renewal 


The Planning Board continued to work with the Redevelopment Au- 
thority on the Marsh project, particularly on the detailed plans for the 
moderate income housing development, and on the proposed Harvard- 
Aspinwall project. 


Code Enforcement Program 


The Department helped prepare the application for a new code en- 
forcement program for the Washington Square area. ‘This will be the second 
code enforcement program undertaken in the Town, the first being the 
Coolidge Corner area. The purpose of the program is to arrest neighbor- 
hood deterioration by providing both Federal and ‘Town funds for inspec- 
tion and rehabilitation of private property and public street improvements. 


Housing 


The Board continued to assist the Housing Authority in its search 
for sites for housing, particularly for families with large numbers of chil- 
dren. ‘The Board is represented by Hamilton Coolidge on the Housing 
Study Committee, a special committee appointed by the Selectmen to 
study housing needs, priorities, and applicable programs in the ‘Town. 


Parks and Recreation 


The Planning Board has continued to work with the Park and Recrea- 
tion Commission on plans for improvement of ‘Town parks and playgrounds, 
including the Cypress Playground. 
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The study of Larz Anderson Park by consultants Michael Everett and 
Richard Untermann was completed and has served as a guide for the 
Board in considering several specific proposals at the Park, including the 
proposed park maintenance building and the proposed expansion of the 
Antique Auto Museum. The site and landscape plan for the Putterham 
School was prepared by consultant Jeffry Gilbert, and a substantial por- 
tion of the work has been completed by the Park Division. 


Proposals for the Lawton Street Playground will be pursued upon reso- 
lution of the North Brookline street pattern referred to previously. 


The Board has participated in program and physical planning for the 
proposed Brookline Avenue Center, which involves many ‘Town agencies. 


Schools 


The Board has continued to work with the School Committee on pro- 
posals for rebuilding or expanding school facilities, particularly the new 
Pierce School and the High School - Cypress Playground area. 


Central Garage 


The Board continued to work with the Selectmen, the Department of 
Public Works, the Council for Planning and Renewal, and other inter- 
ested groups in the search for a satisfactory location for a new Central 
Garage to house all DPW equipment and maintenance functions. 


TRAFFIC AND PARKING STUDIES 


The Planning Board and Department have worked closely with the 
Director of ‘Traffic and Parking, as indicated in several previous sections of 
this report. ‘The Board is represented by William Mehegan on the ‘Traffic 
Advisory Board. 


The Planning and Traffic Directors have attended meetings and re- 
viewed reports on the MBT'A Central Area Systems Study which involves 
all transit lines in Brookline. Final recommendations by the consultants 
for the MBTA are expected early in 1970. 


The ‘Town, represented by the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, 
the Planning Director and the ‘Traffic Director, participated in two regional 
studies related to the Inner Belt. The first study, ‘Task A, is a projection 
and assignment of 1990 traffic in the region, with and without the construc- 
tion of the Inner Belt. ‘he communities affected, including Brookline, 
submitted population and employment projections which form the basis 
for the traffic projections made by a consultant for the Massachusetts De- 
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partment of Public Works. The consultant’s report is expected to be pub- 
lished early in 1970. ‘The ‘Town also participated in the initial discussions 
of ‘Task B, a joint design team study of the design of the Inner Belt and 
nearby development, which is expected to begin early in 1970. ‘Vhe design 
team, consisting of engineers, architects, planners, economists, sociologists 
and other professionals as needed, is expected to work closely with com- 
munities and local groups affected by the Inner Belt. 


The Planning Department has continued to assist the Health and 
Safety Committee in reviewing the design for licensed off-street parking 
lots. 


ORGANIZATION 


The Planning Board organized for the year re-electing William J. 
Geddis as chairman and William D. Mehegan as secretary. ‘The Board noted 
with regret the resignation of Francis W. Capper, a Planning Board mem- 
ber since 1958. The Board of Selectmen appointed Mrs. Ellen S. Heller, 
chairman of the Council for Planning and Renewal in 1967 and 1968, to 
fill the vacancy and reappointed Hamilton Coolidge for a five-year term. 


The Board held 14 regular meetings and 1 special meeting this year 
as well as a number of conferences with the Selectmen and other town 
agencies including the Park and Recreation Commission, the Redevelop- 
ment Authority, the School Committee, and the Council for Planning 
and Renewal. In addition to the Planning Consultant, John T. Howard, 
and staff, R. E. ‘Thompson and Reid Charles, Administrative Assistants to 
the Executive Secretary, and Richard Fairbank, Director of the Engineer- 
ing Division of the Department of Public Works, regularly attended the 
Planning Board meetings.

The Building Commission held fourteen meetings during 1969. Most 
of these meetings included representatives of using authorities of buildings 
under discussion and interested citizens. 


Mr. Robert W. Stokes was unanimously voted Chairman of the Com- 
mission on January 23, 1969. 


Renovations to the High School Quadrangle, Landscaping for High 
School Additions and the Physical Education Building were accepted as 
complete and satisfactory. 


Construction of the Additions and Alterations to the Coolidge Corner 
Branch Library was accepted November 22, 1969 as substantially com- 
pleted and official opening is planned for February 1970. Construction work 
progressed so that the library was closed only eleven days when walls were 
opened. 


As a result of a fire on November 14, 1969 in the High School Library, 
that destroyed books and furnishings with no structural damage, Smith, 
Sellew and Doherty, Architects were engaged to plan restoration of the 
fire damaged area. It is expected the plans for this work will be ready for 
bidding February 1, 1970. 


In selecting architects for Additions and Alterations to Heath, Lawrence 
and Runkle Schools and construction of a new Pierce School, the appropri- 
ation for which was approved by the 1969 Annual ‘Town Meeting, the com- 
mission interviewed thirty-six architectural firms at a series of unusual 
public meetings. ‘hese meetings were attended by representatives of the 
School Committee, school administrators, parents and citizens and school 
planning groups, all of whom participated in the discussions. As a result of 
these meetings William D. Warner of Providence, Rhode Island, together 
with John L. Davies and J. Robert Wolf of Cambridge were selected as 
architects for the Pierce School. A consortium of the firms of Smith, Sellew 
and Doherty of Boston and Ashley, Myer and Smith of Cambridge were 
selected to prepare plans for the Additions and Alterations to the Heath, 
Lawrence and Runkle Schools. Contracts were signed with William D. 
Warner, John L. Davies and J. Robert Wolf d/b/a the Associated Archi- 
tects on November 3, 1969 and planning has progressed on schedule. 
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Prelimiary investigations by Smith, Sellew and Doherty showed that 
architectural services for Heath, Lawrence and Runkle School Additions 
and Alterations would cost approximately double the amount voted by 
Town Meeting because of the specifications laid down by the School Com- 
mittee. When informed of this situation the Commission directed the 
architect to suspend work, pending approval of the increased costs and 
changed design by the ‘Town Meeting. Approval of $16,638.38 for these 
investigations was voted by the Commission.

During the year 1969 the Board of Appeals held seventy-four public 
hearings, sixty-two of which involved the Zoning By-Law, four involved the 
Building Code, and eight involved both Zoning and Building. 


Three applications for modification of a previous decision were re- 
ceived. ‘I'wo of these were heard and allowed. The third was denied without 
a public hearing. In thirty-two cases, zoning variances were allowed, two of 
them being limited as to time; and in fifteen cases such variances were de- 
nied or withdrawn. In thirty-two cases, special permits under the Zoning 
By-Law were allowed, two of which were temporary; and in nine cases spe- 
cial permits were denied or withdrawn. 


In seven cases Building Code variances were allowed, and in four cases 
denied. Three of those allowed were limited as to time. One case heard was 
still under consideration at the end of the year. 


‘T'wo cases previously appealed to the court were dismissed by agree- 
ment during the year, and one was withdrawn. No decision of the Board 
was overruled in the current year. 


The members of the Board were saddened when Mr. Lowenberg’s 
services as a respected member of the Board came to an end upon his sudden 
death on March 13, 1969. Associate Member Russell W. Ambach was 
appointed to succeed him.

ORGANIZATION 


‘The Redevelopment Authority consists of five members, four of whom 
are elected in ‘own election, for rotating five-year terms. The fifth member 
is appointed for a five-year term by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
Department of Community Affairs. 


ANNUAL ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


The annual election of officers of the Brookline Redevelopment Au- 
thority took place at the Regular Meeting on Monday, April 28, 1969. 
Officers elected were as follows: Maurice F. Childs, Chairman; Herbert K. 
Bremner, Vice Chairman; William H. Burke, Treasurer; David E. Alper, 
Assistant ‘Treasurer. 


THE FARM PROJECT (UR MASS. 15-1) 


1969 marked the successful completion of the 22 million dollar Brook 
House complex consisting of four high-rise buildings containing 768 apart- 
ments, 900 underground parking spaces, swimming pool, tennis courts and 
commercial space. The complex has almost 100% occupancy. In 1970, the 
first full year of its completion, the ‘Town should receive $750,000 in taxes 
from Brook House alone. Prior to urban renewal, the ‘Town received only 
$54,000 from the entire Farm Project area. 


The 'Town’s contribution to the net project costs of the Farm Project 
consisted of $439,414 in cash and $478,313 in non-cash credits. Thus within 
one year of its completion the Farm Project will return to the ‘Town in 
taxes an amount greater than the ‘Town’s total cash contribution to Project 
costs. 


More important than its economic success is the fact that the Farm 
Project is receiving national recognition for its enlightened social planning. 
The Farm Project is the first economically integrated project in the country 
containing high income, moderate income and low income apartments 
side by side on the same site. About half of the original Farm residents 
have been relocated into the new low and moderate income housing units. 
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Most of these families and individuals moved directly into their new 
homes as the result of a staggered demolition program. ‘This below market 
moderate income housing complex was developed and organized under a 
cooperative form of ownership, the first of its kind in Massachusetts. 


Remaining to be completed is the pedestrian bridge over Washington 
Street connecting the Marsh and Farm Projects. Construction has been 
delayed in order to allow the northerly part of the bridge to be joined to the 
Combined Insurance Company complex now under construction. ‘This 
overpass will be constructed by the ‘Town which will be given a non-cash 
credit for its cost. 


In 1969 most of the construction work involved in correcting the prob- 
lem of spalling brick and efflorescence to the moderate income develop- 
ment was completed. As a result of these corrections, the interior space of 
the housing units was increased. Many feel that the repairs also improved 
the exterior appearance of the buildings. The cooperative corporation has 
entered into a settlement agreement in the amount of $97,000 with the 
developer and the architects involved in the construction of these build- 
ings. However, no settlement has been reached with the contractor and 
brick sub-contractor and the legal proceedings brought against these de- 
fendants is continuing and should be completed early in 1970.

THE MARSH PROJECT (MASS. R-37) 


‘The Marsh Urban Renewal Project is located in Brookline Village near 
the easterly ‘Town Boundary. The project consists of approximately 19 
acres of land and is comprised of varied land uses. 
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High Rise Office Complex By The 
Combined Insurance Company of America 


In January of 1969 the Authority approved the final plans and specifica- 
tions for the 5 million dollar office plaza complex to be built by the Com- 
bined Insurance Company of America. This development is located on the 
northwesterly boundary of the project near the intersection of the M.B.T.A. 
tracks and Washington Street. Groundbreaking ceremonies were held 
shortly thereafter. ‘The building, presently about one-half completed, will 
be finished toward the end of 1970. ‘The outlines of the complex are now 
beginning to take shape. ‘The development emphasizes a horizontal design 
around a large public plaza space upon which will be constructed a number 
of interesting shops and stores. ‘The architectural organization takes advan- 
tage of the sloping hill by stacking horizontal levels. ‘The two lower levels 
consist of parking; the plaza level provides a continuous frontage of retail 
stores and a large open public area; higher levels make up the office building 
part of the structure. Every effort has been made to give the Plaza, which 
will become the pedestrian center of the new Brookline Village Area, a 
rich, lively flavor. ‘The contractor is presently engaged in pouring the con- 
crete for the new theatre which will be at plaza level and which will provide 
activity both during the daytime and early evening. One of the most impor- 
tant aspects of this development is that it has been planned for and antici- 
pates similar new private and public renewal to the north and west. 


Moderate Income Housing Complex 


In May of 1969 the Authority presented to the public for review the 
preliminary plans for the 230 unit moderate income housing development 
to be constructed on Parcels R-1, R-2 and A-1] of the Marsh Urban Renewal 
Area. ‘The architects are Sert, Jackson and Associates. Jose Sert, the senior 
partner of the firm, is the Dean Emeritus of the Harvard School of Architec- 
ture... his will be the first moderate income housing air rights development 
in the United States outside of New York City. ‘The Authority has received 
$628,000 from the Federal Government to construct such a platform over 
the M.B.T.A. Riverside line. 


The site for this 5.85 acre housing development is located in the north- 
east portion of the Marsh area between Brookline Avenue and Kent Street. 
It is bordered on the northeast by the Brookline Avenue Playground and 
the Brookline Avenue Recreational Building and on the southeast by 
Emerald Street. ‘The Riverside line of the M.B.T.A. which cuts an angling 
swath through the site from northeast to southwest presented a major 
design problem for the architects. ‘The proposed air rights solution will not 
only eliminate this design problem but will reduce the hazard and nuisance 
of the transit line while uniting two areas of the ‘Town now separated by the 
M.B.T.A. tracks. 
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After a careful study of many alternatives, the architects and the Au- 
thority determined that the major building structure should be placed on 
top of the air rights platform. ‘This results in a very favorable orientation of 
the largest building toward the southeast and strengthens the economics of 
the development by allowing the air rights platform to also serve as part of 
the foundation for the housing. A high rise (apartment structure) is located 
toward the north end of the long building over the M.B.T.A. tracks. ‘The 
elevator of this building is placed to the northeast of the tracks in order to 
be conveniently accessible to the parking areas along Kent Street. ‘The 
tower units face the southeast for good orientation and an unobstructed 
view over the Brookline Avenue Playground. The other major part of the 
development parallels Brookline Avenue and the northeast property line 
bordering Brookline Avenue 


The internal space between the major structures is devoted to patio 
type low rise houses containing 4 to 5 bedrooms for large families. Each 
unit will contain its own private back yard and be almost a separate home. 
The tower building contains most of the one and two bedroom apartments 
which will be occupied by families without small children. Most three bed- 
room units are duplex units with internal stairs. Almost all three bedroom 
units are walk up apartments. All four and five bedroom units are at 
ground level in the patio row houses. Convenient walks will be installed for 
circulation throughout the site and for access to the playground and recrea- 
tion center to the northeast and to the station and shopping center to the 
southwest. 


The housing will serve as a major relocation resource for families who 
may be displaced as a result of the proposed nearby Cameron Urban Re- 
newal Project. In April of 1969 the Brookline Redevelopment Authority 
completed a survey of Cameron residents. ‘The survey indicated that it 
might be necessary to reserve 100 units of this housing for Cameron families. 


The housing complex will be developed as a cooperative and/or con- 
dominium apartment complex. Prior to making the decision on cooperative 
ownership, the Authority, early in 1969, polled the residents of the first 
cooperative organized by the Authority in the Farm Project area as to their 
views on cooperative housing. ‘This poll favored the cooperative form of 
ownership seven to one. 


M.B.T.A. 


In 1969 time and effort was expended by the Brookline Redevelop- 
ment Authority in negotiating with the M.B.T.A. concerning the design of 
the air rights platform upon which would be constructed the moderate in- 
come housing development. ‘The M.B.'T.A. was reluctant to approve the 
Authority's proposal for a 40 foot wide platform as it desired to keep open 
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an alternate route that might be used to connect the Riverside line to a 
hypothetical underground Huntington Avenue subway. The Huntington 
Avenue subway would only become a possibility if the M.B.T.A. were not 
able to acquire the old B & A railroad tracks along the Mass. Turnpike. The 
most logical and least expensive way to connect the Riverside line to Back 
Bay Station is via these old B & A railroad tracks. 


The Authority recently received a communication from the new Chair- 
man of the M.B.T.A., Robert Wood, permitting the Authority to proceed 
in large measure with the original plan. 


Although these lengthy negotiations delayed the construction of the 
moderate income housing for several months, their successful conclusion 
will allow the Authority to plan and build a much more functional and 
aesthetic housing complex. 


Urban Design 


In June of 1969 the Authority retained the services of Professor Wil- 
helm von Moltke, an internationally known urban design consultant, to 
advise the Authority in regard to drawing up an overall urban design concept 
for the Marsh Project and the surrounding Brookline Village Area. Dr. 
von Moltke is professor of Urban Design at Harvard University. During the 
latter part of 1969 a good deal of effort was put in by Professor von Moltke 
and the Authority in developing this concept. Recently Professor von Moltke 
presented to the Authority his preliminary ideas. ‘The Authority is presently 
working with the Town’s traffic consultants in an effort to refine these con- 
cepts. While it would be premature to set forth in detail the plan presented 
by von Moltke, the Authority is quite pleased with its major feature which 
incorporates midblock pedestrian circulation. If this concept is carried out, 
it would achieve a major breakthrough in urban development by separating 
the pedestrian and vehicular circulation in the urban structure. ‘The Com- 
bined Insurance Company complex established this pattern. ‘The internal 
pedestrian circulation system will be connected to public transportation at 
strategic points and will remove pedestrians from the danger zone of truck 
and other motor vehicles. Professor von Moltke’s study also recommends 
2 additional 12 story office buildings, a 200 room motel and a 500 car park- 
ing garage for the Marsh Project Area. This plan has yet to be approved by 
the Authority. If the concept becomes a reality, the Marsh Project may 
exceed the Farm Project in its increased tax return to the ‘Town. 


Town Meeting 


In March of 1969 the ‘Town Meeting approved important amendments 
to the Marsh Urban Renewal Plan proposed by the Authority. ‘These 
amendments increased the moderate income housing Reuse Parcel R-1 by 
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41,145 square feet. ‘his change will enable additional moderate income 
housing to be built on the site and will increase the development poten- 
tial for the adjoining residential parcels. ‘Three additional parcels of land 
were approved for acquisition. 


The 1969 ‘Town Meeting voted to raise and appropriate $274,057 for 
the purpose of defraying part of the development, acquisition and operating 
costs of the Marsh Urban Renewal Project. ‘Thereafter in 1969 the Author- 
ity amended the Loan and Grant Agreement between the Brookline Rede- 
velopment Authority and the Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment. ‘This amendment increased the ‘Town’s cash contribution toward this 
project from $416,642 to $685,902. ‘The capital grant authorized for the 
Marsh Project was also increased by $1,130,301 to a total of $2,866,085 and 
the loan authorization to a total of $3,498,985. 


As a result of this revision to the Loan and Grant contract, the Redevel- 
opment Authority will receive an additional $690,000 to install two separate 
and independent sewerage and storm water systems. ‘Ihe original budget 
provided only $15,700 for this purpose. ‘The Redevelopment Authority, 
therefore, will now be able to construct a portion of the proposed new 
Village Brook storm relief conduit running from the vicinity of Strathmore 
Road to Muddy River. It is estimated that the cost of construction of the 
portion of this conduit running through the Marsh Project will be $588,000. 
In 1969 the Authority devoted considerable time and effort trying to work 
out suitable alternate utility plans for the area in order to allow execution 
of presently planned projects to go ahead and at the same time not impede 
future planning of new improvements. 


The Redevelopment Authority, as a result of this revision, will also be 
able to expend $92,000 for the reconstruction of improved water systems 
within the Marsh area. The Metcalf & Eddy master water plan for the Town 
calls for the installation by the Town of the above facilities in the near 
future. ‘he Authority is pleased that it will now not be necessary for the 
‘Town to appropriate funds for these improvements. 


The new grant authorization will provide the Authority with additional 
funds with which to make a number of other important and needed expen- 
ditures. One of the most important of these concerns the construction of a 
platform over the M.B.T.A. tracks, upon which can be built badly needed 
moderate income housing, 


Acquisition and Relocation 


‘The Authority’s property acquisition has been operating successfully 
due in large measure to realistic appraisals and fair offers to purchase prop- 
erty. ‘The Authority expects to acquire through agreement and donation 
almost 80% of the total land to be acquired by the Authority. 
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‘This year the Authority completed the relocation of all of the forty-nine 
families and individuals which comprised the workload of the Marsh 
Project. 


The commercial workload of the Marsh Project numbered forty-one 
businesses. Almost all of the businesses to be relocated off the site have found 
satisfactory new locations. Only eleven businesses remain on site. Most of 
those remaining on site will be relocated in a new industrial service building 
to be constructed on the Industrial Service Reuse Parcels. With the en- 
couragement of the Authority, seven of these businessmen have organized 
themselves for the purpose of becoming developers of one of the larger 
Industrial Service Parcels. ‘he Authority expects to execute Land Disposi- 
tion Agreements with these businesses relocating on site very shortly. 


Second Amendatory Application For 
The Marsh Urban Renewal Project 


In June of this year the Redevelopment Authority filed the Second 
Amendatory Application for the Marsh Urban Renewal Project with the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development. The major changes in 
the Marsh Plan, which had already been approved by the ‘Town Meeting 
and the Redevelopment Authority’s Board, involve the future land use of 
the area, changes in the traffic circulation system and acquisition of addi- 
tional properties. ‘These changes allow a larger amount of land to be devoted 
to both moderate income housing and parking for the industrial service de- 
velopment. ‘The Authority had several meetings with the Regional New 
York HUD office in 1969 on the processing of this application. As a result, 
approval is expected shortly. 


Financing 


In 1969 the Brookline Redevelopment Authority issued its First Series 
1969 Notes in the principal amount of $1,185,000 at 5.57% interest to 
First National City Bank, New York, New York, the lowest public bidder 
for same. This year the Authority paid off its ‘Third Series B Preliminary 
Loan Notes in the principal amount of $1,185,000 at 3.22% interest to the 
~ Morgan Guaranty & ‘l'rust Co. of New York. The Redevelopment Authority 
received from the Department of Housing and Urban Development Capi- 
tal Grant Payments in the amount of $692,735 and Relocation Payments 
in the amount of $70,954. ‘The Authority received this year $224,784 from 
the sale of the B-1] parcel to the Combined Insurance Company of America. 


OTHER PROJECTS 


Brookline Village Project No. 3 — Cameron 


‘The Brookline Redevelopment Authority has filed a Survey and 
Planning Application for Brookline Village Project No. 3 (Cameron) with 
the Department of Housing and Urban Development. ‘This application 
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requested funds in the amount of $269,281 for the purpose of studying and 
planning this area of our Town long acknowledged to be in need of renewal. 
The Cameron Project is bounded roughly on the west by Cypress Street, 
on the north by the M.B.T.A. tracks and White Place, on the east by 
Washington Street, and on the south by Route 9. It contains approxi- 
mately 25 net acres of land. | 


In June of 1969 the Authority members and staff went to Washington 
to meet with officials of the Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment in an attempt to obtain speedy approval of this project. ‘Mhe Authority 
was informed that in all probability funds for planning this project would 
be released prior to the end of the federal fiscal year (June 30, 1970).

Cleveland Circle Air Rights 


An application for funds with which to do planning for an air rights 
development over the M.B.T.A. carbarn area at Cleveland Circle was filed 
with the Department of Housing and Urban Development in May of 
1969. It is estimated that the project will require a federal grant of approxi- 
mately 3-1/3 million dollars and a local share of 1-2/3 million dollars of 
which one-half will be returned to the ‘Town by the Commonwealth of 


Massachusetts over a 20 year period. 


An air rights development on the Cleveland Circle site could provide 
600-800 units of badly needed moderate income housing. One of the most 
striking aspects of this proposal is that the building on air rights would not 
necessitate the relocation of any families or businesses. 


Studies done by the Authority indicate that the ultimate cost of creat- 
ing land in this manner would be no greater than purchasing the equivalent 
area on the open market. From both economic and engineering points of 
view this site is ideal for the development of an air rights platform as the 
structural grid system can be designed with support columns quite close 
together. ‘This will keep the cost of the platform relatively low. 


It is hoped that the Department of Housing and Urban Development 
will release planning funds for this project either late in 1970 or early in 


Harvard-Aspinwall State-Aided Urban Renewal Program 


In view of the fact that federal urban renewal funds will be limited 
during 1970, the Authority has been exploring the possibility of using the 
state-aided urban renewal program as a tool to eliminate blight and pro- 
vide moderate income housing. Although the financial assistance offered 
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by the state program is not as favorable as that offered by the Federal 
Government, state requirements and review procedures are much less 
complex. As a result a state-aided program can be carried out in a much 
shorter period of time. 


Recent studies indicate that the ideal location for Brookline’s first 
state-aided urban renewal program is in the Harvard-Aspinwall Area. ‘This 
eight acre project is located in Precinct 3 and abuts Precinct 4 along Aspin- 
wall Avenue. ‘This project has a number of advantages, not the least of 
which is the possibility of developing 470 new units of housing, of which 
220 units would be for those of moderate income, with almost no displace- 
ment of families and individuals. Space could be made available in this new 
development for a day care and elderly walk-in center as well as for com- 
mercial facilities. 


This development together with the new Pierce School offers a most 
exciting opportunity to revitalize the Village Area as well as increase the 
yearly tax revenue this area yields by about $190,000. 


Relocation for Pierce School Site and Code Enforcement 


In 1969 the Authority at the Selectmen’s request drew up a Reloca- 
tion Program to cover the relocation of families, individuals and businesses 
who will be displaced by reason of the takings for the new Pierce School. 
The Authority has agreed to administer the actual relocation work which 
will be engendered by this program. ‘The Authority is presently handling 
the relocation activity generated by the ‘lown’s Code Enforcement Program. 


Equal Opportunity — Labor Standards 


The Brookline Redevelopment Authority is responsible for detecting 
all cases of non-compliance with federal labor standard provisions, including 
salary and wage rates, fringe benefits, hours of work, etc. 


Of greater importance is the Authority’s responsibility for minority 
group protection and the enforcement of equal opportunity and fair em- 
ployment practices. All contractors doing work in urban renewal areas must 
comply with Executive Order 11246 and the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development’s equal opportunity requirements. ‘he Brookline 
Redevelopment Authority reviews all contractors’ performance to insure 
that employees and applicants for employment are not discriminated 
against because of race, color, religion, sex or national origin. 


In April of 1969 the Authority convened a Pre-Construction Confer- 
ence which was attended by officers of the general contractor and all sub- 
contractors working on the Combined Insurance Company development. 
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At this conference the ground rules were set as to what was expected of 
each contractor in regard to equal opportunity practices. Each contractor 
was required to submit an Affirmative Action Program stating in detail an 
official company policy to insure the carrying out of Executive Order 11246. 
The Authority has received Affirmative Action Programs from those in- 
volved in this development. 


In November of 1969 the Authority convened an in-depth Compli- 
ance Conference to review the enforcement of this Equal Opportunity 
Program and Executive Order 11246. Present at this meeting were officers 
and executives from all of the contractors and sub-contractors involved. 
Each contractor and sub-contractor was questioned in depth concerning its 
employment practices and was required to submit written statements con- 
cerning what it would do in the future to better implement Executive 
Order 11246. 


As a result the Authority has evolved an informal method of putting 
these contractors in touch with minority labor pools to insure that indi- 
viduals from minority groups obtain an early opportunity to apply for 
employment. ‘he Authority is taking steps to interview any minority 
employee or applicant who terminates his job or is unsuccessful in obtain- 
ing work in order to insure full compliance not only with the letter but the 
spirit of the law.

At a Special Meeting in Lieu of the Annual Meeting of March 18, 
1969, the following officers were elected for the ensuing year; Harriet Brem- 
ner, Chairman; John W. Kickham, Vice Chairman; Robert S. Weeks Jr., 
‘Treasurer; Joseph Slotnik, Assistant ‘Treasurer and ‘Theresa J. Morse, Assist- 
ant Secretary. ‘Thomas J. Connelly was reappointed as Executive Director 
and Secretary. On February 3, 1969, Edgar L. George was appointed as 
Assistant Executive Director and Superintendent of Maintenance. ‘Theresa 
J. Morse was reelected as a Member of the Authority for a five year term 
at the Annual ‘Town Election of March 4, 1969. On November 20, 1969, 
Robert S. Weeks Jr. tendered his resignation as a Member of the Authority. 
At a joint convention of the Board of Selectmen and the remaining Mem- 
bers of the Authority of December 15, 1969, Monsignor Francis J. 
Sexton was unanimously appointed to fill that vacancy until the next 
Annual Town Election in March, 1970. 


VETERANS DEVELOPMENTS 200-1-1A-2 


On November 30, 1969, the Authority made a payment of $10,476.00 
in lieu of taxes for 1969 to the ‘Town of Brookline. On March 15, 1969, the 
Authority’s fiscal agent received $19,599.09 from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and on September 15, 1969 the balance of $56,050.91 as its 
proportionate share of subsidy to aid the Authority in meeting the cost of 
debt service for 1969. 


‘The developments are fully occupied. During 1969 there were 52 new 
applications received for tenancy while 28 vacated their apartments during 
the same period. Six of those vacating were required to move as their in- 
comes were above the legal limit for continued occupancy. Income limits 
for admission and continued occupancy remain the same. ‘The Department 
of Community Affairs has been petitioned for an upgrading of such income 
limits. 


HOUSING FOR THE ELDERLY 667-1 


The Marion Street Housing for the Elderly (Colonel Eugene B. Floyd 


“Resigned November 20, 1969 
fAppointed December 15, 1969 
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Memorial Apartments) is fully occupied. Four apartments became avail- 
able during 1969 due to the death or move-out of tenants. 


On March 31, 1969, the Authority’s fiscal agent received $18,750 from 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as its proportionate share of subsidy. 


FEDERAL LOW RENT HOUSING AND HOUSING 
FOR THE ELDERLY MASS-33-1-2 


The Walnut Street Federal Low Rent Housing, MASS-33-1, is fully 
occupied. Six apartments became available during 1969 while 33 new appli- 
cations for tenancy were received during the year. On November 30, 1969, 
a payment in lieu of taxes for 1969 in the amount of $8,889.80 was made 
to the ‘Town of Brookline, 


The MASS-33-2 Housing for the Elderly at Pleasant Street, “Suss- 
man House” is completely occupied. During 1969, 147 new applications 
for tenancy were received while 9 apartments became available due to death 
or move out of tenants. : 


Annual subsidy received from the Federal Government for MASS- 
33-1 and MASS-33-2, amounted to $161,469.19. 


FEDERAL HOUSING FOR THE ELDERLY, MASS-33-3 


Construction of the 100 unit, Federally-aided Housing for the Elderly, 
MASS-33-3 at Park-Auburn Streets, continues, and is expected to be com- 
pleted in mid-1970. Applications are being received and processed. 


FEDERAL LOW RENT HOUSING AND HOUSING 
FOR THE ELDERLY MASS-33-D 


The Preliminary planning and survey documents for the 175 units 
(150 elderly, 25 large family ) have been approved by the Housing Assistance 
Administration. The Authority is awaiting preliminary loan funds in the 
amount of $70,000, and tentative site approval. 


LEASED HOUSING PROGRAM — MASS-33-4 


The Federally-aided leased housing program has progressed satisfac- 
torily. At December 31, 1969, all of the 100 allocated units have been 
leased. ‘The subsidy from the Federal Government for this program 
amounted to $59,006.05 for 1969. 


The application submitted to the Federal agency for an additional 100 
units of leased housing, has been denied due to the lack of funding. Every 
effort is being made to secure the financial assistance needed to grant ap- 
proval of this request. 
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STATE RENTAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM — 707 


The Department of Community Affairs has approved the application 
of the Authority for ten units under this program. ‘T’o date, two such units 
have been leased. Negotiations continue. 


SOCIAL SERVICES 


The Brookline Multi-Service Senior Center continues to function in 
the Housing Authority development known as “Sussman House,” located at 
50 Pleasant Street. ‘This Center provides a variety of services to the Senior 
Citizens of the Town, both in and out of the Authority developments. 
Representatives of the Visiting Nurse Association, Department of Public 
Welfare, Family Counseling Service, Recreation Department and the 
Housing Authority Social Worker, work in close cooperation with this 
agency. ‘The Authority, in conjunction with the ‘Tenant Association, grants 
the use of the Recreation Room for various functions. There is no charge 
for the use of any facilities in this building. 


Other Social Services offered to our Senior Citizens include painting 
classes conducted by an outside artist; exercise classes given by a student at 
Boston University; lectures on nutrition; an “arm-chair travel” series through 
the Adult Education Program of the ‘Town of Brookline. ‘This past summer, 
the Brookline Housing Authority made available the Community Room 
at Sussman House for the hot lunch program during the school vacation 
period; these lunches were provided through the efforts of the School 
Department, Multi-Service, and others. 


‘The Recreation Department has continued to provide a wide range of 
programs in all of our housing developments. ‘This includes morning pre- 
school programs, afternoon programs for older children and evening pro- 
grams for teen-agers. ‘he elderly tenants are involved in the Golden Age 
Club, as well as many other activities and trips sponsored by the Recreation 
Department. Arts and Crafts classes are also provided for the elderly. 


The Brookline Housing Authority, with financial assistance from the 
Federal Housing and Urban Development, conducted a summer youth 
program with twelve youths participating. It is anticipated that this pro- 
gram will again be conducted in summer, 1970. 


In conjunction with the Family Association, Walnut Unit, a cook-out 
for the elderly tenants of that development was held. A Thanksgiving Din- 
ner was attended by 60 tenants of the Walnut Street elderly units. A sum- 
mer trip to Lincoln Park for 70 children of the Walnut Street Apartments, 
was financed by the Housing Authority. 
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‘The Prime Sheltered Workshop provided by the Brookline Association 
for Mental Health, at the Colonel Floyd Memorial Apartments at Marion 
Street, has continued to operate. Currently 30 Senior Citizens from Marion 
Street, Walnut Street, Sussman House and from the nearby neighborhood, 
work in this program. The Program has proven to be most successful and 
we look forward to further expansion at the new Park-Auburn Street devel- 
opment. There is no charge to the sponsors of this program for the use of 
the facility. 


The Brookline Housing Authority cooperates and assists Head Start, 
the Homemaker Program and the Council for the Aging, as well as other 
community sponsored services. 


A new tenant association was recently formed, known as the Brookline 
Veterans Housing ‘Tenant Association; it is expected that tenants of the 
Veterans developments will participate and play an important part in the 
development of Housing Authority programs and policies. A ‘Tenant Coun- 
cil, representing all tenants, is being formed by the ‘Tenants and the 
Authority. 


An on-site Social Worker is available to all tenants for consultation 
on social and economic problems. During the years this worker has been 
on the staff, his services have been invaluable to both Management and 
tenants. : 


Once each month a meeting is held with the Visiting Nurses actually 
involved in patient care of elderly tenants, as well as with the Director of 
the Visiting Nurse Association, Social Workers of the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare, a representative of the Multi-Service Senior Center, the on- 
site Social Worker, a Doctor from the Brookline Mental Health Clinic and 
representatives of Management of the Brookline Housing Authority. ‘These 
meetings evaluate the need for care and other services; the prime concern 
being the elderly tenants.

THE 1969 BUDGET 


A community is judged by the quality of its schools as much as by any 
other factor. Families choose to live in Brookline because they know that 
their children will receive the kind of education that will help them to 
realize their highest potential. Business people have discovered that the good 
reputation of the schools attracts tenants and home owners so that property 
values remain high. Good schools affect the quality of other community 
services, also, for the kind of people who care about quality education also 
care about quality recreational, health, and housing services for all members 
of the community, from the very young to the very old. 


The $8.27 million school budget that will be presented to the 1969 
Town Meeting is less than one-third of the proposed total town budget. It 
represents an increase of $900,000 over last year. What will this new money 
mean for the children of Brookline? 


Salary Increases: $651,390 


Fighty-two and six-tenths per cent of the budget rise will be expended 
on increased salaries. Of this amount, $460,000 is obligated from increases 
granted in the 1968 budget, and $191,390 covers raises under the new salary 
schedules. As of September 1, 1969, the new salary schedule for teachers 
will range from $6,900 minimum to a maximum of $14,973 for the doctorate 
at the 16th step. ‘The 7.8 per cent increase means that Brookline teachers 
will remain among the highest paid in the Commonwealth. ‘Thus Brookline 
will continue to be able to attract and retain the creative and dedicated 
teachers that make education for Brookline children a stimulating and 


relevant experience. 


February, 1969 — Section One 
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Non-instructional personnel will receive raises averaging 544 per cent, 
effective April 1, 1969. Since these people are involved directly and indirectly 
with our children, it is important that their salaries be competitive so that 
we can continue to provide high quality supportive services. 


Salary negotiations were termed by all sides as “extremely cordial.” 
They were conducted by representatives of the School Committee, mem- 
bers Mrs. Sylvia K. Burack, Dr. Leon Trilling, Mr. Jacques M. Dronsick, 
and Dr. Raymond 'T’. McNally, and administrators Dr. Robert I. Sperber, 
Dr. Ferdy J. ‘Tagle, Jr., and Mr. William C. Sheridan. 


Representing the employees were: teachers, Mr. Richard Y. Coombs, 
Mr. Robert B. McCarthy, Mr. Albert P. Rogers, Mrs. Janet D. Addelson, 
Mrs. Mona L. Gross, Mr. John H. Wall, Mr. James P. Jordan, and Mr. 
Richard P. Hoyt; nurses, Mrs. Mary F. McCormack and Mrs. Madge M. 
Rote; lunchroom workers, Mrs. Brigid M. Sheridan and Mrs. Catherine M. 
.Winslovw; secretaries, Miss Lillian U. Ford, Miss Mary A. Niland, and Miss 
Nora F. O’Leary; and building service employees, Mr. John Neary and Mr. 
Edward F. Bagley. 


New Personnel: $122,116 


To meet the new and growing needs of a creative school system, 29 
more staff positions will be added next year. ‘The salaries of 16 library staff 
members will be included in the school budget when the responsibility for 
elementary school libraries is transferred to the School Committee from the 
Public Library in July. Since the school libraries will become instructional 
resource centers of both print and non-print materials that will be directly 
related to the curriculum, the library personnel will become important 
members of the instructional team. With their help, children will have a 
greater opportunity to take more responsibility for their own learning and 
to engage in individual programs under the guidance of the teachers. 


New personnel will be added to extend the elementary guidance pro- 
gram, now at the Pierce, Runkle, Devotion, and Lincoln Schools, to the 
Driscoll and Lawrence Schools. New positions will enable the High School 
Technical-Vocational Education programs in Child Care and Develop- 
ment, Food Service, and Business Practice to be expanded. ‘These work- 
study programs involve 200 students. Additional teachers will be provided 
for remedial reading and for more intensive and extensive help for children 
with specific learning disabilities. ‘Io keep class sizes to the 25 pupils per 
class average which we try to maintain in Brookline, five more teachers will 
be required. A $12,000 appropriation for cafeteria aides will enable elemen- 
tary school teachers to have a half-hour duty-free lunch period each day.

Library and Audio-Visual Equipment: $99,160 


By taking over the responsibility for the elementary school libraries, the 
School Committee has added $62,400 to its budget, which is corresponding- 
ly deducted from the Public Library budget. Part of the money will finance 
a library-audio-visual processing center in the High School, which will supply 
books and audio-visual equipment such as tapes, films, and records, to all the 
school libraries. In addition, more books and audio-visual materials will be 
purchased. Hence all schools will have equal access to materials that enrich 
the curriculum. ‘The appropriation will also provide for a recording booth in 
the language laboratory and additions to our data processing system. 


Model Classroom Project: $20,000 


The Faculty Senate and the administration jointly have embarked 
upon a Model Classroom Project in an attempt to equalize educational 
facilities and materials in the various schools, while developing optimum 
standards for classrooms throughout the town. The task of identifying the 
supplementary materials and equipment each classroom should have was 
begun last year and is expected to be completed in the spring. ‘The School 
Committee has appropriated $20,000 toward the implementation of this 
project. 


School Plant: $105,000 


School buildings in Brookline represent a property investment of $15 
million. In order to maintain them in good condition while providing clean 
and attractive surroundings for the children, the plan is to paint each build- 
ing on the inside every seven years, and on the outside, every five years. 
Budgetary demands in other areas, however, have disrupted the schedule by 
as much as two years. ‘The 1969 budget provides for painting of the Baker 
School, the Manual Training Building, and part of the High School. To be 
sure that the children at the Baldwin School will be safe and warm, a new 
boiler will be installed. The growing problem of vandalism is necessitating 
the installation of alarms at some schools this year and in the remaining 


schools by 1970. 


Curriculum Development 


Curriculum development planned in the 1969 budget includes a con- 
tinuation of the workshops in elementary language arts, seventh- and eighth- 
grade mathematics, fourth-grade social studies, and fifth- and seventh-grade 
science, with strong emphasis on human anatomy and reproduction, in order 
to develop further the sex education program in the lower grades. At the 
High School, curriculum revisions will be made in social studies, English, 
and the sciences at various levels. 
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Conclusions 


The 1969 budget increase is expected to account for about $2.00 on the 
tax rate. It represents an increase of 12.2 per cent, as contrasted to the 1968 
budget, which rose 16.9 per cent. ‘The 12.2 per cent increase compares ex- 
tremely favorably to the average statewide increase for schools of 18-20 per 
cent. ‘The 4.7 per cent lower increase this year is a direct response by the 
School Committee and the administration to the request of the Selectmen 
and the Advisory Committee to minimize added costs. In a year in which 
all town budgets are rising sharply, the School Committee aggressively 
attempted to keep the school budget to a modest increase. 


NEEDED: 


Equal Modern Facilities For All Students 


Good education doesn’t happen in a vacuum. It requires adequate space 
for attractive, well-equipped classrooms. There must be room for science, for- 
eign languages, industrial arts, homemaking, art, and music; for in-door and 
out-door athletic activities; for individual attention to children with prob- 
lems in school adjustment, reading, and learning disabilities; and for work 
and relaxation areas for teachers. In every one of the eight elementary schools 
in Brookline, there are serious space deficiencies which are preventing our 
children from having the kind of education that they deserve. 


To deal with the most serious inadequacies first, the School Committee 
is recommending a new Pierce and a new Lincoln School, as well as renova- 
tions and additions to the Heath, Runkle, and Lawrence Schools. By 1972, 
the School Committee hopes to complete renovations and additions to the 
Baker, Devotion, and Driscoll Schools as well. 


The School Committee made its recommendations following a year- 
long feasibility study conducted by ‘The Perkins & Will Partnership of New 
York to determine school building and recreation needs in Brookline. Sey- 
eral open meetings were held to permit the townspeople to express their 
opinion on the proposals made in the study. After careful deliberation, the 
School Committee drew up its long-range building program to provide 
equalized, modern facilities for all of our elementary school students. 


New Pierce School 


The first priority of the School Committee is a new 5.4 acre Pierce 
School on the present site including the playground, which is larger by 1.2 
acres. ‘I’his building would replace the 114-year-old Primary Building, the 
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oldest school building now in use in the town, and the 69-year-old Gram- 
mar Building, the third oldest school building now in use. 


Dr. John E. Corcoran, principal of the Pierce School, listed at least 16 
serious space deficiencies which are limiting the curriculum. There is inade- 
quate space for science, industrial arts, art, physical education, music, and 
special services such as speech, remedial reading, and counseling; the audi- 
torium is inconveniently located on the third floor; the cafeteria is not large 
enough; the library is too small for the school’s needs and does not meet the 
standards of the American Library Association; and there is no adequate 
space for storage of equipment and supplies. For lack of other space, the 
secretary's office is a converted dressing room, and teachers have no work- 
room of any kind. Since there is no clinic, makeshift space has been pro- 
vided in rooms used as staff toilets or locker rooms. ‘Toilets are dark and 
dismal, and insufficient in number. ‘There is no multi-purpose room for 
large-group instruction and for community activities. In addition, the lack 
of space has made it necessary to rent rooms for two kindergartens for the 
Pierce School in the First Presbyterian Church at an annual cost of $5,000. 


New Lincoln School 


The second building to be replaced would be the 37-year-old Lincoln 
School, which would be relocated on the 4.1 acre Park School site at Ken- 
nard and Hedge Roads. With the planned move of the private school to an 
area near Larz Anderson Park, the site will become available for purchase. 
The present 1.5 acre, black-topped Lincoln School site on highly traveled 
Boylston Street (Route 9) is both hazardous and inadequate. Beside being 
better located, the Park School site is 2.6 acres larger than the Lincoln School 
site. Also, the Park School could be used to accommodate grades five 
through eight of the Pierce School for approximately two years, while a 
new Pierce School is under construction. ‘Uhe School Committee empha- 
sizes that only the Park School site, and no adjoining properties, would be 
involved in the landtaking for the Lincoln School. Brookline Field was re- 
jected as a proposed alternative for Lincoln School because it would have 
used up valuable open space which the Park and Recreation Commission 
would not release unless it could be replaced, and the cost for replacement 
would probably have been in excess of the Park School site. Also, the M.D.C. 
plans to locate a super-highway near the Field. 


The needs at the Lincoln School, as outlined by Mr. Gerard P. Cote, 
principal, include a safe and adequate play area that would eliminate the 
need to cross Route 9; rooms for music, industrial arts, art, science for grades 
five through eight; foreign language center; special services; and homemak- 
ing. In addition, the present building does not allow for individual student 
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learning, extra-curricular activities, or large-group instruction. The class- 
rooms are too small to allow diversified learning activities to be conducted 
simultaneously. The library does not meet the American Library Association 
standards and there is no space for audio-visual equipment. Furthermore, 
there is no room for conferences, teachers’ meetings and multi-purposes, 
and the teachers’ workroom is too small and poorly located. 


Heath School 


At the present time three portable classrooms are in use, and both the 
clinic and former remedial reading rooms are being utilized as classrooms. 
Remedial instruction is now conducted in a converted storeroom, while 
instrumental music groups meet in an unfinished basement storeroom. 

Mrs. Mary G. Stephanus, principal of the Heath School, said that addi- 
tional space is required also for art and industrial arts, the library, and 
teacher workrooms. 


Lawrence School 


Space inadequacies at the Lawrence School also require the use of three 
portable classrooms. Mr. Nathan Purpel, principal, pointed out that the 
39-year-old school does not have adequate room for music, physical educa- 
tion, special services, and science. ‘The library, which was equipped for 300 
children, must now serve 450. ‘The auditorium is poorly lighted and has no 
stage lights. ‘The lavatories need to be renovated. 


Runkle School 


Two portable classrooms are in use at Runkle School. ‘The lower lobby 
is used for an art classroom, and library and instructional resource spaces; 
and the upper lobby is used for overflow library and instructional resource 
spaces. ‘l"here is a very pressing need for space for small-group instruction, 
remedial instruction, and independent study. 


Mrs. Babette H. Raphel, principal of the Runkle School, said space 
deficiencies prevent adequate instruction in art, music, science, and physical 
education. In addition, there are no offices for school adjustment counselors, 
and insufficient space for the guidance counselor. No room is available for 
parent-teacher conferences or for teacher workrooms. ‘There is no com- 
munity room for upper-grade students, no multi-purpose room, and the 
library is too small. 


1969 Town Meeting Articles 


The School Committee has recommended articles in the Town Meet- 
ing Warrant that will provide for architectural plans and specifications as 
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well as acquisition of a site for a new Pierce School; acquisition of the Park 
School site for a new Lincoln School; and architectural plans and specifica- 
tions for additions and alterations to the Heath, Lawrence, and Runkle 
Schools. 


Future Plans 


In 1970, the School Committee hopes to start construction of the new 
Pierce School, to obtain working drawings and bid documents for a new 
Lincoln School, and to begin the construction of additions and alterations 
to Heath, Lawrence, and Runkle Schools. Also in 1970, requests will be 
made for architectural plans for additions and alterations to Baker, Devotion, 
and Driscoll Schools, in the second phase of the program. The following 
year, 1971, the plan calls for furnishing and equipping the Pierce School; 
building the Lincoln School; furnishing and equipping additions and 
alterations to Heath, Lawrence, and Runkle; and construction of additions 
to Baker, Devotion, and Driscoll. In 1972, additions to Baker, Devotion, 
and Driscoll would be furnished and equipped. 


Pierce School would be replaced first since it has the most serious 
deficiencies. Because of the continuing inflationary trend in land values, the 
sooner the land for the new Lincoln School is acquired, the greater will be 
the economic advantage to the town. 


Additions and renovations to the three elementary schools will elim- 
inate the annual expenditure of $34,875 to rent portable units and provide 
equal educational facilities needed for expanded programs in all areas of 
Brookline. 


Costs 


The total cost of the four-year elementary school building plan is esti- 
mated at $11 million. ‘The Commonwealth will reimburse the town for up 
to 40 per cent of this amount, and federal urban renewal credits in the 
amount of $4.5 million are expected to be available for the construction of 
the Lincoln and Pierce Schools. ‘The planned sale of the Lincoln School site 
will further offset the cost of the new school and will return that property 
to the tax rolls. ‘The Park School site, on the other hand, has not been tax- 
able property for the past 42 years. 


The projected non-cumulative impact on the tax rate, reflecting state 
aid, is as follows:

Conclusions 


Good schools depend on several factors: qualified and dedicated per- 
sonnel, up-to-date equipment to support the curriculum, and a physical 
environment that stimulates and fosters the educational process. If any one 
of these factors is missing, children are denied the kind of education that the 
Brookline community has committed itself to provide. ‘The School Com- 
mittee’s long-range building program, if adopted, should provide children 
in all parts of the town with the kind of environment that will motivate 
them to the outreaches of their talents. 


MEETING SPECIAL NEEDS 


Every child deserves an appropriate education, regardless of his special 
problems. Whenever possible, handicapped children in Brookline are ac- 
commodated in the classroom with their peers, and are given extra help. 
For children who require continuing special attention, separate classes are 
maintained. Where children have problems that prevent them from attend- 
ing public schools, they are given instruction at home or in special day 
classes outside the public schools, or in residential facilities. 


Specific Learning Disorders 


With the growing awareness that many school failures are caused by 
specific learning disorders such as perceptual handicaps, remedial reading 
teachers in Brookline are acquiring the skill to work with children with these 
problems. Last spring, when children in grades three, four, and five were 
being screened, approximately six per cent were discovered who were not 
responding to the available remedial reading program. Since the national 
average of children in this category is believed to be about 10 per cent, 
Brookline’s lower percentage is attributable to the excellent remedial read- 
ing program that has been in operation. Inasmuch as learning disabilities in- 
volve more than reading skills, speech and hearing specialists as well as 
school psychologists have been attending meetings and workshops to learn 
more about the problem. 


‘The present program for children with learning disorders provides: 


e the part-time services of a learning disability specialist to advise, 
teach, and consult with remedial reading teachers and classroom 
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teachers, as well as to help with diagnoses and carry a small case load 
of tutoring. 


e an early identification program led by a psychologist, which hope- 
fully will prevent the cycle of disability-failure from developing. 

® a screening program conducted by psychologists, remedial reading 
teachers, and the learning disability specialist. 


e referral to qualified tutors. 

e cooperation with the Department of Special Education at Boston 
University in planning, screening, stafhng a summer institute, and 
providing personnel 


e individual instruction two or three times per week for 26 children. 
e reading specialists trained in learning disorders. 


e a developmental reading program now beginning in grade one which 
is expected to be especially helpful for children with this problem. 


Last summer 66 children in the third, fourth, and fifth grades, as well as 
several Brookline teachers, participated in summer institutes at the Pierce 
School and Boston University. The results were so salutary, especially in 
improving the children’s self-image and motivation, that plans for the future 
include a second institute this summer. In addition, there will be a special 
class for six to eight children with severe learning disorders, and an early 
identification program that will reach children as early as kindergarten and 


the first grade. 


Speech and Hearing Defects 


Approximately 300 children each year are given special training for 
speech disorders. Most of these children have articulation problems such as 
lisping or stuttering, but some children are hampered by cleft palates or 
cerebral palsy. Each year from five to 10 children who are hard of hearing 
are given lip-reading and auditory training. 


Special Classes 


There are three special classes accommodating 22 emotionally disturbed 
children, one at the High School, one at Devotion School, and one at Bos- 
ton University School of Education. For retarded children, there are two 
High School classes, three at Baker and one at Devotion, that instruct chil- 
dren from all parts of the town. 


Non-Public School Classes 


When there is no adequate facility in the Brookline Public Schools, 
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provision is made to send children to private or out-of-town classes. At 
present one child attends the Industrial School for Crippled Children in 
Boston; two, the sight-saving classes in the Patrick O’Hearn School in Dor- 
chester; and one, the Watertown Day Activities Center for retarded chil- 
dren. Four emotionally or mentally handicapped children between the ages 
of two and five attend nursery school at the Harvard Church Clinic Nursery 
School, and the Brookline Mental Health Center Nursery School. 


Home Instruction 


A student is eligible for four hours of home instruction per week when 
he is absent for more than four weeks. If it is known in advance that he will 
be out of school for that length of time, for example, should he suffer a back 
injury and be confined to his bed, home instruction may begin earlier. Fre- 
quently a child is tutored at home if he is awaiting admission to a day or 
residential facility for the mentally or emotionally handicapped. Instruction 
may be provided to children away from home, also. In one case a child in a 
state hospital, where no other instruction is available, is receiving tutoring. 
Approximately 50 children each year receive some kind of home instruction. 


Residential Care 


Some emotionally or mentally disturbed children can be cared for ade- 
quately only in residential facilities. At present about 15 Brookline children 
are in such live-in placements. 


Staff 


In addition to the special class teachers, seven remedial reading teachers, 
three speech and hearing teachers, three psychologists, six school adjustment 
counselors, and a home instruction teacher provide a broad spectrum of 
services to children with special problems. 


Financing 


The State Department of Education reimburses Brookline for 50 per 
cent of the cost of providing transportation and special education services 
to children with learning disabilities, the retarded, the emotionally dis- 
turbed, the physically handicapped, and those confined to their homes. In 
the 1967-68 school year, Brookline’s cost of $188,677.99 was reduced by a 
50 per cent reimbursement of $94,339 plus $3,000 for school adjustment 
counselors. In addition each teacher of the retarded received $500 extra 
compensation from the state. 
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BRIDGING THE LANGUAGE GAP 


More than 90 students from at least 18 non-English speaking countries 
enrolled in Brookline schools this year. Sons and daughters of consular 
officials, visiting professors, students, airline personnel, exchange musicians, 
and new immigrants, these children usually require special help in under- 
standing and speaking English so that they can keep up with their class work. 

Mrs. Camillia N. Keach is assigned full-time to teach English to the 
foreign-born students. She meets several times per week with the students, 
usually in small groups. Although the only foreign languages she can speak 
are French and German, she can communicate with students by pointing 
to objects around the room and naming them. The students repeat the 
names, and soon are able to put simple sentences together. Mrs. Keach finds 
that the younger children pick up English and are socially integrated more 
quickly than those in the High School. The older children, many of whom 
are at the top of their class at home, are embarrassed by their inability to 
understand the language and to excel in classes which are conducted in an 
unfamiliar tongue. 


Many students, especially those from highly educated families, already 
have a reading knowledge of English, and require only a little extra help in 
order to become proficient in the language. Most foreign students fare bet- 
ter in mathematics and science classes, and have the most difficulty in 
English and social studies. 


Beside the class work with Mrs. Keach, students receive extra help from 
English teachers and High School students who volunteer as tutors. Con- 
versely, foreign students have been discovered to be a valuable cultural and 
language resource. For example, Mr. Robert A. LeBel has asked South 
American students to demonstrate the correct native accent to his elemen- 
tary school Spanish classes. 


The largest groups of non-English speaking students include 28 from 
Israel, 14 from China, and seven from Japan. Other countries represented _ 
are Sweden, Holland, Germany, Greece, Lithuania, Haiti, Colombia, Brazil, 
Cuba, Puerto Rico, Italy, the Philippines, Hong Kong, Romania, Egypt, 
Czechoslovakia, and Mexico. 


The parents of the students include consular officials from Italy and 
Colombia, a Japanese violinist with the Boston Symphony Orchestra, an 
executive with Japan Air Lines, a visiting lecturer in Arabic and Hebrew at 
Harvard University, two cooks at gourmet Chinese restaurants, and an 
Israeli food technician. 
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DIRECT EXPERIENCE WITH THE ARTS 


A $300,000 federal grant is supporting innovative programs in the arts 
for children in Brookline as well as Belmont, Lexington, Newton, Waltham, 
and Watertown. The three-year grant, approved by the U.S. Office of Edu- 
cation for the six communities on the application of Brookline, is financing 
new ways of acquainting children with drama, art, and music through direct 
experiences. 


The first project to be organized is the drama unit, composed of four 
professional actors and a stage manager who demonstrated their craft for 
eighth-grade children in the Lawrence, Driscoll, Pierce, and Lincoln ele- 
mentary schools, and the High School. ‘The actors presented Chekhov's 
“The Bear” and ““Uhe Swan,” and scenes from “Romeo and Juliet,” to show 
how sounds and motions evolve into a play. Sitting around the actors in 
their midst, students were able to question and discuss with the performers 
the interpretation of the scripts. While most experiences with the drama 
require school children to be bussed to finished performances, this program 
brings the actors into the schools and permits students to share in the process 
of putting together a dramatic production. Following its debut in Brookline, 
the drama unit is appearing in each of the other five communities. 


For younger children, a program of theatre games is being developed. 
Mrs. Viola Spolin, nationally recognized expert in the technique, is con- 
ducting in-service workshops for teachers of children in grades 3-6 so that 
improvisational drama can become an integral part of the curriculum. 


As part of the visual arts program, exhibitions of original art objects 
from the Boston Museum of Fine Arts are being prepared for circulation to 
four elementary schools in each of the communities. ‘The themes of the 
exhibits include “Images of Man,” and ““T'reasures from Ancient Dumps.” 
The visual arts program will enable children not only to view the museum’s 
treasures in the setting of the classroom, but also to work and talk with 

sculptors and painters. 


The arts project is being coordinated by Miss Ann E.. Macdonald, 
Assistant Superintendent for Curriculum and Instruction in Brookline, with 
the cooperation of acting co-directors Mr. William Lillys, Dean of the De- 
partment of Education of the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, and Mr. 
Douglas Schwalbe, Promotion Manager of the Loeb Drama Center at 
Harvard University. 


The arts program is available to private as well as public schools, and 
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teachers from Boston and school systems other than those in the six partici- 
pating communities have been invited to the teacher workshops. 


NATIONAL AWARD TO TWO TEACHERS 


Two second-grade teachers were among 135 selected across the country 
to receive national recognition by Grade Teacher magazine for “outstand- 
ing teaching performance in the field of elementary education.” Miss Flor- 
ence M. Carlson, Lincoln School, and Mrs. Norene J. Cohen, Pierce School, 
were nominated by Personnel Director Mr. William C. Sheridan and their 
principals. ‘he award winners were selected for their ability to motivate 
children of all capabilities through exciting and innovative techniques and 
to provide each child in the classroom with the opportunity to reach new 
levels of personal achievement. 


Miss Carlson has been teaching in Brookline for the past 19 years. Her 
experience with rapid learners taught her that all children can be bright in 
school if given sufficient encouragement. 


Mrs. Cohen has been teaching since 1964 and has been in Brookline 
for the past two years. Blessed with a fine sense of humor, she maintains 
excellent rapport with her children. 


NEW CAREER FOR HEADMASTER 


Forty years as a professional educator will end for High School Head- 
master Dr. Bertram H. Holland when he retires in July to take up a new 
career as executive secretary-treasurer of the Massachusetts Secondary School 
Principals Association. 


A former teacher and housemaster at Brookline High School, Dr. Hol- 
land is one of the most highly respected administrators in the school system. 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. Robert I. Sperber called him “one of the 
country’s outstanding secondary school administrators.” 


“During my own association with him, which began in 1964, I have 
always found that his gentle, but dignified manner earned the respect of 
both teachers and students at the High School. He is deeply committed to 
the future welfare and growth of the High School, and has worked untiringly 
for all children, regardless of their backgrounds and abilities. I found him 
to be a person willing to support and initiate many new ideas.” 
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Deeply concerned about the students’ adjustment to High School, “Dr. 
Holland has always maintained a balanced feeling for the total student 
body,” Dr. Sperber said. 


During his 13 years as Headmaster, there have been many innovations 
particularly in upgrading the basic level curriculum. ‘Technical-vocational 
programs were initiated and are now being expanded in Child Care and 
Development, Business Practice, Food Service, and Distributive Education. 
An Independent Study program for seniors, now in its second year, enables 
students.to explore new avenues of intellectual achievement under the guid- 
ance of the teacher. 


“In my new position,” Dr. Holland said, “I believe that I can make a 
contribution in secondary education at the state level which I hope may be 
significant.’”’ One of his functions will be to convince the General Court to 
appropriate much more money for education. Disappointed by the failure 
of the graduated income tax to gain public support in the recent election, 
he hopes that some form of tax specifically earmarked for education will be 
passed. “Without a move of this nature, I do not see how secondary educa- 
tion can progress beyond its present state,” he said. 


Dr. Holland is sympathetic to students’ aspirations for more involve- 
ment, but he feels that students must be prepared to accept the responsibil- 
ity that goes along with privilege. 


The Sagamore, the student newspaper, responded to Dr. Holland’s 
announcement to retire by publishing a special edition the next day. “Brook- 
line High’s recognized role of leadership among the nation’s secondary 
schools is largely due to Dr. Holland’s able direction and judgment,” the 
editor wrote. 


A staff member commented, “I have met few educational leaders with 
the enormous sense of integrity and earnestness that Dr. Holland possesses.” 
“The School Committee,” said Dr. Sperber, “will be hard-pressed to find a 
person as qualified as Dr. Holland to continue the high standards of leader- 
ship and excellence that he has maintained as a teacher and, for the past 
13 years, as Headmaster of Brookline High School.” 


VOLUNTEER KINDERGARTEN AIDES 


Volunteer aides are helping children in kindergarten become acquainted 
with the alphabet as the first step toward learning to read. The aides were 
recruited by Personnel Director Mr. William C. Sheridan and director of 
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volunteers Mrs. Warren FE. C. Wacker, and were trained by kindergarten 
teacher Mrs. Harriet D. Gaetz. Mrs. Gaetz is spending her sabbatical year 
studying beginning reading at Harvard Graduate School of Education. At the 
request of Mr. Joseph J. ‘Tremont, Supervisor of Elementary Language Arts, 
the aides provide individual or small-group instruction to kindergarten chil- 
dren ready to learn to read. 


During two training sessions for volunteers, Mrs. Gaetz explained the 
various techniques and materials to be used. Monthly in-service workshops 
also are scheduled. Since each volunteer works in the classroom one morning 
per week, five volunteers are required to cover each kindergarten. ‘They play 
letter games with the children to teach them to read and reproduce the 
letters. Progress reports are kept on each child so that the teacher and other 
volunteers can know what level each child has reached. 


‘Thirty women participated in the first training program and are already 
at work in the kindergartens. A second volunteer program, requested by 
women unable to attend the first training session, was held in January to 
train volunteers to work with first-grade children. Under the direction of 
foreign language director Mr. Paul Guenette, and teacher Mrs. Camillia N. 
Keach, a third program is being organized to help foreign-born children learn 
English. 7 


‘The wide coverage of the program in the local and Boston newspapers 
has drawn inquiries from as far away as Louisiana. Surrounding cities and 
towns are asking how a similar project can be instituted in their own schools. 


CHAMPION FOOTBALL TEAM 


The Brookline High School football team completed its best season in 
13 years, tied with arch-rivals Newton High School for first place for the 
Class A championship and the Suburban League Title. In the Thanksgiving 
Day classic, undefeated Brookline faced a Newton team which had lost only 
one game. Newton’s 15-6 victory prevented Brookline from realizing a perfect 
season. 


Bob Riley, left tackle, and Don Swartz, defensive tackle, were named to 
all-scholastic teams by the Boston press, and Gary Arber, defensive end, and 
John O'Leary, halfback, were cited for honorable mention. Co-captains of 
the winning team were Robert Maloney and Robert Patnaude. 


Physical education director J. Robert Eddy credits Brookline’s outstand- 
ing season to the “excellent coaching staff” led by Mr. Holger (“Ed”) E. 
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Schluntz. Mr. Schluntz, who has been on the coaching staff for the past 16 
years, has been head coach for the past eight. In 1954, Brookline tied with 
Lowell for the Class A championship, and since then has come through 
three other seasons with only one loss. “We had good material to start with 
this year,” the victorious coach said, “and the boys worked hard, sacrificed a 
lot, and made a supreme effort. ‘The results were gratifying.”

MRS. BURACK RETIRES FROM THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Mrs. Sylvia K. Burack, who has served on the School Committee for 
nearly 19 years, will not seek re-election when her term expires in March. 


Dr. ‘Thomas P. Kendrick, Chairman, commented, “The School Com- 
mittee deeply regrets that she has made this decision, as she has contributed 
greatly to education in Brookline.” Mr. Joseph Robinson, vice-chairman, 
added, “At future meetings of the School Committee, all of us will miss 
Sylvia Burack’s personal charm and wit, her brilliant eloquence and her tire- 
less efforts to keep Brookline in the vanguard of our nation’s public schools.” 


During her terms of office she was chairman of both the Subcommittee 
on ‘l’eachers and the Subcommittee on Public Relations and served at one 
time or another on almost every other subcommittee. At the same time that 
she conscientiously and effectively applied her energies to maintain high 
standards for the Brookline Public Schools, she was a devoted and suppor- 
tive wife and mother of three children, and the highly respected associate 
editor of Writer and Plays magazines, 
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“The main role of education is to give children the knowledge and con- 
fidence to make decisions for themselves,” she said, and she believes that 
the person who can best carry out this function is the teacher. She has op- 
posed any attempt to replace the teacher with technology and has vigorously 
supported efforts to give the main responsibility for the development and 
evaluation of curriculum to teachers. She firmly believes that more than 
ever, with the increased pressures facing students, their individual differ- 
ences and needs require increased personal attention. 


“Obviously, the constant improvement in the learning and educational 
experiences of our students is the central purpose of our schools, and the 
classroom teacher has, in my opinion, the key role in the fulfillment of this 
goal,” she said. “The relationship between teacher and student is the single 
most important element in the schools, and it should be nurtured and given 
full support at every level. Any attempt to replace this personal and abso- 
lutely vital factor with mechanical devices (which have their legitimate but 
limited use in schools) will seriously diminish the realization of the goals 
we desire — to help the students be all they can be. Only the dedicated 
teachers, given the opportunity to use their human and professional skills, 
can do this.” 


Mrs. Burack thinks of herself as a “progressive traditionalist.” “Schools 
should set certain standards for thinking and making decisions,” she said, 
“so that young people are helped to base decisions on knowledge. Students 
and teachers together should study the best minds in the history of ideas 
and extrapolate from the best of the past. Somehow, we must make students 
realize that they have much to learn from teachers, and although we must 
always listen to the reactions and ideas of our students, there are certain 
unarguable absolutes in the world that are worth passing along.” 


Mrs. Burack has consistently supported increases in teacher salaries and 
sought to find other ways to recognize outstanding teaching. One year she 
surprised everyone, including the teachers, by voting for higher raises than 
had been requested. | 


While in favor of innovation which will bring about improvement — 
not change for its own sake — Mrs. Burack believes that new curricula 
should be adopted only after they have been thoroughly tried and tested in 
the classroom and evaluated by the teachers and subject specialists who 
have used them and have the competence to judge their value to the students. 


Among the advancements that Mrs. Burack has advocated for the 
Brookline Schools are: 
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limiting the number of pupils assigned to High School English 
teachers to 100 in order to promote a close personal relationship be- 
tween teachers and students through frequent individual con- 
ferences. 


adoption of the single salary schedule, which rewarded teachers ac- 
cording to their educational background, rather than the grade they 
taught. 


new buildings for the Heath and Runkle Schools in line with her 
philosophy that children in all Brookline Schools should have “equal 
opportunities for educational fulfillment,” and more recently, replace- 
ment of the Pierce and Lincoln Schools. 


introduction of foreign languages in the seventh and eighth grades. 


better communication between the School Committee and the 
citizens through publication of the annual School Committee Report 
three times per year, and by invitations to the major civic organiza- 
tions to attend School Committee meetings. 


hiring of school adjustment counselors. 


upgrading of standards for school library services to make them vital 
educational resources for teachers and pupils. ‘This led to the trans- 
fer of the administration and control of the High School and elemen- 
tary libraries from the Library ‘Trustees to the School Committee, a 
process which will be completed on July 1. 


Mrs. Burack is the wife of Abraham S. Burack, editor and publisher of 
Writer and Plays magazines. Her three daughters are graduates of the Runkle 
School and Brookline High School. Janet, now Mrs. Alan D. Biller, is a 
Smith College graduate, and is now completing her doctorate in English 
at Columbia University. Susan, also a Smith graduate, is stationed in the 
Peace Corps in Sierra Leone with her husband, Chad A. Finer. Ellen, the 
youngest, is a sophomore at the University of Wisconsin.

TOWARD EQUALIZED EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES 


The 1969 ‘Town Meeting took the first step toward providing modern 
equalized educational facilities for elementary school children in all parts of 
town by approving the six school building articles requested by the School 
Committee. The six articles provide for architectural plans and specifica- 
tions as well as acquisition of property adjacent to the present building to 
provide a larger site for a new Pierce School; acquisition of the Park School 
site for a new Lincoln School; and architectural plans and specifications for 
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additions and alterations to the Heath, Lawrence, and Runkle Schools, for 
which additional space is now being provided in portable buildings. 


The School Committee will consult with parents, students, town 
officials, the administration, and the staff in determining the educational 
program to be accommodated in the new and renovated buildings. ‘The 
buildings must be flexible enough to respond to whatever changes in pro- 
grams and techniques may develop in the years ahead. 


Working drawings for the new structures are expected to be complete 
in time for the 1970 ‘Town Meeting. When this first phase of our equaliza- 
tion program is under way, architectural plans for additions and alterations 
to the three remaining elementary schools, Baker, Devotion, and Driscoll, 
will be requested. ‘The elementary school building program is expected to be 
completed by 1972. 


SECOND SUMMER INSTITUTE FOR CHILDREN 
WITH LEARNING DISABILITIES 


Brookline Public Schools and Boston University will sponsor a second 
summer institute for children with learning disabilities. ‘UVhis summer’s 
program will be for children who have completed kindergarten through 
grade two, in contrast to last summer's, which was for children in grades 
three to five. From the children nominated by Principals and teachers, ap- 
proximately 30 will be selected by the Special Education Department. Co- 
ordinators of the program, which is funded by the State Department of 
Education, are Dr. Donald Maietta of Boston University, and Mr. Na- 
thaniel Resnick, Supervisor of Special Education for Brookline Public 
Schools. Mrs. Carol J. Staples will again direct the summer program. 


Next September a special class will be formed for eight children in 
grades four, five, and six, who require more intensive help than that provided 
in the classroom. ‘The class will be held at the Psycho-educational Clinic at 
Boston University, with Brookline supplying the teacher, and Brookline 
and Boston University sharing the cost of supervision, consultation, and 
materials. 


Most children with learning disabilities receive remedial reading help 
or special tutoring while remaining with their regular classes. The 66 chil- 
dren who were in the summer institute last year have all been followed up 
and provided with appropriate remediation. Miss Virginia Seavey is co- 
ordinator of the remedial reading program, 
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A PENNY-A-DAY FOR BIAFRA 


Brookline Public School children have organized a ““Penny-a-Day Club” 
to raise funds for the starving children of Biafra. ‘Uhe drive began on March 
10 with the sale of Lincoln head buttons, which cost 10 cents for children 
and 25 cents for adults. A poster in brown and white, showing the face of a 
Biafran child, was designed by Jacqueline Kouffman for distribution to all 
the schools. Educational materials on Biafra and Nigeria were prepared by 
Mr. John S. Robinson, Director of the Social Studies Department, for use 
in the classroom. 


Funds are being collected in the High School cafeteria and in the home- 
rooms of the elementary schools. Each month a check for $1,200 is being 
forwarded to Joint Church Aid USA, which represents the Protestant, Cath- 
olic and Jewish groups. ‘This organization charters planes each night from 
the Island of Sao ‘Tome to Biafra with approximately 240 tons of food and 
medical aid for the children. 


Beside the “Penny-a-Day” collection, each school is planning other 
fund-raising activities. Pierce School, for example, had a cookie sale and put 
on a Greek Theatre. Baker School held a dance, and cake and book sales; 
Devotion School and Lawrence School sponsored dances; Runkle School 
planned an operetta; and Lincoln School showed movies. 


The first check for $2,400 was presented to Senator Edward M. Ken- 
nedy by a delegation of Brookline School children at the end of April. Sena- 
tor Kennedy presented the students with a $5.00 donation for their drive. 


The campaign committee is composed of faculty and student repre- 
sentatives from each school. Miss Ann E. Macdonald, Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Schools for Curriculum and Instruction, is town-wide chairman 
of the drive, and Richard Lenson is student chairman. 


SPANISH SPEAKING TUTORS 


Students from Spanish classes comprise one of the newest social service 
groups at the High School. Once each week, on ‘Tuesday or Friday, they 
travel to St. Stephen’s Church in the South End of Boston to help Puerto 
Rican young people become better acquainted with English. Dr. Felix Fer- 
nandez, a Spanish teacher at the High School, and Mr. Carl A. Goldman, 
a typing teacher, tutor adults as well as direct the volunteers. Dr. Fernandez, 
who escaped from Cuba in 1962, was unable to speak English when he 
arrived in this country, and hence is very sympathetic to the Puerto Ricans 
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in the same plight. ‘The student tutors not only have an opportunity to prac- 
tice their own Spanish, but also they are learning what real poverty means, 
Dr. Fernandez said. Frequently they bring the children gifts of clothes and 
food. The children become very attached to their tutors, he said, and if for 
some reason they do not come, the children cry. “The American students 
have a very big heart,” he commented. 


INDEPENDENT STUDY 


One Brookline High School student is attending a seminar in poetry 
given by a Harvard professor; another is tutoring an elementary school pupil; 
a third is engaged in micro-plasma research at Boston City Hospital; while 
a fourth is attending classes at a local university. ‘hese activities are part of 
the Senior Year Independent Study Program devised by seniors with the 
guidance of their faculty advisors Mr. George ‘TI’. Viglirolo and Mr. John H. 
Wall. The purpose of the program is to enable seniors in the second half of 
their senior year to pursue study projects beyond the walls of the traditional 
classroom. 


Students are excused from their regular classes for a period of four 
weeks, ‘They write a contract with the teacher of the class from which they 
are excused, describing their project and promising to complete a given 
amount of work within the allotted time. 


“Providing something for every student who wishes to participate is, 
thus, a not unrealistic goal,” said Mr. Viglirolo. “A desired outcome of the 
program is that high school students learn to assume successfully various 
types of responsibility and have the experience of self-initiated study. ‘The 
basic structure of the program of Senior Year Studies can be adapted to 
other organizational patterns, thereby presenting viable alternatives to the 
regular ordering of high school curricula and approaches to learning.” 


PERSPECTIVES 


Four hundred high school juniors and seniors from 40 public, private, 
and parochial schools participated in seminars on dissent and drugs as part 
of the second annual Perspectives 69 program. ‘The program was sponsored 
by the Brookline Public Schools, Boston University, and the Boston Globe. 


The first seminar focused on “Dissent: Freedom Versus Control.” Pro- 
fessor Mark Soloman of the Simmons College History Department traced 
aspects of dissent in America’s past; Mr. Stuart Thomas, an assistant editor 
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of a Black Student Union newspaper and a participant in “Say Brother” on 
Channel 2, discussed the role of dissent in establishing identity; and Dr. 
John Spiegel, director of the Lemberg Center for the Study of Violence at 
Brandeis University, spoke on the role of dissent in the contemporary scene. 


“Drugs: Why? Why Not?” was the topic of the second meeting. Panel 
members included a former drug user from Synanon; Dr. Alfred Koumans, 
an M.I.T. psychiatrist; and Mr. Mark Cohen, deputy assistant attorney 
general for Massachusetts. 


Following the panel discussions, students divided into seminars led by 
Boston University undergraduates. 


Perspectives 69 was organized by Brookline High School English teacher 
Mr. Erik C. Esselstyn, who patterned the program after a similar venture 
tried at Yale University. 


‘The following high schools and programs participated: Brookline, Med- 
ford, Winthrop, Weymouth, Hingham, Bedford, ME'T'CO Program, Need- 
ham, Harvard Upward Bound Project, Shaw Preparatory School, The 
Belmont Hill School, Country Day School of the Sacred Heart: (Newton), 
Lynn Classical, Weston, Natick, Somerville, Peabody, Lynnfield, Burling- 
ton, and Lexington. 


SUMMER SCHOOLS 


How to sail a boat or sew a seam, how the number system relates to 
science, and the interrelationship of weather, currents, and marine geology 
will be among the nine courses to be added to the Brookline High School 
Summer School this year. ‘The courses offered will be Beginning Sewing; 
Intermediate Sewing; News Media Workshop; Contemporary American 
Problems; Vector Study; Oceanography; Psychology; Seamanship and Sail- 
ing; and Review Mathematics. Director of the Summer School is Mr. John 
T’. Ryan. 


Supported by federal funds, the Title I Summer School program for 
enrichment and remediation will be held for a third year under the direction 
of Mr. Nathan Purpel. This year the program will meet at the Runkle 
School. 


‘The Innovations in Learning program, held in conjunction with Lex- 
ington and Newton, will be at the Lincoln School. Mr. William C. ‘Terris 
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of Lexington has been named director. ‘This program is also supported by 
federal funds. 


The three programs will take place for six weeks from June 30 to 
August 8. 


LEARNING BY ‘TEACHING 


Twenty sixth- and seventh-graders at the Lincoln School are discover- 
ing that one of the best ways to learn is to teach. Under the direction of 
remedial reading teacher Mrs. Charlotte Laven, the student tutors, together 
with 14 tutors from the High School, give extra help in reading to second- 
and third-grade pupils on an individual basis. Many of the sixth- and 
seventh-graders are themselves in remedial reading classes, Mrs. Laven ex- 
plains. For them it is a unique experience to be on the giving end of the 
tutorial relationship. The tutoring not only enables these students to review 
basic material as they present it to their “‘tutorees,” as they are called, but 
also improves their own self-importance. 


The student tutors are very inventive and conscientious, Mrs. Laven 
reports. ‘hey make flash cards and work charts, invent games, and even 
assign homework. Each tutor must also keep a record of his tutee’s progress 
and write a report. Besides the tutoring sessions, the tutors and their tutees 
have holiday parties together and have gone on trips to such places as the 
Children’s Museum. 


TOP XII PRODUCES SLIDE FILM 


Twelve students in a junior English class at Brookline High School 
have produced a narrated slide film, “Murder in the South,” as part of their 
course work. ‘l’eacher Mrs. Evelyn Shore introduced the technique to dem- 
onstrate how students can translate a written short story into a visual medi- 
um. Calling themselves ‘lop XII Productions, the class used a fast black-and- 
white film in a 35 mm automatic single lens reflex camera to take on-location 
shots at the High School. A narrated text was written and music selected to 
accompany the slides. ‘The production has been viewed by more than 300 
students and 25 faculty members at the High School. 


APPOINTMENTS 
Rinaldi Named High School Headmaster 


Mr. Carmen P. Rinaldi, Assistant Superintendent of the Braintree Pub- 
lic Schools for the past five and a half years, will return to Brookline High 
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School as Headmaster on July 1. He replaces Dr. Bertram H. Holland, who 
is retiring. ‘he newly-appointed Headmaster was unanimously selected 
from nearly 50 applicants representing all parts of the country. He was one 
of eight finalists interviewed by the administrative staff and the seven-mem- 
ber faculty advisory selection committee. Before making his recommenda- 
tion to the School Committee, Superintendent of Schools Dr. Robert I. 
Sperber also met with a committee of the Student Council who outlined 
the personal qualifications it wished the new Headmaster to have. 


“We chose Mr. Rinaldi because of his deep feeling and concern for 
students as well as for his personal integrity,’ Dr. Sperber said. “These are 
the same attributes that we most prize in Dr. Holland.” 


The Headmaster-elect told the Brookline School Committee that he 
sought the position because he wanted to return to direct involvement with 
students. He praised the Independent Study and ‘Technical-Vocational pro- 
grams, but he believes that the organizational patterns at the High School 
and the academic and extra-curricular activities should be reviewed. He is 
concerned about personalizing the High School and increasing communica- 
tion among students, and also is looking forward to working closely with the 
students as well as the faculty and parents. 


Mr. Rinaldi was one of the most popular members of the faculty during 
his 12 years at Brookline High School. He taught French and Spanish from 
September, 1951 to June, 1953, and then became Assistant Housemaster 
from September, 1953 to June, 1955. For the next four years, he was a 
Housemaster and guidance counselor and from September, 1959 to June, 
1963 served as Housemaster and Assistant to the Headmaster. In 1962 he 
was named Director of the re-instituted Summer School. He left Brookline 
in September, 1963 to become Principal of the Ayer Junior-Senior High 
School, and in the fall of 1964 was named Assistant Superintendent for 
Braintree Public Schools. 


A graduate of Boston University with the degrees of B.A. and M.A., he 
has studied at Middlebury College, Harvard University, and the University 
of Seville, and has a Certificate of Advanced Graduate Study from Boston 
University. 


Arts/Six Director 


Mr. William S. ‘Vaylor, production manager and theatre director from 
Memphis, ‘l’ennessee, has been appointed Director of the Title III Arts/ 
Six program, “Exploring the Potential of Immediate Experience with the 
Arts.” The appointment was made by the Brookline School Committee. 
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Participating in the program beside Brookline are Waltham, Watertown, 
Newton, Lexington, and Belmont. 


Mr. ‘Taylor has had extensive experience with local and national theatre 
companies, including the Front Street ‘Theatre in Memphis, ‘Tennessee; A 
Contemporary Theatre, Seattle, Washington; Seattle Repertory Theatre; 
American Dance Festival; and American National Theatre and Academy. 
He also was consultant to the Ford Foundation Program for Playwrights. 


In all the Arts/Six programs, a visiting artist shares with students some 
of the complexities and rewards of his chosen field. Students have opportuni- 
ties to participate directly in theatre, dance, sculpture, and other art forms. 


Two Principals Appointed 


The Brookline School Committee has appointed Mrs. Mary G. Stepha- 
nus, Principal of the Heath-Baldwin Schools, and Mr. Nathan Purpel, Prin- 
cipal of the Lawrence School. Both served as acting-Principals last year. 
Mrs. Stephanus replaces Dr. Ethel M. Jenkins, who was on a leave of ab- 
sence until her death on February 26; and Mr. Purpel replaces Mr. Raymon 
W. Eldridge, who retired last June. 


Department Head Named 


Mr. Norman M. Colb, teacher of English at the Lincoln and High 
Schools, was appointed Director of English as of September 1, 1969, to 
replace Mr. ‘Trask H. Wilkinson, who is retiring. 


THREE ADMINISTRATORS RETIRE 


Three Brookline administrators are retiring this summer. Dr. John FE. 
Corcoran has been Principal of the Pierce School since 1937; Mr. William 
G. Grinnell has been Director of Guidance since 1964; and Mr. Trask H. 
Wilkinson has been Director of English since 1967. 


Dr. Corcoran began his teaching career in Plainville High School, 
Plainville, Connecticut in 1926. From 1927 to 1929 he taught at Watertown 
High School. He was a member of the Brookline High School faculty from 
1929 to 1937 and during 1936-37 he served as Housemaster of Packard 
House. From 1937 to the present he has been a Principal at the Pierce 
School. He has a B.S. from Boston College, a Master’s degree from Brown 
University, and an I'd.D. degree from Boston University. A director of the 
Brookline Community Council, he also was chairman of the legislative 
committee of the Massachusetts Elementary Principals’ Association. 
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Mr. Wilkinson has been a member of the Brookline High School 
English faculty for the past 37 years. During that time he was chairman of 
Advanced Placement in English, supervisor of interns in English, and 
chairman of the Committee on Fvaluation. He has also been secretary- 
treasurer of the New England Association of the Teachers of English, and 
chairman, vice-chairman, and executive board member of the School and 
College Conference on English. In November, 1943, he published an 
article, ““A Classroom Experiment on Learning from the Modern Novel,” 
in the English Leaflet. His degrees include a Ph.B. from Brown University 
and an Ed.M. from Boston University. 


Mr. Grinnell is the newly elected President of the Brookline Kiwanis. 
He taught English at the High School from 1939 until he joined the U. S. 
Navy as lieutenant in 1944. Following his release from the service in 1946, 
he taught English at Northeastern University for two years, and then re- 
joined the Brookline High School English faculty for the next 10 years. In 
1958 he was named chairman of the Brookline High School guidance coun- 
selors, and in 1964 was appointed to his present position. Besides his teach- . 
ing assignments, Mr. Grinnell coached football, baseball, and basketball at 
Brookline High School, and varsity football and basketball at Northeastern 
University. He has an A.B. degree from ‘Tufts, an M.Ed. degree and a Certi- 
ficate of Advanced Studies from Boston University. 


BROOKLINE CHAMBER MUSIC SOCIETY 


Chamber music for most people recalls an eighteenth century music 
room where small groups of elegantly bewigged ladies and gentlemen politely 
listen to equally elegantly bewigged musicians perform Mozart, Corelli, 
and Vivaldi. In Brookline, however, since 1945, chamber music has meant 
a dynamic musical experience for school children. 


At the suggestion of Boston Symphony Orchestra player Mr. Joseph 
Zimbler, Mrs. Samuel L. Slosberg organized a fund drive to raise money for 
concerts in the schools. For the first three years, concerts were held at the 
High School, but since then, three performances per year have been pre- 
sented in each of the elementary schools. The performers are members of 
Young Audiences, a non-profit organization which employs young profes- 
sional musicians trained to play for children. The concerts are now funded 
jointly by the Brookline School Department and the Society. 


Performances have included string, woodwind, brass, early music, and 
opera groups. Members of the groups explain the instruments and give 
children a chance to finger them and try them out. Frequently one child is 
selected to lead the performers.

Superintendent of Schools Dr. Robert I. Sperber and Assistant Super- 
intendent of Schools for Curriculum and Instruction Miss Ann E. Mac- 
donald have been named to the State Department of Education ‘Task Force 
on Vocational Education — Research and Exemplary. ‘This ‘Task Force is 
one of 10 which will draw up a State Plan for vocational education. ‘The 
program is funded by a federal grant. 


FOOTBALL ‘TEAM REWARDED 


The victorious Brookline High School football team was treated to a 
week’s vacation in Washington during the April vacation as a result of a 
town-wide fund drive which netted more than $5,000. A Sports Celebrity 
Night plus personal donations enabled the team to tour the capital. 


AWARDS 


The Sylvia K. Burack Award was established by Mrs. Burack’s family 
and friends upon her retirement from the School Committee after 19 years 
of service. Each year, a book will be awarded in her name to a senior who has 
made an outstanding contribution to a school literary publication. 


The Brookline Pop Warner Scholarship Award of $100 will be given 
each year to a member of the graduating class who has participated in the 
Brookline Pop Warner football program. 


‘The Pierce School Scholarship Award has been renamed in honor of 
retiring Principal Dr. John E. Corcoran. 
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A special scholarship award was established at the Heath and Baldwin 
Schools in memory of Principal Dr. Ethel M. Jenkins. 


HOCKEY TEAM CHAMPS AGAIN 


For the second year in a row, the Brookline High School Hockey ‘eam 
captured the Greater Boston Interscholastic League Championship. It won 
13 games and lost only one, to Arlington. The team also advanced to the 
semi-finals in the Eastern Massachusetts Hockey ‘Tournament before being 
eliminated by Melrose, 3-0.

IN MEMORIAM 
‘THoMaAS E., FrrzGERALD 


Thomas E. Fitzgerald, beloved baseball and football coach at Brook- 
line High School for 40 years before his retirement in 1968, died March 17, 
1969. He taught mathematics at Brookline High School since 1928, when 
he joined the staff. 


Before becoming a teacher, he played professional baseball for three 
years with Duffy Lewis of Portland, Maine, on the ‘Toronto team. He 
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directed the Eastern Massachusetts Baseball tournament for a number of 
years and served as President of the Massachusetts State Baseball Coaches’ 
Association from 1949 to 1950. When the Massachusetts Baseball Coaches’ 
Association initiated the plan of naming former coaches to a state baseball 
coaches’ Hall of Fame this year, Mr. Fitzgerald was among those selected. 


During his tenure as head coach of baseball he encouraged many boys 
to go on to college and a number of his boys succeeded in major league 
baseball. Our sympathy goes out to his widow, a former teacher in the 
Michael Driscoll School. 


ETHEL M. JENKINS 


With deep regret and a sense of real loss, we learned of the death on 
February 26 of Dr. Ethel M. Jenkins, Principal of the Heath and Baldwin 
Schools for the past 16 years. A graduate of Salem State ‘leachers’ College, 
she was president of the Brookline ‘Teachers’ Club in 1954-55. She also was 
vice-president and president of the Connecticut Association of Supervisors 
and Directors of Elementary Education. For four years, from 1963-1967, she 
served on the Advisory Committee for the Brookline Adult Education Pro- 
gram and also on the Committee on Children’s Experiences. 


“Ethel fener was an outstanding elementary school educator,” said 
Dr. Robert I. Sperber. “She was constantly striving to improve the program, 
introduce new ideas, and care for each child’s needs. She had a deep interest 
in teacher training and helped establish the Heath School as a student 
teaching center.” 
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THE NEW WORLD OF KINDERGARTEN 


Like an eagle, perched on a crag, the five-year-old hovered above a 
swirling concourse of classmates and parents. Arms akimbo, he perched on 
top of a bookcase at Baker School, his eyes taking in every detail. 


It did not take long. Another loner, detached from the scene as kinder- 
garten opened, caught his eye. Before the tears of the timid and the gallop- 
ing dialogue of the outgoing had a chance to subside, the two boys had 
formed an alliance that resembled nothing so much as a moving company 
at work. Books, cartons and lists were routed from desks to bookshelves with 
tireless enthusiasm. ; 


Jerome S. Bruner, Professor of Psychology and Director of the Center 
for Cognitive Studies at Harvard, would have been delighted. His first 
description of growth in ““Toward a ‘Theory of Instruction” records, “Much 
of what the young child does is predictable from a knowledge of the stimuli 
that are impinging upon him at the time he responds, or just prior to that 
time.” 


The “stimuli” were classic, an exposure of all the children’s senses to 
the first day at kindergarten. ‘he boys were showing their classmates, in 
order to prove to themselves, what they could do. The leader-follower rela- 
tionship was a direct parallel of the teacher-learner interchange. 


Teachers were responding to a chosen challenge by meeting children 
three-quarters of the way, providing an environment which was both like 
the reassuring atmosphere of home and the dignity of a respected guest. 


The group behavior practice would come later. On the first day, the 
individual personality of each child was the important consideration. ‘lhe 
major asset which five-year-olds have before they start school is curiosity. It 
is the building block which kindergarten teachers recognize as their most 
potent ally. 


Preparation for reading is playing an increasingly important role at the 
kindergarten level, according to Mrs. Harriet D. Gaetz. Her experimental 
“laboratory” kindergarten at Brookline High School has 20 five-year-olds in 
the High School area enrolled. It also selects 30 children from all over 
Brookline between three and a half and four and a half as nursery school 
pupils. More than 50 High School girls in the Vocational ‘Technical ‘Train- 
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ing Program in Child Growth and Development work with these young- 
sters. Miss Elinor Schuman interviews parents and children in order to 
provide a representative background. 


The Pre-School Curriculum 


Learning about letters and developing a feeling for words has an increas- 
ing part to play in the pre-school curriculum. A more elementary version of 
the decoding process will be used this year to test its effectiveness. 


More manipulative materials are also the order of the year in Brookline 
kindergartens. ‘The town has had kindergarten classes since 1878 but each 
year is a new Start as far as teachers of five-year-olds are concerned. 


Parents who think that nursery rhymes and resting period are the prin- 
cipal poles of a kindergarten child’s life have a surprise in store when they 
visit school. Almost every subject which the child will be studying in more 
advanced grades is given kindergarten exposure. 


Suppose it is language time. It may be stories, read by the teacher or 
told by children. It may be word games. It may be describing what children 
noticed on the way to school. 


That much misunderstood phrase “reading readiness,’ really means 
being able to tell stories about pictures, match look-alike pictures and sounds, 
and learning the names of letters. 


Science, to the five-year-old means the realities of boiling water, plant- 
ing seeds, taking care of pets, and understanding weather forecasts. Social 
studies is a welcome amalgam of history which is not based on dates and 
communities studied, not by statistics but by people. 


Getting along with others is not a course. It is a game. It is snack time. 
It is toy time. ‘There are two courses which really count as rewards: art and 
music, otherwise known as instant absorption. If kindergarten is fun, then 
going to school will be fun. Educators believe that children develop in their 


first school experience personality which shapes their behavior all through 
life. 


STABILITY AND CHANGE IN THE 'TEACHING PROFESSION 


Kindergarten children were not the only ones experiencing their first 
day in the Brookline Schools. Superintendent Robert I. Sperber welcomed

128 new full-time teachers to the faculty on orientation day. ‘Uhey came 
from 29 states and nine countries. ‘he new teachers were selected from 
6,000 applicants of whom 700 were given personal interviews. 


The Brookline School Committee has always been concerned with 
the rate of turnover among its teaching staff. The total staff of full-time 
teachers in Brookline numbers 487. ‘The rate of turnover of replacement 
teachers is close to 20 per cent. Is this turnover too great? ‘The whole process 
of education is characterized by striking a nice balance between stability and 
change. Brookline’s rate of turnover in teachers is due in part to the increas- 
ing mobility of the teaching profession, reflecting not only a national but 
also a local trend. In the neighboring communities of Winchester, Belmont, 
Newton, Lexington, and Weston, for example, the turnover rate has ranged 
from 15 to 25 per cent in recent years. 


‘The length of time teachers serve in Brookline may be divided into two 
general classifications: service of tenure teachers and nontenure teachers. 
A person who has commenced his fourth consecutive year of teaching in the 
same community acquires a permanent tenure of office and is known as a 
tenure teacher. Of the 487 full-time teachers in Brookline, 251 are not on 
tenure and 236 are on tenure. Stated in another way, a little less than one- 
half of our teachers have taught in Brookline for more than three years. ‘The 
breakdown of longevity of our present teaching staff may be described as 
follows: 


NONTENURE ‘J’EACHERS 


128 are in the first year of teaching in Brookline. 
75 are in the second year of teaching in Brookline. 
48 are in the third year of teaching in Brookline. 
Total 251 nontenure teachers 


‘TENURE ‘TEACHERS 


103 are in the 4th to 9th year of teaching in Brookline. 
62 are in the 10th to 19th year of teaching in Brookline. 
71 have been teaching 20 years or over. 
Total 236 tenure teachers 


The most frequent causes for resignation of teachers are pregnancy and 
transfer of spouses to other parts of the country. Less frequent causes include 
graduate study, promotion, and retirement. 
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THE TIME OF THE BUTTERFLY 


You can catch more butterflies with sugar than with nets. One of the 
happier artifacts of Mrs. Barbara A. Reynolds’ science class at the Lincoln 
School was a living demonstration by Leslie Archer. 


Students bring guinea pigs, tadpoles, gerbils, and toads to class in order 
to have models for biological science. Rabbits, frogs, and spiders are also 
popular in the class. 


Joyce Pender chose a cocoon. She did some homework in order to be 
ready for the day when a butterfly would emerge. When it came, she was 
prepared with a sugar solution. 


Leslie Archer also had more than a passing interest in butterflies. She 
dipped her finger into the sugar solution while Joyce held it. In her excite- 
ment, Leslie rubbed her nose with fingers coated with sugar. ‘The butterfly 
came to rest unerringly on Leslie’s nose. Across the hall, the audiovisual 
department was also prepared. While seventh graders held their breath, 
cameras recorded the first minutes in the life of a butterfly. 


AGENDA FOR THE SEVENTIES BY 
DR. ROBERT I. SPERBER 


More student power and a corresponding increase in student responsi- 
bility led Superintendent Robert Sperber’s first major address to the teachers 
of Brookline schools this year. 


His statements reflect a commitment of the School Committee. Mem- 
bers are demonstrating it by an ongoing dialogue with students (such as an 
interview with Jacques Dronsick in the “Rapper”’) and by sitting in on 
faculty-student meetings. 


Teachers and students throughout the country will have a bigger vote 
in policy planning, Sperber noted. Students “are going to have a hand in the 
formation of new courses and the discarding of old ones. I think they are 
going to be concerned about teaching methods. I think that they are going 
to help us devise some alternatives to ability grouping. I think that we are 
going to find students involved in helping us to attack the social and racial 
discrimination that occurs in most sections of the United States.” 


He also looks for more emphasis on group work in human relations to 
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accompany the present emphasis on teaching skills. Pre-school programs 
will be supported more and more by local communities. 


More Inter-disciplinary Activity 


Schools will make greater efforts in interdisciplinary ventures com- 
bining the arts with the humanities and the natural sciences. Television 
teaching and computerized instruction will be used as aids by more teachers. 


Regionalization of schools, so that children living two blocks away from 
each other will not be having education of different quality is another trend. 
Dr. Sperber cited schools in the Louisville, Ky. (Jefferson County) area who 
share their financial resources but retain complete control within local com- 
munities as far as curriculum and hiring teachers go. 


Student evaluation will have more importance as well as teacher evalu- 
ation. Both should become a more exact science, Dr. Sperber noted. 


Brookline’s Goals 


Where is Brookline going with respect to these national directions? 
The use of para-professionals and volunteers is freeing teachers for more 
effective work. Cooperative teaching approaches are being used. 


Technical vocation is on the increase. Courses in family living and sex 
education are going forward. Learning disabilities programs and the role 
which physical education can play in helping children with specific learning 
problems are other priority matters. Enrichment programs for gifted young- 
sters and independent study programs for those who are able to handle them 
are getting additional School Committee support. George Viglirolo is writing 
a proposal for an expanded program for seniors at Brookline High School 
this year after the success of last year’s student-chosen independent projects. 


Brookline is introducing at the Pierce School in the fifth grade this year 
the use of computers on a pilot basis to teach grammar skills. Audiovisual 
aids have been greatly increased. 


On curriculum: “The School Committee in the past five years has been 
improving the curriculum in science, social studies, English, foreign lan- 
guages and mathematics. Now we are coming into phase two. We must start 
directing our efforts to make sure that teachers use the new curriculum as 
effectively as possible.” 


The Technical Vocational Program 


A swan carved from ice stood poised on a table. Sculptured molds of 
salad and silver trays of cold meat served as a magnet for 150 people. 
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The aroma of freshly made rolls was another attraction. At a table near- 
by, 16 different desserts and home-made dinner mints offered a real chal- 
lenge to decision-makers. 


The chefs were 44 boys at Brookline High School, who were putting the 
Food Service work-study program to the test. Guests were School Com- 
mittee members, Superintendent Robert I. Sperber, members of his ‘ask 
Force on ‘Technical Vocational Education, parents and teachers. 


Starting with five students in 1964, the School Committee authorized 
a Work-Study Program. ‘This was the early forerunner of the present struc- 
tured program taught within the school. In the beginning, students were 
allowed released time from school to work. 


In 1965, a faculty committee (Operation Bee-line) was organized with 
Nathan Purpel as coordinator to meet the needs of students who were more 
interested in vocational training and career opportunities than the straight 
academic program. Mr. John ‘I’. Ryan now serves as coordinator. 


Work Experience in Food Service, Business Merchandizing and Child Care 


Work Experience Programs were begun in the summer of 1966. Stu- 
dents were offered courses in food service, merchandizing or business distri- 
bution, or child care and development. Classroom instruction at school was 
backed up by laboratory work. ‘The success of the program that summer 
justified its expansion during the regular school year in 1966. 


In order to give further support, the Superintendent and the School 
Committee authorized Miss Ann E. Macdonald, Assistant Superintendent 
for Curriculum and Instruction, to go to Dr. Walter Markham, Deputy 
Commissioner of Education in charge of Vocational ‘Training, to obtain 
state funds. 


The dinner prepared by the boys in the Food Service program was an 
example of how the program has worked out. It was a day of pride for the 
boys, in themselves and in the school. ‘They were discovering and proving 
that they were successes on the job. 


“These boys learned how to take the heat in the kitchen,” says Peter C. 
Crafts, a former chef who works with Mrs. Ann L. Schreiber, director of the 
Food Service Program. 


“We are hard pressed to keep up with the demand among people 
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wanting to hire our students. ‘I heir employers are as enthusiastic as they are. 
One student has gone on to study food management at the University of 
Michigan. Another went to the Culinary Institute at the University of 
Washington. At least half of our seniors want to make a career in the field.” 


Individual Attention 


One reason for the enthusiasm is a receptive ear for each student. ‘They 
get individual attention in business from Roland A. Dwinell, Mrs. Betty P. 
Flaherty and Carl A. Goldman. They get as much personal attention from 
William J. McCarthy in merchandizing and from Mrs. Evelyn Barden in 
child care. Classes in technical vocations are not larger than 16. ‘Teachers 
get to know them individually. If one teacher does not reach a particular 
student, another usually can. Mrs. Flaherty and Mr. Dwinell have worked 
out a tandem arrangement. 


“It’s not really team teaching, but it’s close to it. We capitalize on each 
other’s strengths,” explains Mrs. Flaherty. 


Giving Vocational Training More Scope 


As the ‘Technical Vocational Program progressed, the goals grew. 
Giving vocational training its nghtful place in the curriculum along with 
academic work became more important. 


“Technical vocational education encompasses much more than training 
for a specific skill,” said Mr. Ryan. “It has distinct value for all students of 
all ages, regardless of their ultimate vocational aims. Making decisions is an 
important part of education. Some schools are teaching first and second 
graders the interdependence of occupations.” 


. The next program planned for vocational training is Careers in Health 
Professions. Also being explored are work-study experience in communica- 
tions, library science, and electrical engineering. 


More than 200 students this year are involved with the Work Experi- 
ence Program. Relevancy, that primary rallying cry of alienated students, is 
a big dividend. Their academic subjects are also becoming more closely 
related to the world of work. 


Close cooperation with parents is a must to make the program work. 
Parents who have never come to a parent-teacher meeting before make 
appointments to discuss their children’s vocational training. 
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Students Become Involved 


Involvement in school and community is one of the major rewards for 
the students in the Work Experience Program. ‘They are making a contri 
bution and finding it rewarding, says Mr. Ryan. 


Money is an important incentive. Students are paid for their work, 
within the school or town offices. Later they are paid by employers for 
working from three to ten hours a week, earning as much as $2,000 a year. 


The main goal is vocational training, which stresses building self- 
confidence as well as skills. Brookline’s objectives in the proposal submitted 
in 1965 for ‘Title 1 funds under the Elementary and Secondary School Act 
included: 1) giving students a successful school experience; 2) providing 
needed incentive towards a vocational goal; and 3) developing skills for 
holding a threshold job. 


The program has already proved its flexibility with teaching in a real 
situation. A pilot pre-school training course for children chosen from repre- 
sentative areas of the town has developed from the child care course at the 
High School. ‘There has been a kindergarten there since 1895. Work-study 
students found kindergarten classes to observe before starting to help teach 
nursery school candidates. One of the child care students is a boy, who has 
made some valuable suggestions on what a nursery school child needs. 


Finding out what students need, at the high school level, is really what 
the program is about. 


METCO Graduates Go on to College 


How effective is an education in the Brookline schools? A dozen 
METCO students, bussed from inner city schools through METCO, put 
the system to the test. The first METCO High School graduates to go 
through three years of instruction in Brookline have a creditable record. ‘They 
have been accepted by colleges of their own choice. 


“I came here as a student, and I am leaving as a teacher, because I 
taught the white students here something about life that they could not and 
would never receive from their parents, the High School, or the Brookline 
environment,” Charlene Crump said in an address to members of her 
graduating class in June. 


Charlene, who is going to Boston University, described as a true educa- 
tion “one that introduces you to the true knowledge of your fellow man, 
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exposing the many stereotypes that have been imposed,” as compared with 
the conventional one of “reading books, learning facts and dates, and doing 
homework.” 


She reported that she, also, learned from the white students “how naive 
I was not to know that people did not know these things about each other.” 


“All that I can conclude is I hope that my black sisters and brothers 
who will be here next year don’t give up on their fellow white students.” For 
the white students, Charlene’s plea was, “Open the door to communication. 
And for my fellow classmates, try to practice some of the things you have 
learned about people.” 


Colleges Chosen 


Three METCO students who graduated from Brookline High School 
in June are at Northeastern: Carolyn Davis, Robert Houston, a sports star, 
and Leona Jackson. 


Loretta Franklin, who was elected head of Brookline’s Afro-American 
Society, is at New York University. Jennifer Horton, who distinguished her- 
self in choral singing, is at Wellesley. 


Simmons admitted two Brookline ME'TCO students Michele Evans, 
who was a member of the Honor Society, and Jacqueline ‘Tinch. All of the 
colleges accepting ME'T'CO students provided scholarship funds where they 
were needed. It was the privilege of Mrs. Katharine C. Ginty, ME'TCO 
coordinator, to urge them to apply to any college of their choice, with the 
assurance of financial support. 


The University of Massachusetts admitted Gail Reddrick, who will 
enter in January. Patricia Flannigan also plans to enter college in 1970 after 
working. So does Nettie ‘Taylor. Going farthest away is Donna West, who 
chose Antioch College. 


This year 13 METCO students will graduate from Brookline High 
School. 


THE STUDY OF MAN 
“The proper study of mankind is man,” it has been said. A new social 
studies course designed to study human beings goes into its second year 
this term in the fifth grade of the Brookline schools. 
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Recent discoveries by social scientists and a broad range of materials 
have been coordinated and adapted by Miss Maryann Morgan of the Baker 
School and Mrs. Ruth A. Grant of Driscoll. Using 22 booklets instead of a 
single textbook, teachers conducting “Man: A Course of Study” will touch 
off discussions with songs, journals, poems, stories, and concepts. 


Teaching materials also include films in color and other visual aids, 
written materials, and games. 


Four Study Units 


Four major study units start by exploring human growth and develop- 
ment. The life cycle of the salmon offers appropriate comparisons with 
humans. It establishes vocabulary and intellectual framework to follow. 


The instinctive and intuitive behavior of human beings and their adap- 
tation in order to survive is paralleled in a study of herring gulls. Coming 
closer to man as a species, the course next concentrates on baboons. ‘lhe 
rearing of infants, defending the family, and communicating with other 
ground adapted primates paves the way for the final unit on a human cul- 
ture, the Netsilik Indians. Here, the course seeks common humanity and 
values, family structure, and general culture. 


Jerome Bruner, Director of the Center for Cognitive Studies at Harvard, 
suggested the essence of the course in 1965: “The content of the course is 
man: his nature as a species, the forces that shaped and continue to shape 
his humanity.” 


“The curriculum,” he continues, “should be determined by the most 
fundamental understanding that can be achieved of the underlying principles 
that give structure to the subject. ‘The best way to create interest in the 
subject is to render it worth knowing, which means to make the knowledge 
gained usable in one’s thinking beyond the situation in which the learning 
has occurred.” 


11 SEMI-FINALISTS QUALIFY FOR 
NATIONAL MERIT SCHOLARSHIPS 


Eleven Brookline High School students have been named semi-finalists 
in this year’s National Merit Scholarship Qualifying ‘Vests. The required 
score was 144, and eight students rated above it with scores ranging from 
145 to 152. There were 11 semi-finalists this year, as compared with nine last 
year, and five in 1966-67. 
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Extracurricular activities make a strong showing among Brookline’s 
semi-finalists. ‘Theodore S. Baron holds a Leader’s Training Fellowship and 
plans to enter the Jewish Theological Seminary. 


Harold M. Cline is aiming to be a science major at M.I.T’. He is a 
varsity soccer and track player, who is also interested in sailing and music. 


Jonathan Forman is also interested in science at M.I.T., and is a sailor 
and a jogger. Janet Gottler is a potential major in history and literature, a 
draft couselor, and a musician. 


‘Teaching is the goal of semi-finalist Richard Kazis. He wants to study 
history, government and political science at Harvard. He has been elected 
co-president of Packard House and captain of the swimming team. 


Mathematics is the field of Judith Levine, who hopes to study at 
Radcliffe. ‘Tennis is her varsity stint. Olivia A. O’Neill, combines English 
and history as major interests and practices what she preaches in the Saga- 
more, political campaigns, issues such as the California grape pickers and 
Brookline rent control, and farther afield, as a participant in the American 
Field Service Summer Program in India. 


Another traveler is Sue Padawer, who lists art and hosteling among 
extracurricular choices besides philosophy and sociology. Gym and draft 
counseling came in second. 


Joseph Rothchild, is a potential Harvard astronomy major. He holds 
mathematics and science awards at Rennselaer and Lincoln, and works 
almost as hard at music and photography. Stephen A. Weiss, is a would-be 
economist, practicing as a legislative aide to Representative Michael S. 
Dukakis. Joseph White, is already Chief Justice of the Student Court and 
plans to continue in political science. Chess, debating, and United Nations 
essays are also interests.

brushing from the third grade “dentist” and from a senior student at the 
Forsyth School for Dental Hygienists. 


The young dentist cleared his throat and directed his assistant to mix 
an amalgam (silver filling material) in order to place it in the cavity of a 
model tooth, resting on the tray in front of the make-believe patient. 


Grades K through Four 


The program of dental health education in grades kindergarten through 
four in the Brookline schools was the result of meetings with Dr. Lester E. 
Block, Director of Dental Health in Brookline, and chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Community Dentistry of the Boston University School of Graduate 
Dentistry. 


The Brookline schools’ program for learning about dental health 
through practice was only in its second year, but expanding the exercises to 
other grades is already under discussion. 


THE NEW PIERCE SCHOOL 


What will the new Pierce School look like? It will be a flexible free- 
swinging environment if the students in the third, fifth, and seventh grades 
have their way. No one could deny that they had their say. More than 75 
students held a highly vocal dialogue with architects William D. Warner of 
Providence and Don Davies of the Cambridge firm of Davies and Wolfe. 


“Can we have a student lounge?” asked one girl. 


“T’'d like to see a merry-go-round classroom with the teacher in the 
middle. When she wants to see somebody, she presses a button which swings 
his desk around to hers,” suggested a boy, waving a sketch in the air. 


“Build it of wood, not brick. Make it more like a home, a split level 
ranch house,” said a girl, prodded by classmates to show a picture of a 
suburban development. 


A swimming pool, an indoor recreation field, and activity corners to 
break up classroom space were some of the other suggestions offered by 
students. 


Parents and faculty members had their say, too, at other meetings with 
architects, staff and School Committee members. Working drawings will be 
completed in mid-April for consideration at a June ‘Town Meeting. 
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BROOKLINE SCHOOLS AND THE ELDERLY 


In a town where there are some 13,000 senior citizens in a total popu- 
lation of 54,000, making many resources open to them has a practical priority. 
Brookline’s schools undertook a pilot project in May, 1968. On the initiative 
of the School Committee and administrators working with the Brookline 
Multi-Service Center, hot lunches were served at the Devotion School to 
the elderly. 


Brookline and Pittsfield were the first two towns to test the program. 
As soon as school children had finished in the cafeteria, hot lunches were 
served for 50¢. Further costs were assumed by the Office of School Lunch 
Program of the Massachusetts Bureau of Education. 


Last year, Brookline made the Pierce School cafeteria available to the 
elderly. At each school some 40 to 50 senior citizens gather for lunch and 
are entertained by one of their number, such as pianist Raye Nash, an 
accomplished accordionist, or a guitar player. 


Representatives of Brookline’s agencies serving the elderly meet them 
during these lunches and refer them to appropriate centers for individual 
problems. During the summer, hot lunches were served at Sussman House. 


Mrs. Magnus Greenman, Director of the Multi-Service Center, says 
that since it is not a social gathering place, but an office for efficient case 
work, the Brookline schools provide the social group work approach that 
makes a rounded program. 


Brookline’s Adult Education courses are also offered free of charge to 
elderly people. Arm-chair travellers have formed a club. School films and 
special lectures by faculty members keep senior citizens in touch with the 
school and therefore with the community. 


STUDENT PARTICIPATION 


When Headmaster Carmen Rinaldi called for students to give him their 
ideas more than 600 took him up on it. One of the principle subjects 
scheduled was the house system, but students had far more on their minds 
than that. 


“We couldn’t care less whether we have a vertical or a horizontal house 
system, whether houses are divided by class or in mixed age groups,” students 
said. 
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What they wanted was abundantly clear, a voice in determining how 
and where they spent their school time. Choosing their own courses, and 
abolishing the pass system so that students with study blocks could go to the 
public library were the most specific suggestions. 


The general feeling was more freedom and more individual attention in 
a school where each of the four houses has 600 students. 


Phase One — 1969 


As of mid-October, one part of the students’ requests are to be imple- 
mented as fast as possible. After an executive meeting of the Board of the 
Parent ‘Teachers’ Organization, it was agreed to set up a thorough screening 
system of students to determine their responsibility before granting them 
freedom to leave the High School. ‘Those who have demonstrated that they 
are ready to accept freedom from a structured study hall will be allowed, 
with permission of faculty and parents, the privilege of leaving the building 
during study blocks. 


Phase Two — Next Fall 


Not until next September will there be time to determine if other . 
suggestions made by students are practicable. Since more than 1,200 stu- 
dents asked for course change this fall, alterations in course choices are a 
natural consideration, but whether students will be able to choose their own 
courses, or whether the track system can be abolished are very much up in 
the air at this time, Mr. Rinaldi said. 


Since Brookline High School is overcrowded, better use of facilities is 
another consideration being weighed by Mr. Rinaldi with student sug- 
gestions. Developing resource centers, such as using the library and con- 
tiguous classrooms as a social studies center is one case in point. Keeping 
the lunch room open all day is another. 


The significant part of the discussions are the number of people in- 
volved. Mr. Rinaldi’s meeting attracted School Committee members, par- 
ents, teachers, members of the Council for Public Schools and administra- 
tors as well as the 600 students. It was a case of governing by consent rather 
than coping with dissent.

Good public libraries aid in the making of better citizens. ‘Therefore, 
our library must continue to dedicate itself to the task of serving as many 
members of the community as possible, encouraged by the firm belief that 
a well-informed citizenry is the strongest bulwark of a democracy. In order 
to further these basic objectives two vitally important projects have been 
initiated, one of which is almost completed, namely, the alterations and 
additions to the Coolidge Corner Branch Library, the other, still in the 
planning stages, the alterations and additions to the lovely fifty-nine year 
old Main Library. ‘The ‘I'rustees are most grateful to the citizens of the town 
for their part in obtaining the necessary funds for the former and we urge 
favorable action on the latter. 


The ‘Trustees are justly proud of the activities carried on by the staff 
of the Brookline Public Library under the able leadership of Librarian 
Carroll and thank them for their outstanding record of service to the citizens 
of the ‘Town. We deem it a distinct pleasure and honor to serve as ‘Trustees 
of this important educational institution. 


The Librarian’s annual report to the ‘Trustees follows: 


School Library Services in Brookline 


“The school libraries of Brookline are the product of a cooperative 
agreement between the Public School system and the Public Library system. 
The former provides the quarters in school buildings and equips the libraries 
so that each is attractive and functional and suited to the individual school; 
the latter selects and purchases the books, appoints the personnel and 
administers the service.” ‘hese words from an Annual Report describe the 
informal agreement which began in 1917 when the Public Library ‘Trustees 


* Resigned 6/15/69 
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asked the 'l’own for a sum of $800 for a High School Librarian and $300 for 
books. That first year there were 2,350 books in the High School library. By . 
1953 there were eight school libraries and in 1964 when the Pierce School 
library opened every public school in Brookline had a central school library. 
On July 1, 1966 the administration of the High School library and its collec- 
tion of 16,269 volumes were transferred to the School Department. On July 
1, 1969 the complete administration of the eight elementary school libraries 
and a book collection of 89,093 volumes as well as the periodical and pam- 
phlet collections and the catalogue records were transferred to the School 
Department. A general policy statement, approved by the Massachusetts 
Board of Library Commissioners in March 1969, suggests guidelines for the 
future. “Schools and public libraries have areas of mutual concern. . . 
particularly in rendering service to children and young people . . . it is 
important and necessary that both libraries define their functions and 
coordinate such programs locally.” 


Coolidge Corner Branch Library 


The additions and alterations to the Coolidge Corner Branch Library 
will be completed in the next few months. Furniture and books were shifted 
three times during the year to accommodate the contractor during the suc- 
cessive steps of work. ‘The branch library has been closed only eleven days 
for construction purposes. It is quite remarkable that through all the dirt, 
dust, noise, turmoil, heat and lack of heat, all library reading areas have been 
filled. It is impossible to say enough in praise of the Coolidge Corner Branch 
staff who have worked so magnificently throughout this difficult year. 


Book Collection 


Fven with the transfer of the school library collections to school admin- 
istration, the number of books in the Public Library collection remains high. 
‘These figures for other Massachusetts libraries are from 1968 reports, but 
give some basis for comparison.

Size of the book collection is not so important, of course, as quality and 
many staff members are involved to ensure that the best of the books avail- 
able are selected. 
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According to the annual summary number of “Publishers Weekly” 
March 10, 1969, the survey of the year 1968 shows in the tabulations for 
novels (not including mysteries, suspense) that the median price in 1968 
was $5.95 (compared with $4.95 in 1967) and the average price was up 
9.4% to $5.82. The prices for volumes of biography showed in 1968 a median 
of $7.95 (compared with $7.50 in 1967) and an extraordinary 63.6% increase 
in the average price to a figure of $13.73 (explained by a number of titles 
ranging from $14.75 to $40.00). The prices for volumes of history showed 
a median price of $8.00 (compared with $7.50 in 1967) and an average of 
$9.95 reflecting a heavy 24.8% increase from 1967. Book prices in general 
have gone up and are still rising. 


Adult Services 


For the first time in many years the picture collection was completely 
evaluated and many new pictures added. Those of no value have been 
withdrawn. 


The library continues to add to its collection of newspapers and maga- 
zines on microfilm, e.g, ATLANTIC, BUSINESS WEEK, ENGLISH

This year we have also been able to classify and forward to the shelves 
many government documents that had been accumulating. 


A policy of limited renewals of books has been approved by the ‘Trus- 
tees and placed in operation. 


A stormy February, two school library fires, and closing the Coolidge 
Corner Branch Library for construction, all helped to bring our circulation 
of library materials down a very small percentage. Our borrower registration 
figures are at a new high, and with the expanded Coolidge Corner Branch 
Library available next year we should have a greater use than ever before. 


With a fully qualified Adult Services staff, we can now look forward to 
implementing some of the plans we have had for some time: a consistent 
publicity program, a film program, and various other library programs 
which will contribute to the welfare of the community. 


Children’s and Young People’s Services 


A substantial amount of the work projected last year for the Main 
Library Children’s Room has been completed. Altogether, over 1,000 books 
are being replaced and approximately twice that number of outdated, worn 
books have been discarded. ‘The improved appearance of the book collection 
and imaginative displays have made the Children’s Room more attractive. 
Because National Library Week children’s film programs were so successful, 
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a tentative plan has been made to have a film program for children once a 
month. We hope to have the first such program early next year. 


The story hours at the Main Library and the branch libraries continue 
to attract Brookline children. On Friday mornings, during the spring, three 
and four year old boys and girls from the Brookline Head Start Program 
enjoyed visiting Coolidge Corner Branch Library and selecting books to 
take back to their classes. At Putterham Branch Library again this spring, 
the library provided story hours for the children of the ‘Temple Emeth 
Nursery School. ‘The Chestnut Hill Branch Library continues to serve the 
teachers, student teachers and pupils in the Baldwin School. 


The book collection designated for young adults as originally planned 
is nearly complete. It will, of course, be enlarged but it remains basically a 
collection of adult books of special interest to young people. We need more 
books of biography, sports, adventure and romance for young people but it 
is difficult to find such books with even a minimum literary value. Approxi- 
mately 2,000 paperback titles have been purchased and displayed near the 
young adults’ area. Paperbacks are very popular. 


A musical evening called “Vibrations” for young people, with music 
played by young people, has been so successful that plans have been made 
to continue the program. A collection of popular records of interest to young 
people was purchased and as expected is in constant use. 


The doubt and confusion existing in the country are reflected in the 
ranks of the library profession. At the American Library Association Con- 
ference this year, the young questioned the survival of the library if it does 
not “change” to meet the demands of today’s society. If the young can 
discipline their energy and intellectual capacity for the service of their 
fellow man, the future of the library will be assured. 


To the ‘Trustees, for their loyal support and to the staff who worked 
hard and were able to continue service despite the uncertainty of the times, 
I am grateful.

Heart Program 


In an attempt to combat the growing number of deaths from heart 


disease, the Brookline Heart Program, a comprehensive screening program 
for coronary risk, was opened to ‘Town employees late in 1968. ‘This followed 
a year of careful planning by members of the staff of the Health Depart- 
ment with the help of an Advisory Committee including Dr. Harold D. 
Levine, Cardiologist at the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital; Dr. Alexander 
Marble, Director of the Joslin Clinic; and Dr. Fredrick J. Stare, Chairman 
of the Department of Nutrition, Harvard School of Public Health.

Dr. James H. Jackson, a Brookline internist and one of the originators 
of the Health Department’s Diabetes Screening Clinic, is consultant to 
the new program. He evaluates all test results and refers the patients who 
appear to need further diagnostic testing to their private physicians. ‘The 
laboratory work for the new program is under the supervision of Dr. Daniel 
R. Zoll. 


The Heart Program supplements the Diabetes and Chest X-ray Screen- 
ing Clinics. As in other programs of the Health Department, emphasis is 
on screening and prevention of illness. If test findings indicate that further 
investigation is needed, the patient is referred to his own physician or a 
hospital clinic. 


Necessary additional equipment was secured at no cost to the Town. 
The Flint Laboratories offered to loan the Department a Bio-Dynamics 
Unimeter 200 for the more rapid processing of blood cholesterol. ‘The 
Brookline ‘Tuberculosis and Public Health Society supplied an electronic 
blood pressure machine that can be operated by non-medical personnel, 
and an attachment to the Department’s pulmonary function machine to 
make one-second vital capacity measurements. 


After operating on a pilot basis during the last three months of 1968 
by screening ‘Town employees, the new Heart Program was opened to resi- 
dents of Brookline early in 1969. Response was so great that at times appoint- 
ments have had to be made three months in advance. ‘The Program operates 
three mornings a week. 


Brookline residents who are coming for a screening are asked to eat a 
hearty breakfast that morning. At the Health Center, the individual is inter- 
viewed by a nurse from the Visiting Nurse Service for a medical history. 
This is followed by screening tests for diabetes, blood cholesterol, blood 
pressure, lung vital capacity, and skinfold measurement. Since the tests are 


done on an appointment basis only, the individual is usually through in 
a half hour. 


After the results of the screening tests have been evaluated, the indi- 
vidual is notified either that the screening revealed no abnormalities, or 
he is urged to see his private physician to whom a copy of the test findings 
have been sent. 


During 1969, about 700 Brookline residents have taken advantage of 
the program. 


The Health Department has contracted with the Research Department 
of the United Community Services of Metropolitan Boston to analyze the 
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data obtained from the Heart Program since it was opened to the general 
public in April, 1969. 


A preliminary analysis of the cases screened during the first six months 
of the program showed that 51 percent of all persons who had made use 
of the program were found to have at least one abnormal condition. These 
cases were referred to their private physician for further diagnosis. ‘Iwo 
or more abnormal findings were noted in 23 percent of the total case load. 


The preliminary data also indicate a definite relationship between 
overweight and lack of exercise in determining cardiac risk. Persons who 
are eleven or more pounds over their optimum weight, as determined from 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company’s weight scale, made up 64 
percent of the total cases screened in the Heart Program. Over 50 percent 
of all persons screened were classified as “inactive” in terms of regular 
CXeIcise. 


A complete analysis of the data from the Brookline Heart Program 
will be available early in 1970. 


Consultant on Aging 


In order that everything possible is done to maintain the physical, 
mental, and spiritual health of the ‘Town’s large number of elderly residents, 
a Consultant on Aging was engaged on a two-day a week basis in June, 1969. 
The person selected, a long-time employee of the School Department, has 
a doctorate in psychology and is well aware of the potential problems of 
the elderly. Since his appointment, he has devoted his time to three major 
activities: 


1. Conducting a continuing survey of nursing and rest homes. ‘This in- 
cludes the condition of available facilities, nursing and personnel 
available, paramedical services on call upon physicians’ recommenda- 
tion, and a running census of patients as to residence, origin of place- 
ment, and nature and degree of disability. Since more than half of 
the patients in Brookline nursing homes are on some form of public 
assistance and since there appears to be little correlation between the 
amount and quality of nursing care given and the per diem reimburse- 
ment rate as set by the Massachusetts Rate Setting Board, an effort 
is being mounted to obtain better guidelines for reporting costs and 
a more uniform system of bookkeeping and cost accounting as an aid 
to proprietors of nursing homes 


Some interesting findings are: Brookline is facing a crisis in avail- 
ability of nursing home beds. Fifteen years ago there were thirty nurs- 
ing, convalescent and rest homes with more than 700 beds. At the end 
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of 1969, only 11 nursing homes and three rest homes were in operation 
with less than 500 beds. This figure includes a new 120-bed home which 
is currently operating at only one-half capacity. Brookline’s plight is 
illustrated by the placement of Brookline patients on Medicaid (for- 
merly Public Welfare patients) in nursing homes. 


In 1966, of the 223 Brookline Public Welfare patients in Nursing 
Homes, 111 were in Brookline and 112 outside. 


In 1967, of the 282 Public Welfare patients in Nursing Homes, 
103 were in Brookline and 179 outside. 


In 1969, of the 315 Medicaid patients in Nursing Homes, 86 were 
in Brookline and 229 outside. In addition, 23 Brookline veterans 
were in Brookline Nursing Homes and 28 in outside homes. 


Thus, Brookline, with probably the highest percentage of elderly 
of any municipality in the Commonwealth, is less and less able to 
provide within its borders for the increasing group of its elderly who 
require nursing home care. Even the completion of a new 120-bed 
home will not bring the number of beds available up to that of fifteen 
years ago. Yet the need is about fifty percent greater. 


Locating, identifying and classifying the elderly who may need ser- 
vices of some kind. A start in obtaining information of this kind was 
made by the Health Department in the pilot and pioneering study 
regarding the utilization of health and allied services by older persons 
in 1959-1962. It is planned to update this research. 


Promoting a program of friendly visitation in Brookline’s Nursing 
Homes through the Brookline Clergy and the students’ service orga- 
nizations at Brookline High School such as ‘The Key Club, and various 
kinds of musical entertainment, particularly by small groups. 


NuRSING SERVICES 


To avoid duplication of effort and overlapping of services to local 


families, the Health Department purchases nursing services under contract 
from the Brookline Visiting Nurse Service. This arrangement enables the 
Visiting Nurse to assume the broad function of public health nursing in 
terms of health education, the control and prevention of disease, and the 
administration of bedside care to patients in their own homes under a 
physician’s orders. ‘Ihe Visiting Nurse Service is certified under Medicare 
as the Home Health Agency for the Town of Brookline. Speech and occu- 
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pational therapy have been added to the services available to patients in 
this past year. 


Well Child Conferences were conducted in the Health Center every 
Wednesday and Friday throughout the year from 9:30 to 11:00 a.m. by 
appointment only. During 1969, 108 conferences were held, 939 visits were 
made by registered children in the clinic, and 769 immunizations were 
administered. ‘The Visiting Nurse Service also made 559 home visits in con- 
nection with the Well Child Conferences. 


Nursing consultation services are provided senior citizens living in the 
three elderly projects on Pleasant Street, Marion Street and Walnut 
Street. ‘They and the clientele of the Multi-Service Senior Center have the 
benefit of weekly visits by a nurse who is available for health maintenance 
conferences. During the past year, 27 first visits were made to new patients 
in the elderly housing projects, and 641 patients received revisits. 


Other nursing services provided by the staff of the Visiting Nurse Ser- 
vice include occupational health for ‘Town employees, glaucoma screen- 
ing, heart screening, tuberculosis and other communicable disease control, 
poison center follow-up, school health at St. Mary’s and the Maimonides 
Schools, and routine inspections of nursing homes and day care centers. 


As a certified Home Health Agency, the Visiting Nurse Service pro- 
vides professional bedside nursing care for patients in their own homes 
under the direction of private physicians. A total of 10,747 visits for nursing 
care and physical therapy were made by Visiting Nurse staff in the past year. 


Tuberculosis Clinic 


‘Tuberculosis Chest Clinic sessions were held in the Stephen G. ‘Train 
Public Health Center on the first and third ‘Tuesdays of the month. 


Patients attending the clinics were seen by appointment. Persons sus- 
pected of having tuberculosis, as well as those who had recovered from 
the disease were seen by the clinic physician, Dr. Elliot Giddon. He pro- 
vided medical service in the form of clinical examinations, health super- 
vision, reading of x-rays, and treatment of tuberculosis. Ancillary chest 
disease was also treated. Four active cases of tuberculosis were referred to 
Norfolk County Sanatorium for admission and treatment. 


In line with contemporary thinking about active pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, certain patients were managed by the clinic in all phases of treat- 
ment without referral to the sanatorium. 


Patients discharged from the Sanatorium continued their treatment 
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under clinic supervision receiving chest films, physical examinations and 
tuberculo-static medications as needed. 


Persons suspected of having tuberculosis were referred by local physi- 
cians for diagnostic work-up. 


School pupils referred with positive tuberculin skin tests were examined, 
x-rayed, and given preventive drugs for a period of one year, then placed on 
a periodic follow-up roster for annual recheck. 


Individuals in the “high risk” category were seen and treated with drug 
therapy. 


Medications supplied to respiratory disease patients were given to the 
local health department by the State Health Department without charge, 
for those persons under clinic management. 


Frequency of clinic visits is contingent upon recency of infection, sana- 
torium recommendation, and clinical progress as determined by the clinic 
physician. Tuberculosis patients when “cured” are never dismissed from 
follow-up supervision. Every patient known to the Health Department 
clinic is seen at least once a year for examination and/or chest x-ray, regard- 
less of how far back his original infection may go. 


Clinic policies will continue to vary as newer knowledge is available in 
treatment and follow-up care. 


During 1969 ten cases of active pulmonary tuberculosis were reported. 
Two of these were re-activated; eight were new. There were no deaths 
directly attributable to tuberculosis. 


CuriLp HEALTH SERVICES 


Premature Infants 


37 prematures were born to Brookline residents. ‘The ‘Town paid no 
monies to hospitals for care for families legally eligible for financial assist- 
ance, compared with $676.92 in 1968. Medicaid, Blue Shield, Blue Cross, 
and other insurance policies paid for the expenses in 1969. 


Operation Head Start 


The Summer program had 20 pupils at the Runkle School. The year- 
round program had 29 pupils at the Harvard Church. ‘The Health Depart- 
ment provided routine health supervision for these children. Both pro- 
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grams were funded by the Federal office of Economic Opportunity and 
voluntary contributions, and were sponsored by the Brookline Public 
Schools. 


Camp Program 


It was expected that Medicaid funds would pay for health examina- 
tions for children whose families could not afford private examinations for 
them before attending charitably suported camps. However, the Health 
Department had to cooperate by examining 46 potential campers who had 
not been so examined. 


Day Care Services 


A team of the Director of Child Health, a specially qualified Visiting 
Nurse Service nurse and a specialist sanitarian visit each day care service 
for licensing annually. ‘They subsequently visit unannounced, usually indi- 
vidually, to ensure that the standards are being maintained. 


During the year Harvard Church Co-operative Nursery School moved 
to Brighton and Saint Mark’s Nursery closed. One new school, the Kehillath 
Israel Nursery School, was opened. ‘The eleven centers can care for 666 
children. 


ScHooL HEALTH SERVICES 


Health Examinations 


There were 7010 public school and 1335 parochial school children in 
this program in 1969. Pupils in the 4th, 7th and 10th grades and all new 
pupils of the Brookline schools are given health examinations. E-xamuina- 
tions in the public schools numbered 2446 and in the parochial school, 329. 
Pupils had these examinations by private physicians in 721 cases in the 
public schools and 119 in the parochial school. Defects found numbered 94 
in the public and 53 in the parochial school pupils. hese were referred to 
their private physicans for follow-up. In both types of school, 86 percent 
of the pupils referred received follow-up care. 


Vision and Hearing Testing 


Of 8345 pupils enrolled in public and parochial schools, 6047 received 
vision tests and 5766 had hearing tests. ‘I‘he 547 who failed to pass the tests 
were referred to their private physicians for further study. 


Tuberculin Testing 


Tine testing was done on the pupils in grades kindergarten, 2, 4, 6, 8, 
10, and 12. Six new positive reactors were found of whom one was a con-

verter. Chest x-rays and source-finding follow-up histories were taken in 
each case. All the x-rays were negative and no source case was located. 
Five of the new positive reactors are under prophylactic chemotherapy at 
the Brookline Chest Clinic. The sixth moved to another municipality 
whose health department was notified of the need for prophylactic treat- 
ment in her case. 


The School Health Service and the Occupational Health Service both 
pressure all Town schools to make sure all school personnel have either 
tuberculin tests or chest x-rays every three years to demonstrate freedom 
from communicable tuberculosis as required by law. During the tuberculin 
testing in the public and parochial schools, 53 members of the staff had 
tine tests, all of which were negative. ‘The rest had x-rays. All of these were 
also negative. One active case of tuberculosis developed at the High School. 
All contacts were tested and three months later were retested. No evidence 
of transmission was found. 


Sabin Polio Immunization 


There were 305 pupils in the public and parochial schools not ade- 
quately immunized to polio. Trivalent Sabin vaccine was given to 227 of 
these in the School Health Program and 39 received the vaccine from their 
private physicians. In kindergarten 279 pupils (57%) accepted booster 
doses of trivalent Sabin vaccine as recommended by the U. S. Public Health 
Service. In Brookline High, 207 of the 12th grade pupils (35%) were given 
a “graduation present” of a booster dose of trivalent Sabin vaccine in 1969. 


Diphtheria-Tetanus Immunizations 


As recommended by the U. S. Public Health Service, boosters for diph- 
theria and tetanus are given pupils entering school for the first time and 
roughly ten years later. Between the entering and ninth grade, 599 pupils 
were given this immunization and 293 received the booster from their pri- 
vate physicians during 1969. 


Measles Prevention Program 


Following through on this program, started in 1968, 76 Brookline pupils 
who had not had measles or the vaccine, were given measles vaccine in 1969 
by the school physicians. Private physicians administered the vaccine to 79 
additional children. | 


Smallpox Revaccination Program 


Again pupils in the entering grade and Grade XI were urged to be re- 
vaccinated. Revaccination was performed on 398 pupils, mostly in Grade XI, 
by the School Health Service and on 149 by private physicians for a total of 
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547. With 1443 eligible to receive this booster, only 38 percent received it. 
This low percentage indicates the importance of educating parents about 
the need for revaccination. 


Mumps Immunization Program 


During 1969 the Massachusetts Department of Public Health made 
available to the schools at no cost enough mumps vaccine to immunize 
pupils in Grades VII, VIII and IX who had not had mumps or the vaccine 
previously. In Brookline public and parochial schools, 630 pupils were 
given mumps vaccine by the School Health Service. During the duration of 
this program, 220 additional pupils received the vaccine from their private 
physicians. There were no reported side reactions to the immunizations. 


Rubella Immunization Program 


In the Fall of 1969, the Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
offered rubella vaccine at no cost to the schools to immunize all pupils in 
kindergarten and Grades I, II, and III, whose parents agreed for the pupils 
to have it. Through a crash program conducted in October, 1436 pupils 
were immunized. ‘l’hree parents reported side-reactions, all mild. 


Curonic DISEASES 


Chest X-Ray Clinic 


The clinic took a total of 2442 x-rays during 1969. ‘This included the 
films taken for the Occupational Health Clinic, many of which were not 
chest x-rays. ‘he program identified 18 cases suspicious for active tuber- 
culosis, 21 cases of pneumonitis, 120 enlarged hearts, 27 possible tumors 
of the lung, and 504 less important findings. ‘The reports of the x-ray find- 
ings were sent to the patients’ physicians for follow-up. 


Positive Tuberculin Reactor Roster 


The annual reminder was sent to all known positive reactors to come 
in for annual chest x-rays in 1969. No new active tuberculosis was dis- 
covered. 


Nursing Homes 


Each of the local nursing home operators were contacted and urged to 
encourage his personnel to have a tuberculin test or chest x-ray for their 
own protection. The facilities of the Health Center were made available 
to them. 


Glaucoma 


Through the appropriation of additional funds, six screening clinics 
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for glaucoma instead of four were held during the year. A total of 517 per- 
sons were examined by a board-eligible ophthalmologist and three other 
physicians at these clinics. Of these, 30 were referred to private physicians 
for further examination and study. This represents an increase of 161 people 
screened and 22 referred over 1968 figures. 


Early diagnosis and treatment of glaucoma can prevent loss of vision. 
The clinics are screening clinics only, and referral for further examination 
by the individuals’s own physician does not necessarily mean that he has 
glaucoma. 


Several volunteers from the Golden Age Club and the Information and 
Referral Service of the Council on Aging helped at the clinics. 


Dental Services 


The Dental Clinic is in its 53rd year of providing high quality compre- 
hensive dental care for Brookline children from low income families. ‘The 
clinic is staffed by graduate dentists from the Pediatric Dentistry Depart- 
ment of Boston University School of Graduate Dentistry, working under 
the supervision of pedodontic specialists from the faculty of the Boston 
University School of Graduate Dentistry. 


Supervised field instruction in patient education and preventive prophy- 
lactic treatment is provided for senior dental hygiene students from the 
Forsyth School of Dental Hygiene. Students from Boston University School 
of Dental Assistants and Beth Israel School of Dental Assisting also receive 
supervised field training in the dental clinic 


Two of the Clinic’s loyal and devoted personnel, the Senior Dental 
Hygienist of 42 years, and the secretary-receptionist of 14 years retired from 
service. Both positions have been filled. 


Dental programs initiated in previous years were continued in 1969. 
Among these are the unique interceptive orthodontic program in which 
future orthodontic problems are prevented by early detection and treatment, 
the treatment of the exceptional child, the hospitalization of those children 
who cannot be treated on an outpatient basis, and a system by which 
patients with special needs are referred to a consulting specialist at the 
Boston University School of Graduate Dentistry. 


A series of “Luncheons for Learning” was held for local dentists at the 
Town Hall. Among the speakers from Boston University School of Graduate 
Dentistry were Dean Henry Goldman; Dr. Spencer Frankl, Chairman of the 
Department of Pediatric Dentistry; Dr. Herbert Schilder, Chairman of the 
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Department of Endodontics; and Dr. Justic Altshuler. The luncheons were 
well attended and received. 


The first year was completed of the dental health education program 
for children from Kindergarten through grade four in the Brookline Public 
Schools. Senior dental hygiene students under the supervision of a dental 
health educator give classroom demonstrations of proper oral hygiene, in 
addition to providing educational information on dental care. Both the 
classroom teachers and the children received the program enthusiastically. 


The results of the study on the anti-caries effect of a topical fluoride 
rinse over a two-year period showed that the group using the rinse had a 
statistically significant fewer number of cavities than did the control group. 


A new program in the High School was begun this year. Graduate den- 
tists from Boston University School of Graduate Dentistry presented two 
hours of dental health education to all Freshmen health classes. Included 
in the program was a dental inspection of each student. ‘These inspections 
revealed a need for preventive periodontic and caries programs. 


Groups of students from ‘Tufts, Harvard and Boston University Dental 
Schools visited the Dental Clinic 


Occupational Health Service 


Overseeing the health of all ‘Town employees is the purpose of the 
Occupational Health Service. ‘To accomplish this, the Service attempts to 
work in close cooperation with each patient’s private physician and his de- 
partment head. ‘The Service is staffed by a physician who is a board-certified 
general surgeon with a background in occupational medicine and by an 
occupational nurse/secretary. 


The Occupational Health Service provides the following: 


1. Preemployment examination and evaluation of each new ‘Town em- 
ployee to assess his current state of health and his physical capacities. 


2. Annual periodic re-evaluations on a voluntary basis to detect early evi- 
dence of ill health, with referral of the employee to his personal physi- 
cian for treatment and care of conditions not related to his employment. 


3. Mandatory re-evaluations of all ‘Town employees who return to work 
after a five-day or longer absence for illness or injury, and special periodic 
reevaluations as requested by Department Heads. 


4. Maintenance of accurate and complete confidential records on each 
employee. 
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5. First-aid and continued treatment of minor disabilities incident to 
occupation. 


6. Routine immunizations and immunizations for foreign travel. 


7. Routine clinical and laboratory tests, including the use of an electro- 
cardiograph, an audiometer, ‘Titmus visual testing apparatus, and a 
recording vitalometer for lung function testing. 


8. Certain X-Ray services. 


9. Health education and counseling on personal hygiene and health main- 
tenance through individual interviews. 


In addition to these routine functions, the Occupational Health Service 
works closely with the ‘Town and School Department personnel offices, the 
Retirement Board, and the Liberty Mutual Insurance Company in giving 
individualized attention to health and para-medical problems. A Consultant 
in Psychiatry is available for appropriate situations. 


In 1969 several innovations and programs were initiated. The seven- 
page health evaluation form that had been used for eight years was revised, 
improved and reduced in physical format to a one-sheet form. This has 
proved considerably easier to work with for both examinees and health 
personnel. It has now become routine to perform blood cholesterol and uric 
acid determinations on all examinees. One patient who for years had had 
vague joint pains was found to have gout (elevated uric acid) and is now on 
medication. 


The school health policy which had not been revised since 1958 was 
rewritten to incorporate changes in practice since then. This will probably 
be considered by the School Committee in early January. An attempt will 
be made to initiate a physical examination for all school cafeteria workers 
and secretaries similar to the campaign waged for physical examinations for 
school teachers in 1967 and for the Police in 1968. 


Conferences with Chief Fogerty of the Fire Department are in process 
in an attempt to revamp sick leave procedures in the Fire Department and 
to make the firefighters more aware of the facilities available to them at the 
Occupational Health Clinic. 


The Brookline Friendly Society has loaned the clinic part-time use of 
their physiotherapist. ‘This has filled a long felt need. 


The Brookline Housing Authority, which is not strictly speaking a 
‘Town service, was given privileges at the Occupational Health Clinic in 
1969. 
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In early autumn the clinic moved across the hall into more spacious 
quarters. ‘his has helped improve the delivery of health services to the Town 
employees. 


A total of 2910 visits were made to the Occupational Health Clinic in 
1969. Of these visits, 318 were for physical examinations, either pre-employ- 
ment or voluntary periodic, 1051 were for follow-up, 218 for immunizations, 
and 44 for minor surgical procedures. A total of 844 visits involved non- 
occupational diseases.

ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH 


There were several personnel changes in 1969. Early in the year two 
additional inspectors were employed for the Federal E-3 Code Enforcement 
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Program. Effective June 30 the position of Senior Code Enforcement In- 
spector was abolished as a result of action by the Advisory Committee delet- 
ing funds for the position. ‘Vhe Housing Code Section now includes six 
firefighter-code enforcement inspectors and two code enforcement inspec- 
tors. The Environmental Health Section consists of four sanitarians and one 
sanitary inspector. Both Sections are under the supervision of the Sanitary 
Engineer. 


Housing code enforcement activities have continued in both the Fed- 
eral E-3 area and the Town area. Five inspectors are used in the E-3 area 
and three in the Town area. Inspections made during 1969 included initial 
inspections of 1289 structures and 4207 dwelling units, and 4935 reinspec- 
tions for compliance. ‘The E-3 program is a three-year program. ‘The initial 
inspections are nearly completed. ‘Thus far more than 60 percent of the 
structures in this area that were found in violation have been brought into 
compliance. 


The two sanitarians assigned to the food sanitation program completed 
a special survey of 68 retail food establishments for compliance with the new 
State regulations adopted in late 1968 to be enforced by local health depart- 
ments. Sixty-two of the establishments have qualified and been issued 
certificates of registration. Six establishments have been given temporary 
certificates, pending completion of some minor corrections. Certificates are 
renewable annually. Some corrections were required in almost all establish- 
ments to conform to the new regulations. Decals announcing a ban against 
animals in food establishments were prepared and distributed to all such 
stores and all restaurants. 


One small outbreak of salmonellosis was investigated. One employee 
and several patrons of an eating establishment were diagnosed as positive for 
the same type of salmonella. ‘The employee was relieved from duty until 
negative. A chef at another restaurant was taken off duty as a preventive 
measure when a member of his family was diagnosed as having salmonellosis. 
Numerous other investigations of reported sickness from food were made 
but none of the reports could be confirmed 


Outside pressures for the adoption of regulations requiring (1) medical 
examination of food handlers and (2) public toilet facilities in all eating 
establishments were met during 1969. Medical examinations of food 
handlers as a public health measure has been tried, found ineffective, and 
abandoned by most health authorities. ‘The pros and cons of public toilet 
facilities in restaurants are numerous but it is a matter of public convenience, 
not public health. ~ 


On November 24, the Board of Selectmen voted: “That at the time of 
renewal for the year 1970 all Common Victualler licensees, with the excep- 
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tion of existing drug stores, be advised of a new requirement with regard to 
making employees’ facilities available to the general public in case of emer- 
gency, in instances where such facilities are not ordinarily provided.” 


As reported in the 1968 Annual Report, during 1968 all the local pet 
stores had voluntarily agreed to discontinue selling pet turtles because of 
the possible relationship of the turtles to a case of salmonellosis. ‘The direct 
relationship between pet turtles and this disease was evidenced in 1969. A 
child who became ill shortly after two turtles were purchased in Brookline 
was found to have the same species of salmonella organism as one of the 
turtles. ‘he pet stores that had resumed the sale of turtles again voluntarily 
stopped selling them. 


The annual Dog Rabies Immunization Clinic was held May 19-24. 
Five hundred and twelve dogs were immunized by a veterinarian employed 
by the Health Department, a slight increase over 1968. Beginning in 1970 
the immunization of dogs against rabies is compulsory under a new state law 
passed in 1969. 


Heat regulations adopted by the Health Department in December, 
1968 were enforced during the year but were superseded by new and some- 
what more stringent State regulations which are now in effect. A week-end 
heat complaint service provided during the heating season proved very 
expensive to the ‘Town for the results obtained. ‘I’his week-end service is 
now being handled by the Police Department. 


Inspections or visits made by Environmental Health personnel totaled 
10,246. Of this number, 5330 concerned food sanitation; 1077 housing; 
3161 garbage and rubbish sanitation; 200 insect and rodent control; 70 
water supply and sewerage, 292 swimming pool sanitation; 26 child care 
centers; and 90 general sanitation, nuisances, and miscellaneous. 


The increased public and governmental interest in air pollution has 
resulted in reconsideration of the role of the Health Department. Brookline 
is a member of the Metropolitan Air Pollution Control District. All com- 
plaints are presently referred to that organization, at its request, for investi- 
gation and enforcement of existing regulations. More stringent and com- 
prehensive regulations are being developed. With Federal aid, the district 
and its activities are undergoing expansion. It appears unwise at this time 
for the Town to finance and undertake a program of its own. 


Licenses and permits issued by the Health Department in 1969 were 
as follows: 34 permits for removal and transportation of garbage, rubbish, 
grease and bones; 108 licenses to establishments authorizing the sale of 
milk; 11 licenses to milk plants; 8 licenses to practice massage; 19 licenses to

funeral directors; 7 permits for keeping fowl and animals; 10 licenses to 
operate Day Care Centers; 0: permits to construct private sewage disposal 
systems; 388 burial permits; and 68 retail food establishment certificates. 


Weights and Measures 


The Department of Weights and Measures tries to shield both the 
seller and the buying public against fraud and deception. Faulty equipment 
is detected and corrected to prevent errors in either direction. 


Prepackaging of foods, particularly of meats, at a central location was 
started last year by two chains. ‘Three more local outlets now have their meat 
cut and packaged before delivery to the store. This presents the potential 
problems of shrinkage and loss of weight if the packages are not rotated 
properly and regularly. Such packages are spot-checked to be sure that the 
amount of weight is correct. 


One illegal scale was removed from commercial use. Deliveries by two 
fuel trucks were stopped because their meters had not been sealed. Court 
action was indicated for any future violations. ‘Three taxicabs, found operat- 
ing without sealed meters were sealed. (These were not Brookline cabs. ) 


A taxi rate change on July 21 caused the resealing of all taxicab meters 
for both time and mileage and the surveying of a new taxi course for one- 
fifth mile increments. 


As an example of the value to the consumer of the checking of such 
items as packaged meat, it is estimated that the average large supermarket 
sells about 1800 packages of meat per day. A one-cent overcharge on each 
package would amount to a consumer loss of $5508 in a year. 


During the year, the inspectors checked a total of 1556 scales, weights, 
and measures. Of these, 303 were adjusted, 1336 were sealed, and 20 were 
condemned. 


A total of $1644.20 in sealing fees was collected and turned over to the 
‘Town ‘Treasurer. 


Various types of commodities were checked for weights and measures. 
Of a total of 4228 food packages inspected, 2380 were correct; of the incor- 
rectly labelled items, 446 were under, and 1402 were over. 


In addition to these, coal, coke, and charcoal in paper bags, clinical 
thermometers, scales, oil meters and gasoline devices were also inspected. 
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HEALTH EDUCATION 


After the resignation of the Health Educator at the end of March, the 
office was unstaffed until October 20 when Murial B. Wilbur, Ph.D. was 
appointed. Dr. Wilbur has had considerable experience in both voluntary 
and official health agencies. She comes to Brookline from the University of 
Rhode Island where she was Professor and Director of the Program in 
Gerontology. Since her appointment she has become active in several im- 
portant committees in the ‘Town. 


Two issues of the Health Department Bulletin were published and 
mailed to all householders in the Town. The third issue will be published 
in 1970 in addition to the regular issues. Press releases were issued frequently. 
Referral files were maintained on the latest information on various aspects 
of health, Pamphlets were supplied to residents and organizations of 
Brookline. 


Students from several local universities were assigned to the Health 
Department for varying lengths of time to receive training in public health. 
‘The training ranged from two-hour visits to several weeks of studying and 
participating in the various functions of the Health Department. 


The Health Educator played a major role in the development of the 
new heart program. With the help of two sanitary inspectors, arrangements 
were made for the owners of the Chinese restaurants in Brookline to meet 
with the Director of Public Health about preventing the “Chinese res- 
taurant syndrome.” ‘They all agreed to use only a minimum amount of 
mono-sodium glutamate, and to omit it completely upon request.

This report is a combined one of the Tree Planting Committee and 
the Moth Superintendent. 


It is with extreme regret we report that Henry W. Minot on September 
30th notified the Chairman that, due to greatly reduced vision he could no 
longer serve on this Committee. Mr. Minot, who has served the ‘Town with 
distinction and ability on various ‘Town Boards, was appointed a member 
of the Tree Planting Committee in November 1957, a term of almost 
exactly twelve years. His services have been invaluable and his loss will be 
keenly felt. On November 1, 1969 the Selectmen formally accepted his 
resignation with great regret. 


To take Mr. Minot’s place they appointed Dr. James M. Faulkner, a 
former Dean of the Boston University Medical School, and Chief Medical 
Officer at M.I.T. Dr. Faulkner is well known in Forestry Circles and main- 
tains a 10,000 acre tree farm in New Hampshire. ‘The ‘Town is indeed for- 
tunate in obtaining his services. 


On October 1, 1969, William Collins received a well-merited promo- 
tion to Assistant Superintendent of Forestry. 


The following comparative report of the Dutch Elm disease shows an 
increase over the past three years, after a number of years of decreasing num- 


bers of afflicted trees.

Due to hundreds of calls from citizens and police to the service station, 
and the fact that many were repeat calls, it was impossible to record the 
exact number of calls answered for service. Over 2000 of these can be con- 
firmed, however. This large number can be directly related to the severe 
storms of February, 1969.

Several other streets, particularly in North Brookline, were rough-pruned 
for heavy storm damage. 


All of the flowering Crab and Cherry trees that are done each year were 
also completed. They total approximately 365 trees.

The planting of 54 Shademaster Locust trees on Centre Street was 
completed this year. 


The above tree planting was done under the Code Enforcement pro- 
gram, with Federal Government participation. 
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‘The disposal of dead tree wood continues to bea problem. 


‘The past year it has been eased considerably with the disposal of wood 
sized 20 inches in caliper and under, in the “wood hog” at the incinerator. 


In September, arrangements were completed for the disposal of all 
other wood sized 5 feet in length and any size caliper at a private dump in 
Dedham. The charges for the disposal of this wood is $10.00 per 5 yard 
truck load or $20.00 per 14 yard truck load. This past year the wood disposal 
was as follows: 


284 tons of wood to the wood hog 
170 cubic yards to Dedham Dump 
2 cords cut and split 
100 cubic yards hard wood stockpiled 
178 loads of debris dumped in the incinerator 
288 loads of chips dumped in nursery 


The removal of Dutch Elm diseased trees on private property was 
publicly advertised and, due to the increased cost and the fact that the trees 
to be removed were larger in size, both in caliper and height, the bids 
received were higher. ‘The low bidder was Cedar Lawn ‘Tree Service, Inc. 
for a per tree price of $174.46 each at a total cost of $12,910.04. In that only 
$5,000.00 was appropriated in the 1969 budget for the removal of Dutch 
Elm diseased trees, it was necessary to request a transfer from the Reserve 
Fund, through the Board of Selectmen, for an additional sum of $7,910.04.

Powers was appointed to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by the death of Augustus W. Soule who passed away 
in November, 1968. 


Due to economic problems confronting the ‘Town, the Commission 
kept to a minimum its requests for capital improvements for 1969, and 
limited their articles for Town Meeting action to: 


1. A request for $85,000.00 for the construction of a work shop 
storage area at Anderson Park. 


2. A request for $25,000.00 for the construction of a field house at 
Amory Playground in accordance with plans prepared and bids 
received. 


Unfortunately, both articles were turned down by ‘Town Meeting. 


PARK DIVISION 


The reconstruction of Longwood Playground, a cooperative program 
with the Federal Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, through its agent the 
State Department of Natural Resources, was completed this past year. 
Many compliments have been received and we believe that it provides for 
one of our most modern playgrounds with facilities for all ages. 


Cooperative methods with other ‘Town agencies are now being worked 
out to see if it is possible to construct a fieldhouse at Amory Playground of 
simple design and stay within the $25,000.00 appropriated by ‘Town 
Meeting. 
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Driveways and walks were resurfaced this past year at Lawrence School, 
Health Center parking area, and at our Netherlands Road Service Station. 


A new walk was constructed along with the installation of a chain-link 
fence at the Heath School from Eliot Crescent to Boylston Street. Chain 
link fencing was repainted at Eliot Playground, Fire Station at Hammond 
Street and Amory Playground. 


New playground equipment was installed at Longwood Playground 
and Winthrop Park. ‘The balance of the new equipment which arrived too 
late will be set out at various playgrounds in early spring. 


The demands made on the Park system for play fields continued to be 
a serious problem, particularly the requests from the High School, due to 
their expanded athletic program, created a serious problem. It was neces- 
sary to provide inadequate facilities at Soule Recreation Center for the 
High School lacrosse program. Amory Playground is now used for High 
School soccer, and it appears from the enthusiasm shown that both pro- 
grams will be increased with junior varsity and possibly freshman teams. 


The coasting area at Anderson Park was staked out and manned for 
safety of the children. The hill has become very popular for both young 
and old, using various types of sleds, toboggans and skis. 


The picnic area at Anderson Park enjoys its popularity for various 
resident organizations and family groups. 


The Putterham Meadows Golf Course continues to be an excellent 
facility for our residents. There were some 50,000 rounds of golf played 
there. 

The membership at the golf course for 1969 was 705 of various types.

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RECREATION DIVISION 


The last decade has brought about many changes in our country which 
necessitated adjustments to various situations. ‘This was also true in Brook- 
line with particular reference to Recreation. Among these changes were the 
demolition of the old swimming pool and the construction of one of the 
finest three (3) unit pools in the country. 


The new pool enable the Department to conduct the National Age 
Group swimming meet which draws swimmers from Maine to Florida, in 
addition to local contestants. Sunday swimming at the new pool, an inno- 
vation has proven most succesful. 


The Old Municipal Gymnasium was destroyed by fire on Christmas 
Day, 1962, but through the cooperation of the School Department; pro- 
grams were continued even though on a limited basis in the North wing and 
in the Elementary School Gymnasiums. 


The Park and Recreation Commission, in the interests of all con- 
cerned, agreed to turn over control of the site of the old gym to the School 
Committee which constructed a new facility shared by both Schools and 
Recreation, a move which has proven to be a most economical one and 
which has been of great service to both agencies, and to all the people. 

Through the cooperation of the Housing Authority, space has been 
made available in buildings controlled by the Authority for the conduct 
of Recreation programs which have proven successful and beneficial to 
people of all age groups . 


For years the Brook Street playground, the smallest in the ‘Town (.1 
of an acre) was inadequate to serve the large population of children in the 
area. Bussing the children to the Soule playground on a daily basis during 
the summer season has been very popular, is well attended and has been 
an excellent solution to a difficult problem. 


A program for the retarded at the Baldwin play area was initiated dur- 
ing this period, Monday thru Friday during the summer and on Saturdays 
during the fall and winter months at the Soule Recreation Center. ‘This 
program has been most beneficial. 


The Recreation Department has participated in the College Work 
Study program which enables students from various colleges to help to 
pay their tuition by working for the department. ‘The Government pays 
75% of their salaries while the Town pays 25%. This program has been 
helpful in the expansion of recreation services to the general public at a 
minimum cost to the ‘Town. 
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The following is a detailed account of the Recreation programs con- 
ducted during the past year: 


Twenty-seven (27) recreational areas were supervised for a ten week 
summer season from 35 to 60 hours each week; eleven (11) areas were 
supervised during the spring season from four (4) to six (6) weeks from 
fifteen (15) to thirty-five hours (35) each week. : 

Sixteen (16) indoor facilities were supervised during the fall, winter, 
and spring seasons; eight (8) on a full-time basis and eight part-time. 


The Commission also sponsored three Day Camps for an eight week 
period during the summer, at the Baldwin play area on Heath Street, Soule 
playground for children in the Brook Street area, and Eliot for children in 
the Lawrence area while Longwood playground was under construction. 
All three Day Camps were well attended and provided much needed ser- 
vices for children in these areas. 


The Park and Recreation Commission leased two buses for the sum- 
mer season and one on a year round basis. ‘This recommendation made by 
the Recreation Advisory Board Sub-Committee proved to be an excellent 
one and resulted not only in savings to the ‘Town from a monetary view- 
point but enabled the Commission to provide better services and extended 
programs. 


The ‘I’een-Age Club sponsored by the Park and Recreation Commis- 
sion enjoyed a series of weekly outings to various recreation areas suggested 
by the youth. Between two (2) and three (3) hundred boys and girls 
participated weekly. 


The overall Summer Playground attendance showed a slight decrease 
during 1969. However, the year round centers and the Main Recreation 
Facility attendance as well as attendance at Town wide Special Events 
showed a large increase. Outstanding Special Events this year included 
Family Night, Fourth of July Celebration and Play Day. 


The Park and Recreation Commission sponsored a Special Vacation 
Fun Week in February at Anderson Park and at the Main Recreation 
Facility. Activities included skating, sledding, toboganning, as well as all 
programs normally offered at the Main Facility. Transportation was pro- 
vided. Because of the tremendous interest in this Recreation Event, it is 
hoped that the budget will permit the Commission to continue this pro- 
gram during all school vacations. 


From an original Golden Age Club membership of approximately 
fifty (50), the 1969 total include over eight hundred (800) members.

An Awards Night was held at the Eliot Recreation Center, for the 
Park and Recreation Swimming ‘Team and each member of the team 
received jackets. ‘The outstanding swimmers received trophies. 


The Park and Recreation Swimming ‘I’eam competed in eighteen (18) 
N.E.A.A.A.U. sponsored swimming meets. 


Recreation in Brookline continues to be a source of great pride to the 
local citizenry. Each year brings a newly expanded program with increased 
interest and participation, and 1969 was no exception.

Mr. Richard J. Bertman was appointed 
by the Selectmen to fill the vacancy left by the resignation of Mr. William 
R. Firth. 7 


In 1969 the fight of the Commission against proposed encroachments 
on public park land continued. The Metropolitan District Commission’s 
proposed reconstruction of the Jamaicaway-Riverway, which would do 
irreparable damage to Olmstead Park, including Leverett Pond, remained 
a serious threat. ‘The Board of Selectmen in March joined the Conservation 
Commission, the Park and Recreation Commission, the Redevelopment 
Authority, the Planning Board and the Traffic Commission in opposing the 
Metropolitan District Commission’s plans. ‘The Metropolitan District 
Commission then proceeded to take Brookline park land by eminent do- 
main, which the Town promptly opposed in Court as an illegal act. The 
case was pending in the Supreme Judicial Court at year end under an Order 
restraining the Metropolitan District Commission from proceeding with 
its plans until resolution of the Court case. 


A proposed article for the Annual ‘Town Meeting sought to transfer 
approximately 20,000 square feet of land in the Hoar Memorial Sanctuary, 
the 25-acre site set aside for a wildlife sanctuary to the rear of Baker School, 
to Westbrook Village to use for parking. ‘The Commission vigorously 
opposed such transfer and the article was subsequently withdrawn. 


The Commission proposed to the Park and Recreation Commission 
that it assume responsibility for the planning, opening up and management 
of the Hoar Memorial Sanctuary. The Park and Recreation Commission 
accepted the proposal and several planning conferences were held through- 
out the year to formulate a program for proper utilization of the Sanctuary. 
In December a “Sanctuary Cleanup Day” was held. A Sanctuary Com- 
mittee was appointed with Henry ‘I’. Wiggin as Chairman. The laying of 
trails, planting of vegetation attractive to wildlife and selective cutting in 
the Sanctuary will take place in the spring of 1970. It is hoped the Sanc- 
tuary will become an educational source for the schools. 
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The Commission established an associate membership for the Com- 
mission to encourage greater participation among the citizens of Brook- 
line in the conservation and environmental questions facing the Town.

In addition to the Sanctuary Committee, the Conservation Commis- 
sion set up Committees on Pollution Control and on Environmental Edu- 
cation. Meetings on conservation and environmental education in the 
schools were held with members of the schools’ staff with a view to focusing 
more attention on these areas. 


During 1969 the Conservation Commission’s report to the ‘Town con- 
cerning public open space was completed and distribution was scheduled 
for early 1970. Mrs. Martin A. Linsky was in charge of this project. 


In April of 1969, the Conservation Commission sponsored, together 
with the Council of Planning and Renewal and the Brookline League of 
Women Voters, a panel discussion on air pollution. In addition, the Con- 
servation Commission recommended that the Selectmen and the School 
Committee switch to fuel oil having no more than 1% sulphur content 
for use in the Town’s public buildings. ‘The Selectmen and the School 
Committee have agreed to do this. The Conservation Commission also 
urged the Director of Public Health to exercise his statutory authority to 
adopt air pollution regulations for the private sector of the ‘Town with 
respect to sulphur-content fuel oil, apartment incinerators, emission stand- 
ards and open air burning. As of the end of the year, the Director of Public 
Health had not adopted such regulations. 


‘The Commission has formulated as its primary objectives for 1970 
the preparation of a report to the ‘Town concerning environmental pollu- 
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tion, a campaign against air pollution originating from stationary sources 
in the ‘Town, the opening up of the Hoar Memorial Sanctuary and the 
commencement of a major program of environmental education for the 
students and adults of the community. 


‘The Commission intends to begin in 1970 the publication of a periodic 
environmental newsletter to be distributed widely throughout the ‘Town. 
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COUNCIL ON AGING 


Loutsr M. Castie, Chairman 


The Council on Aging was established in 1956 to provide a strong 
central focus and a co-ordinating agency within the Town government on 


all matters of concern to older people and to those who work with and 
for them. 


It is the channel for exchange of information and help between the 
State Bureau of Aging, ‘The Federal Administration on Aging and the 
local government. 


The Council works closely with all public and private agencies and 
organizations, wherever aging is involved. It continues in its efforts to 
develop new knowledge and to stimulate new programs. 


The Council provides an Information and Referral ‘Service for the 
elderly. It concerns itself with the role and status of older people as well 
as with their care. 


MULTI-SERVICE SENIOR CENTER 


The Multi-Service Senior Center, located at Sussman House, 50 Pleas- 
ant Street, the elderly housing project, brings an integrated program of 
community services into the neighborhood where the elderly live. 

The Council on Aging is indebted to the Housing Authority, the 
Health Department — Visiting Nurse Service, Welfare Services, Veterans 
Services, School Department, Recreation Department, Community Coun- 
cil, Library, Family Counseling Service, and others for their co-operative 
team-work action. 


The Multi-Service Senior Center is supported in part by a federal 
grant under Title III of the Older Americans Act. 


HOT LUNCH PROGRAM 


The Hot Lunch Program is sponsored jointly by the School Com- 
mittee and the Council on Aging. Brookline is one of 10 Massachusetts 
communities participating in this 2-year pilot program supported by a 
federal grant under the Older American Act. 


After the first five months of the program at the Devotion School, it 
was evaluated as meeting a definite need of the elderly, especially those who 
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live in a room with no cooking facilities. Therefore, in January 1969, the 
program was extended to the Pierce School, in order to reach the elderly 
residents of that neighborhood. 


Each day, two of the older persons who come to lunch provide musical 
programs for the other folks. After lunch the senior citizens are welcome to 
stay and enjoy the sociability of being together. 


A very important component of this program is the opportunity for 
senior citizens to consult with key agency personnel who attend these 
lunches. 


The Brookline Council on Aging meets regularly at the ‘Town Hall 
at noon on the fourth Wednesday of each month.

Veterans’ Services 


DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


Joun T’. Connor, Director 


This department is dedicated to the work of serving the veteran and 
his dependents in the community. 


The past year has been a very active one due to the many returnees 
from Viet Nam. It is the duty of the staff to inform and assist these veterans 
in the benefits available to them. 


Federal Pensions are rising from year to year and those who qualify 
for this pension are advised to take advantage. The yearly income question- 
naires are completed in this office. 


In cooperation with the Massachusetts Medical Service, the Veterans’ 
Services Departments throughout the State were able to institute a Special 
Medex plan for recipients over 65. It has been gratifying to see the results. 
The combination of Medicare and this insurance has been most advan- 
tageous to the ‘Town. However, the State Department revamped the Vet- 
erans’ Benefits budget which necessitated an additional appropriation to 
carry out this program. 


It is almost an impossibility to enumerate the number of operations 
involving human relationship that have been reviewed and analyzed during 
the past 12 months. The veteran population is growing and communication 
is maintained with all State and Metropolitan agencies in order to provide 
the highest degree of efficiency. 


The Massachusetts Veterans’ Agents Association chose to hold many 
of the Special Committee meetings here as Brookline has been cited as one 
of the most efficient departments in the State, operating under Chapters 
115 and 483 of the General Laws, as amended. Applications have been given 
the usual attention and investigations are made in detail, submitting reports 
to the State office. 


As in the past, the Veterans’ Administration Hospital in Jamaica Plain 
has rendered excellent service and the demands have been voluminous. ‘The 
Commandant of the Chelsea Soldiers Home is always ready to cooperate 
and, whenever possible, the domiciliary section is utilized. 
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Due to the number of assignments elsewhere, and a shortage of per- 
sonnel, we were most fortunate in getting a contingent from the U. S. 
Marines for our Memorial Day Parade. Various community representatives 
in addition to members of the Fire and Police participated. ‘Throughout the 
years, Brookline has honored the dead of all wars, never forgetting the 
supreme sacrifice that has been made by those who gave their all.

VOTED: To authorize the Board of Selectmen to execute and deliver, 
on behalf of the ‘Town, a Grant Agreement with the U.S.A., through its 
Department of Housing and Urban Development for a grant under the 
Water and Sewer Facilities Grant Program providing for a grant of Federal 
funds to aid in financing the separation of sanitary and storm sewers by the 
construction of new sanitary sewers or sewer systems, and to take such 
measures, and to execute, or authorize the execution of, all documents 
that the Selectmen may deem necessary or advisable to effect and carry 
out said Grant Agreement, and to execute any amendments thereto or
